The H ell G ate Explosion. 
X ew York , October Oth.—The residents 
of Harlem and the annexed district adjoin­ 
ing East river, near Hell Gate, particularly 
the dwellers in flats and ftimsily-built ten­ 
ements, are disturbed by the prospect of 
280.000 pounds of dynamite and other ex­ 
plosives being exploded in the rock lied of 
the river, near their houses to-morrow. 
The last similar explosion of less than 
70.000 pounds jarred the rock foundation of 
many houses, and General Newton himself 
advises the people to get out of any big 
rooms in which there is a plaster ceiling. 
He says window panes are less apt to lie 
broken if the sash is raised, and where big 
mirrors are fastened into the wall it will be 
a good idea to take them down. There is 
no danger to property from flying rocks or 
anything of that sort. He himself would 
stand within tiOO feet of the explosion if it 
were not for the gas that will be devel­ 
oped. Troops have been ordered from Gov­ 
ernor's Island to perform guard duty along 
the shore, preventing the nearer approach 
of vessels or individuals than 1.000'yards. 
Three hundred police will keep back sight­ 
seers within the city limits. 
I SECOND DISPATCH.! 
N ew Y o r k , October 9th.—The great ex­ 
plosion of nearly 300,(XXI pounds of dyna­ 
mite, which is expected to shiver Flood 
Rock and clear the Hell Gate channel, is 
set for to-morrow morning at 11 o'clock. 
The work of clearing away the machinery, 
buildings and other valuable property was 
completed to-night, and all that remains 
are the elevator timbers over the main 
shaft and little tool shanty, which, having 
been cleared out and fitted with' shelves, 
holds the cells of the great battery which 
will cause the explosion. Thirty-six wires, 
running to the detonators in the mine, are 
hanging on a brace, waiting the time when 
Lieutenant Derby will connect them with 
the battery, which will be the last work 
done on the rock. Since early morning 
two eight-inch siphons have been running 
water into the mine, and it is expected that 
the whole will be flooded by 6 a. m. to­ 
morrow. It has been decided to locate the 
land battery and instruments on the old 
Astoria steamboat dock, about 1,200 feet 
from the rock, and wires to complete the 
circuit will be run across thechnanel. To­ 
morrow cordons of police will keep the 
crowds at a respectful and safe distance, 
and owners of buildings in the immediate 
neighborhood have been notified to stand 
from under. Steam launches from Govern­ 
ment vessels will patrol the river, and 
prevent vessels from passing. 
L etter from Fre«l G rant. 
Net Yoke, October 9th.—A letter print­ 
ed this morning from Fred Grant to his 
lawyer, Purrlngton, October 2d, says: 
“Your letter asking about the rumor that 
Ward h;e- stated he paid father $206,000 in 
excess of what lie (father) put in the firm 
of Grant it Ward and paid me $250,000 in 
excess of what I deposited with or loaned 
him (Ward) has been received. As to 
father's account I have only to say lie put 
in the firm $100,<Xl0 of his own money and 
deposited there $90,000 of mother's ($40,­ 
000 belonging to the fund raised in Phila­ 
delphia to pay for the house on Hast Sixty- 
sixth street; $25,000 obtained from the sale 
of the Long Branch cottage, built while 
father was President; $15,000 from the sale 
of Anglo-American bank stock that mother 
had owned some years, and $10.000 from 
the income and allowances that father had 
given'lien and $150,000 he obtained from 
Vanderbilt. My father's expenses were 
¿bout $2,000 per month, $1,000 of 
which he allowed mother for main­ 
taining the house, 
$500 he gave 
in 
charity and ' $500 he kept fi r 
his own use, but gave most of this away in 
presents. Father’s income and profits out­ 
side of the firm of Grant & Ward (after the 
$250.000 fund was raised) were greater than 
the amount he spent. Father made no in­ 
vestments while in the firm except those 
he left with the firm, and Ward had charge 
of the securities.” The letter then makes 
a similar statement concerning the writer’s 
connection with the firm, closing as fol­ 
lows : “ I have done nothing 1 am ashamed 
of, except that 1 dealt with such men as 
Fish and Ward. There is nothing I am 
sorry for except the suffering which lias 
befallen innocent people, through my con­ 
fidence in these men. I was not a member 
of the firm, but believe I could have been 
deceived just as my father and brother were 
had I been one of the partners. I can truly 
say I regret that I did not occupy the place 
my father had in the firm, for 1 believe bis 
disease was brought on and ids death has­ 
tened by the treachery of these men.”

W a sh in g to n, October 9 th .—.The Presi 
dent this afternoon made the following ap­ 
pointments: Charles Jacobs, of Kentucky, 
to be Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the United St^cs of Co­ 
lombia ; Charles Foster, of Indiana, Con­ 
sul-General at Calcutta; L>.

The “ G o-at-O nce “ L etter System . 
W ash in g to n, October 9th.—From the re­ 
ports received thus far, it appears that near­ 
ly all the Postmasters speak well of the 
future of the special delivery system, and 
business is increasing. The’ local matter 
equals the outside matter in volume. The 
reports show that letter*' generally have 
been delivered with surprising promptness. 
Reading reports the average time required 
for delivery to be nine minutes, while let­ 
ters have been received at the Department 
building in this city in seven minutes from 
the time they were dropped in the post­ 
office. T he T ranscontinental Pool. 
N ew YoRK,Oetober9ih.—Eastern Freight 
Agent Malcolm of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Road returned from Chicago 
this afternoon. Hesaidto your correspond­ 
ent : “ I don’t think there is any likelihood 
of a break in the Transcontinental pool. 
Our road has not served the notice of with­ 
drawal as reported, and, as far as 1 know, 
will not do so.” 
“ Has no combination been formed be­ 
tween your road and the Southern Pacific?” 
asked your reporter. 
“ Not that I know of. I met Traffic Man­ 
ager Goddard in Chicago. He said nothing 
about it to me.” 
“ Do you believe the Denver and Rio 
Grande and the Burlington and Missouri 
mean to stay out of the pool? ” 
" Well, they have thirty days to patch up 
in, and I believe Huntington is a man too 
level-headed to allow the pool to break up, 
now that rates are strengthening all around! 
The first knowledge I had of the with­ 
drawal of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy from the pool was when I reached 
here to-day. Nothing was known of it in 
Chicago.” 
EOEMAL NOTICE OF WITHDRAWAL. 
S t . P aul (Minn.). October 9 th . — A 
formal notice of the withdrawal of the 
Burlington and Quincy from the Transcon­ 
tinental Pool was received by President 
Oakes, of the Transcontinental Pool, this 
evening. 
The S treet-car Strike at St. I.auis. 
St. L o u is. October 9th.—The situation 
regarding the strike of street-car men pre­ 
sents no marked changes from that of yes­ 
terday ; but there is a leeling of greater 
uncertainty and the expectation of further 
violence. All of the lines are running a 
few cars, and several of them are doing 
nearly foil service. 
I.atee.—The qniet of the morning was 
not long contiuued, for about noon the 
strikers began to assemble in knots in 
various parts of the city and things pre­ 
sented an ominous appearance. The first 
riot occurred on the Chautcau-aveniL? road, 
and several cars were dumped into the 
gutter and the drivers and conductors w ere 
roughly handled. 
The next riot was where a big crowd of' 


strikers attacked several cars of the Union 
Depot Ifne on Twelfth-street bridge, within 
a square of Four Courts and the police 
headquarters. The drivers and conductors 
were badly beaten. One conductor was 
rendered insensible. The rioters were in 
such a hurry to tip over the cars that tire 
passengers were not allowed time to get 
out, and two ladies were badly bruised on 
the Twelfth-street bridge, while leaping 
from a car which the strikers had already 
tilted in the air. Mayor Francis ami Chief 
of Police Harrigan with a squad of police 
arrived at the bridge soon afterward aud 
made some arrests, the rioters dispersing 
suddenly. 
About 2 p.*m. a riot, broke out on Cass, 
avenue, the crowd extending from Ninth 
to Fourteenth streets. At least a dozen 
cars of the Cass avenue line were laid in 
the gutters between the streets named by 
the mob. All the conductors and drivers 
were thumped very roughly, aud the teams 
were turned loose on the streets. 
Shortly after this another riot occurred 
on the tracks of the Union line on O’Fall- 
on street, near Tenth, one block south of 
the location of Cass avenue. In the row 
here the cars were tossed about, and the 
wildest excitement prevailed. There were 
two mobs in close proximity, and the 
crowds soon united, when some 2.001* or 
3,000 people filled the streets and prevented 
tralfic. 
In a few minutes another mob began to 
overturn the cars of the Lin del I Railway, 
on Eighth street and Washington avenue, 
and here, too, immense crowds gathered. 
I p to 2:30 p. .u. nobody was reported very 
badly injured, but serious trouble may oc­ 
cur at any lime. 
ONE OF TÍIE RIOTERS KILLED. 
St. I.o u is, October 9th.—The first really 
serious event, and one involving loss of 
life, occurred about 3 o'clock this after­ 
noon on Stoddard avenue. One of the curs 
of the Union Depot line was coming up 
the avenue in charge of policemen Hannah 
and Griffiths, and when near Hickory 
street it was surrounded by some fifty men, 
who began to cut the horses and make 
oilier demonstrations. The officers twice 
ordered the men to desist, but they paid no 
attention to the command, and assaulted 
the officers with sticks and rocks. Hannon 
was struck with a rock and Griffiths was 
knocked down by a man named John Ha­ 
ney. While the latter was beating Grif­ 
fiths, Hannon drew liis pistol and shot him 
in the head, killing him. 
A very bitter feeling exists among the 
strikers, onaccountof the killing of Hanev, 
and the act is denounced as a deliberate 
murder. The Executive Board of the 
Knights of Labgr sent a committee of six 
men to visit the Presidents oil the railroads 
to-day. but they will not reveal the result. 
The Police Board, at an executive session 
this afternoon, ordered 500 special police­ 
men put on duty to-morrow. 
The A m erican Turf. 
N ew Y o r k , October 9th.—Isador C olien- 
feld lias accepted the challenge o f John 
Murphy to trot the stallion King Wilkes 
against any trotting stallion in the world 
for $1,000 a side, and names his stallion 
Maxey Cobb, to take part in the race. 
Colienfeld lias deposited with the Sjtiril of 
the Tillies $500 on forfeit. The event is to 
take place before November 3d, on a good 
day and good track, the winner to take the 
entire gate receipts. 
s il v e r cloud’s vic to r y. 
N ew Y o r k , October 9th. — Cincinnati 
specials say of the race fur the Barrett 
stakes at Latonia yesterday, in which 
Baldwin's colt Silver Cloud beat Kirkman 
and Waddell Bryant: It was generally 
conceded that Kirkman was a sure winner, 
but that Waddell Bryant was his principal 
opponent. The Californians started Silver 
Cloud, who ran with so much true courage 
that he beat not only Bryant, but also 
Kirkman. The last three furlongs was a 
hard-driving race, in which the California 
horse was much benefited by Duffy’s 
excellent riding. Odds of four to one were 
offered against Silver Cloud before the race, 
and Baldwin pocketed a large sum on his 
colt. Silver Cloud took the lead at the 
start, and at the first quarter led Kirkman 
by a length, with Waddell Bryant three 
lengths or more away. In the run down 
the back-stretch Silver Cloud increased his 
lead to two lengths. As they reached the 
lower turn Kirkman began to dose up, and 
a desperate drive for nearly three-eighths 
of a mile followed, in which the Californian 
held his own, and amidst considerable 
enthusiasm won by a head Irom Kirkman, 
with Bryant beaten off.

C. Painter, of Washington, gave a narra­ 
tive of his visit to the Indians of. southern 
California, in whose behalf Mrs. Helen 
Hunt Jackson labored so earnestly. Hon. 
l'.rastus Brooks offered resolutions eonceru- 
ing the deatii of Helen Hunt Jackson. 
Tributes were paid to her memory and her 
work in behalf of the Indians, and the 
resolutions were unanimously adopted. 
D eath of C ardinal McCIoskey. 
N ew Y o r k, October 10th—a. m.—Cardi­ 
nal McCIoskey died at 12:50 o’clock this 
morning, peacefully, and surrounded by 
relatives and clergymen of his church. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
N ew Y o r k, October 10th—a. m.—Soon 
after 4 o clock yesterday afternoon the Car­ 
dinal sank into unconsciousness, and so 
continued through the evening. The 
gravest apprehensions were based on this 
fact, and Monsiguor Farley, Father Don- 
bresse and Mrs. John Kelly, who was at 
home, were hurried summoned to the 
Cardinal’s house and bedside. At 10 o’clock 
those about the bedside of the sick man 
were of the firm belief that he would never 
again regain consciousness. The Cardinal's 
nephew had been sent for, he being in 
Philadelphia. For some hours prior to his 
loss of consciousness the Cardinal had 
taken no nourishment, and those who 
watched felt that all that now was left was 
the inevitable and speedy exhaustion of 
his unsupported vital forces. Rev. Father 
Poucey came hnrriedly soon ajjter 10 
o’clock and joined the group of watching 
friends. It was yet thought that dissolu­ 
tion might be distant from ten to twelve 
hours, but this was not to be. About mid­ 
night lights began flashing from various 
rooms in the Cardinal's house, and to the 
groups waiting outside there came a con­ 
sciousness that the unusual activity inside 
was indicative of the approach of the 
closing scene. At 12:30 a nervous twitch­ 
ing of the muscles of the dying man’s face 
was observed, and the household drew 
nearer. The doctor bent by the bedside 
and constantly felt the rapidly flickering 
pulse. The Rev. Monsignors 'prayed fer­ 
vently and repeated invocations for the dy­ 
ing. The scene was one simply of waiting. 
On one side of the bed were the Cardinal's 
nieces, Mrs. Kelly and Mrs. Cleary, and on 
tlieotlierside was Miss McCIoskey and Miss 
Mullen, the latter another niece. Behind 
them, and standing almost in a circle, were 
Monsignors Farley, Preston and Quinn, 
Archbishop Corrigan. Dr. McDonald, 
Father Donbresse and the assistant priests 
attached to the cathedral, reciting prayers 
for the dying. Dr. Keys, at the head of 
the bed, anxiously watched the ebbing life 
of his patient, who, though unconscious, 
still held in his hand the crucifix, the em­ 
blem of his faitli. At 12:50 the end came, 
and so peacefully and painlessly that those 
who watched scarcely knew that the great 
change had come until Dr. Keys signified 
that all was over, and the Cardinal was 
dead. Then the butler, Walsh, ushered 
forth to a cab the venerable Rev. Don­ 
bresse. The servant’s eyes were wet, and 
Dr. Keys, who supported the reverend 
Father on one side, said to the waiting 
crowd outside, “ The Cardinal is dead. 
Monsignor Preston remained with the rela­ 
tives, and offered prayer for the repose of 
the dead prelate’s soul. The other dignita­ 
ries and priests retired after the death. The 
dead Cardinal’s remains will rest in the 
vaults of the cathedral. 
The interment 
will probably be one week from Sundav 
next. 
C aptain B eecher’s A ppointm ent. 
W a sh in g to n, October 9th.—A prominent 
citizen of Washington Territory, ndw in 
this city, was asked how the Democrats in 
that Territory liked the appointment of 
Captain Beecher, son of Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, made some time since, and which 
was sharply commented upon at the time.

The custom-houses 
at Colon and Panama, thus provided for, 
will charge import duties at the rate of CO 
per cent, of the duties levied at other 
custom-houses in the Republic.

H onolulu N otes. 
By the Alameda, just arrived at San 
Francisco, we have dates from Honolulu to 
the 1st of October.

News has been received from the Morn­ 
ing Star, under date of July 19th, and from 
the Gilbert islands. All hands were well; 
the Star would probably arrive in port 
here again about the middle of next Jan­ 
uary. 
Sharks are plentiful in the harbor en­ 
trance and several fins have been seen wav­ 
ing above the placid waters of the inner 
harbor on several occasions lately. 
A most brilliant meteor was noticed at 
Hilo on Sunday evening, September 20th. 
It was just 7 o'clock when seen, and it 
passed from east to west, crossing the 
northern nucleus in close proximity with 
the North Star. 
H. B. M. S. Satellite arrived on Friday 
last, 25th inst., eighteen days from Esqui'- 
raalt, B. C. She experienced light winds 
the greater part of the passage, and used 
steam occasionally. 
The Japanese at the Immigration Depot 
are reaping the benefit of idleness, their 
present appearance not being as favorable 
as when engaged at work.

5Vh;lt is an Insect? 
The authors are divided as to what con­ 
stitutes an insect, but, with.few exceptions, 
it is now agreed that an insect is a living 
creature, having six legs, generally hating 
wings, three distinct parts of the body— 
the head, the thorax and the abdomen— 
breathing through apertures along the sides 
of the body and having four different 
stages of existence—the larva', the pupa 
and the imago, or perfect insect. Generally 
insects in one stage of iheir existence live 
on very different iood from that which sup­ 
ports them in another, and this fact shows 
a very wonderful instinct or intelligence in 
the parent insect in knowing where the 
eggs arc to be deposited. A mistake is 
never made. The eggs sometimes hatch in 
a few hours, sometimes in a few days or 
weeks, and occasionally not for years, 
but they are always "deposited under 
conditions favorable to their development, 
no matter when this may be. It is also to 
be observed that the eggs of. insects which 
are not to hatch till the next spring are 
never fastened to the leaves or other perish­ 
able parts of trees, but to the bark, and 
usually secured by a sort of glue that will 
commonly resist rain and moisture. The 
larva is so called from a Latin word mean­ 
ing mask, hence in this state the insect is 
so unlike its perfect form that it may be 
said to be masked. The larva- of the in­ 
sects are seldom distinguished from other 
worms, but after passing a certain time in 
this stage the grub spins a cocoon for itself 
of silk and enters its third condition, the 
pupa, from a Latin word meaning an in­ 
fant rolled in bandages after 
the 
manner ot the Romans, or also called 
chrysalis from the Greek word for gold, 
as some of them have gold-like mark­ 
ings. 
Insects are classed in seven 
orders. The first is the fcymenoptera, com­ 
prising the wasps, ants and others which 
manifest a high order of intelligence. Tlie 
coleóptera comprise those insects which 
have a shield on their wings, and also 
many of the most injurious insects known, 
such as borers. The lepidoptera number 
all the butterflies and moths in their list, 
while the bemipters, or half winged, include 
such as the chinch-bug, the bedbug and a 
numbers of others equally as objectionable. 
The díptera have but two wings, such as 
the house-fly ; the orthoptera have straight 
wings, as locusts, crickets, and the neurop- 
tcra, or nerve-winged, are those whose 
wings are so interwoven with strong fibers 
as to present the appearance of bony inter­ 
lacing.—[St. Louis Globe-Deinocrat. 


w hi^- industrial education has over the 
ordinary instruction. It is in direct line 
with the tastes of great numbers of boys, 
aud it excites and keeps their interest be­ 
cause they are all the time putting to 
practical use what they learn, and are 
learning by actually doing and constructing 
something. Theyare continually applying 
the rule, so that they see and understand 
the proof, and their hands are working 
aloug with iheir intellects. Besides, they 
are learning what they want to learn, and 
doing what they like to do, and what they 
are fitted to do, and such work is not wear­ 
isome. Yet here in New York, at an ex­ 
pense of about $1,000,000 a year we are sub­ 
jecting children to a uniform system ot 
instruction which is repulsive to them 
to a great extent, and whose advantages 
they cannot understand, so tar as it has 
practical advantages for them. The neces­ 
sary rudimentary teaching over, it proceeds 
to give what not more than one in ten of 
them needs to learn, or can learn with any 
degree of thoroughness; and after they 
have gone through the whole of the long 
course the pupils leave school fitted for no 
special work and with no special talent or 
aptitude trained and developed. How to 
earn their living is what they want to 
know most, and yet they get no belu in 
school to that end, and must make their 
way as best they can without suitable pre­ 
liminary education. The delight the boys 
take in this Worcester vacation school 
should teach a lesson to teachers and pro­ 
fessors.—[New Y'ork Sun.

The adage of " Early to bed and early to 
rise makes a man healthy, wealthy and 
wise.” is a good one if carried out, that is. 
it tlie early to bed, induces early rising, of 
itself; but the waking of children to have 
an early breakfast with the family is an 
old-time notion that, like many others 
held to extreme strictness in youth, is apt 
to be departed from in later years. Sensi­ 
b le people sometimes talk of sleep as 
though it were an accident of life that itvW=-— • 
takes us—something we must at times suc­ 
cumb to, but as of no importance to our 
well being; its hours can be broken in 
upon, or be done away with, as well as not, 
forgetting, or not realizing, that sleep and 
proper food are absolutely necessary for 
our life. If sleep comes not. we die; if we 
eat not, we die; therefore it is essential to 
health and comfort that both be furnished 
in sufficient quantities and at regular inter­ 
vals. The writer has known an excellent 
u: ther who brought up her family wise 
and well in every other way, except in re­ 
gard to these two points. To tlie earlv 
breakfast at 6 o’clock, both summer and 
winter, the children must come, or go 
without; aud the very fact that always go­ 
ing to bed early, and then were inclined to 
sleep longer in the morning, shows it was 
needed, and they should have been allowed 
to awaken of themselves. Then, too, the 
older children, coming home hangry from 
school and finding the dinner distasteful 
(salt fish, perhaps)—dinner that must be 
eaten or have nothing. “ It was good, 
wholesome food, good enough for any­ 
body,” therefore the logic was “ You must 
eat it.” and so the child, nibbling the dis­ 
tasteful food and finishing on the lighter 
dessert, leaves the tabic unsatisfied and 
really unfed, for, when the sharpened ap­ 
petite is met by agreeable food, the pleas­ 
ure of eating causes the saliva to flow 
readily and mixing with tlie food is made 
ready for the stomach's work . f digestion. 
Much of the discomforts and ills of later 
years come from the utter ignorance or dis­ 
regard of these truths: and children should 
be taught, not by strict rules in regard to 
it, but by pleasing conversation in the fam­ 
ily, that sleep and eating are God-given 
blessings, not to be abused.—[Good House­ 
keeping. 
A G rand M onum ent. 
No one laughs now at the Washington 
monument. The day of its being a subject 
for ridicule is over forever. It is the won­ 
der of Washington, and its beauty the ad­ 
miration of both Americans and foreigners, 
it rises front tlie banks of the Potomac a 
great, white marble shaft, piercing the 
clouds and backed against the blue of the 
sky. It is the grandest obelisk the world 
has ever seen, and in the icons of the fu­ 
ture, should the nations of to-day pass 
away, leaving no more records of their 
progress than the mighty ones of the Egyp­ 
tian past, it will surpass the pyramids in 
the wonder of its construction. It is higher 
than the third pyramid. It is taller than 
St. Paul's Cathedral. To-day the cathe­ 
dral of Cologne—512 feel high—is tlie tall­ 
est work in the world; next conies the 
great pyramid, 483 feet high; then the 
Strasburg Cathedral, 473 feet; then the sec­ 
ond pyramid, 453; then St. Peter's. 480; 
St. Stephen's at Vienna, 443; and St. Paul’s 
at London, 384. The monument is 555 
high, forty-three feet higher than the Ca­ 
thedral at Cologne. It will be far different, 
however, from the needle-like shafts of the 
great European cathedral, each of its sides 
at the top being thirty-five feet in width, 
and the whole massive tower seems a solid 
growth of natural rock, rising from the 
c; rth and reaching to the sky. The width 
at the base of each of its four sides is fifty- 
live feet, the monument gradually tapering 
for over five hundred feet, until it becomes 
a pyramid, each side of which is thirty-five 
feet.—[California Architect and Building 
News. 


A School w here Boys Like to Go. 
On the sound theory that recreation is 
found rather in change of employment 
than in cessation from work, the Technical 
Institute of Worcester, in Massachusetts, 
is now kept open during the vacation time 
of the ordinary students in order to give 
boys who are out of school in summer a 
chance to both anmse and instruct them­ 
selves among the idle tools. Fifty or sixty 
boys attend there for a month what is 
called tlie Boys’ Vacation School in Me­ 
chanic Arts, ctid are taught carpentry and 
joinery. Of course, that is work a great 
many boys like, and they go to it, not as to 
a task, but as a pleasure, and after two sea­ 
sons at the school they come out quite ex­ 
pert with the tools;'and yet the whole 
knowledge has been acquired iu such 
a way that the work seems to them to

throughout.

have gratified the common boyish 
desire to make something, and see the 
proof of their progress in practical accom­ 
plishment.

T lie H e ll G ate E x p lo sio n . 
N ew Y ork, October 9th.—The residents 
of H arlem and the annexed district adjoin­ 
ing East river, near H ell Gate, particularly 
tlie dw ellers in Hats and flim sify-built ten ­ 
em ents, are disturbed by the prospect of 
280.000 pounds of dynam ite am i other ex­ 
plosives being exploded in the rock bed of 
the river, near their houses to-morrow . 
T he last sim ilar explosion of less than 
70.000 pounds jarred the rock foundation of 
m any houses, and G eneral N ew ton him self 
advises th e people to get out of any big 
room s in w hich there is a plaster ceiling. 
H e says window panes are less apt to lie 
broken if the sash is raised, an d w here big 
m irrors are fastened into the wall it will be 
a good idea to take them dow n. T here is 
no danger to property from Hying rocks or 
anything o f th at sort. 
H e him self would 
stand w ithin GOO feet of th e explosion if it 
were not for the gas th at will be devel­ 
oped. Troops have been ordered from Gov­ 
ernor's Island to perform guard duty along 
the shore, preventing the nearer approach 
of vessels or individuals th an 1,000 'yards. 
T hree hundred police will keep back sight­ 
seers w ithin the city lim its. 
I SECOND DISPATCn .1 
N ew Y o r k, October 9th.—The great ex­ 
plosion of nearly 300,000 pounds o f dyna­ 
m ite, w hich is expected to shiver Flood 
Hock and clear the H ell G ate channel, is 
set for to-m orrow m orning at 11 o’clock. 
T he w ork of clearing aw ay the m achinery, 
buildings and other valuable property was 
com pleted to-night, and all th at rem ains 
are tlie elevator tim bers over the m ain 
shaft and little tool shanty, which, having 
been cleared out an d ritted w ith’ shelves, 
holds tlie cells o f the great battery which 
will cause the explosion. T hirty-six wires, 
ru n n in g to the detonators in the m ine, are 
hanging on a brace, w aiting th e tim e w hen 
L ieutenant D erby will connect them w ith 
the battery, w hich will be tlie last work 
done on the rock. 
Since early m orning 
two sight-inch siphons have been running 
w ater tnto the m ine, and it is expected th at 
the whole will be flooded by 0 a. m. to­ 
m orrow. 
It lias been decided to locate the 
land battery and instrum ents on tlie old 
Astoria steam boat dock, about 1.200 feet 
from th e rock, and wires to com plete the 
circuit w ill be run across th ech n an el. T o­ 
m orrow cordons of police w ill keep the 
crowds at a respectful and safe distance, 
an d ow ners of buildings in the im m ediate 
neighborhood have been notified to stand 
from under. 
Steam launches from Govern­ 
m ent vessels will patrol 
the river, and 
prevent vessels from passing.

L o u is, October 9th.—The situation 
regarding the strike o f street-car m en pre­ 
sents no m arked changes from th at o f yes­ 
terday ; b ut there is a feeling o f greater 
uncertainty an d the expectation of further 
violence. 
A ll o f the lines are running a 
few cars, an d several o f them are doing 
nearly fnll service. 


L ater.—T he quiet o f th e m orning w as 
not long continued, for about noon the 
strikers began to assem ble in knots in 
various parts o f th e city and things pre­ 
sented an om inous appearance. 
T he first 
riot occurred on th e Cnauteau-aventke road, 
and several cars were dum ped in to the 
gutter and the drivers and conductors » ere 
roughly handled. 
T he ¿ ex t riot was w here a big crowd o f' 


strikers attacked several cars of the Union 
Depot line on Tw elfth-street bridge, w ithin 
a sqliaré of F o u r C ouits and the police 
headquarters. 
Tlie drivers and conductors 
were badly beaten. 
One conductor was 
rendered insensible. 
T he rioters were in 
such a h u rry to tip over the ears that tlie 
passengers were not allow ed tim e to get 
out, and two ladies were badly bruised on 
the Tw elfth-street bridge, w hile leaping 
from a car w hich the strikers had already 
tilted in th e air. 
M ayor F rancis and C hief 
of Police H arrigan w ith a squad of police 
arrived at th e bridge soon afterw ard and 
m ade som e arrests, th e rioters dispersing ‘ 
suddenly. 
A bout 2 p.' m. a riot broke out on Cass , 
avenue, the crow d extending front N inth 
to Fourteenth streets. 
A t least a dozen 
cars of the Cass avenue line were laid in 
the gutters betw een th e streets nam ed by 
the m ob. 
All th e conductors and driver's 
were thum ped very roughly, and the team s 
were turned loose on the streets. 
S hortly af(pr th is another riot occurred 
on th e tracks o f the U nion line on O’Fall- 
on street, near T enth, one block south of 
the location of Cass avenue. 
In the row 
here the cars w ere tossed about, anil the 
wildest excitem ent prevailed. 
T here were 
two m obs in close proxim ity, and tlie 
crowds soon united, when som e 2,000 or 
3,000 people filled the streets and prevented 
traffic. 
In a few m inutes another m ob began to 
overturn th e cars of the Lindel 1 Railway,, 
on E ighth street and W ashington avenue, 
and here, too, im m ense crowds gathered. 
Up to 2:30 p. m. nobody was reported veiw 
badly injured, hut serious trouble m ay oc­ 
cur at any tim e. 


ONE OF TH E RIOTERS K ILLED. 
St . L o u is, October 9th.—T he first really 
serious event, and one involving loss of 
life, occurred about 3 o'clock th is after­ 
noon on Stoddard avenue. 
One of th e ears 
of the U nion Depot line was com ing up 
th e avenue in charge o f policem en H annon 
and Griffiths, and w hen near H ickory 
street it was surrounded by some fifty m en, 
who began to cut the horses an d m ake 
other dem onstrations. T he officers twice 
ordered the m en to desist, bu t they paid no 
attention to th e com m and, and assaulted 
the officers w ith sticks and rocks. H annon 
was struck w ith a rock and Griffiths was 
knocked dow n by a m an nam ed John H a­ 
ney. 
W hile th e latter was beating Grif­ 
fiths, H annon drew liis pistol and shot him 
in the bead, killing him . 
A very b itter feeling exists am ong the 
strikers, on account of th e killing of H aney, 
and the act is denounced as a deliberate 
m urder.

W h a t is a n In s e c t? 
T he authors are divided as to w hat con­ 
stitutes an insect, but, w ith.few exceptions, 
it is now agreed that an insect is a living 
creature, having six legs, generally h a tin g 
wings, three distinct parts of th e body— 
tlie head, the thorax an d tlie abdom en— 
breathing through apertures along the sides 
of the body and having four different 
stages of existence—th e larvie, the pupa 
and th e imago, or perfect in sect. G enerally 
insects in one stage of th eir existence live 
on very different iood from th at w hich sup­ 
ports them in another, and this fact show s 
a very w onderful instinct or intelligence in 
the parent insect in know ing w here the 
eggs arc to be deposited. 
A 
m istake is 
never m ade. T he eggs som etim es hatch in 
a few hours, som etim es in a few days or 
weeks, and 
occasionally not for years, 
but they are alw ays deposited 
under 
conditions favorable to their developm ent, 
no m atter w hen (bis m ay be. 
It is also to 
be observed th at the eggs of.insects w hich 
are not to batch till the n ext spring are 
never fastened to the leaves or other perish­ 
able parts of trees, b u t to tlie bark, and 
usually secured by a sort of glue tiiat will 
com m only resist rain and m oisture. 
The 
larva is so called from a L atin word m ean­ 
ing m ask, lienee in this state the insect is 
so unlike its perfect form th at it m ay be 
said to be m asked. 
T he larva* of the in ­ 
sects are seldom distinguished from other 
worms, but after passing a certain tim e in 
this stage the grub spins a cocoon for itself 
of silk and enters its third condition, the 
pupa, from a Latin word m eaning an in ­ 
fant 
rolled 
in 
bandages 
after 
tlie 
m anner ot tlie Romans, or also called 
chrysalis from tlie Greek word for gold, 
as som e o f them have gold-like ntarK- 
ings. 
Insects 
are 
classed 
in 
seven 
orders. 
T he first is the hyraenoptera, com ­ 
prising the wasps, ants an d others which 
m anifest a high order of intelligence. Tlie 
coleóptera com prise those insects w hich 
have a shield on th eir wings, and also 
m any of the m ost injurious insects know n, 
such as borers. 
T he lepidoptera num ber 
all th e butterflies and m oths in their list, 
w hile th e bem iptera. or h alf winged, inclnde 
such as the chinch-bug. the bedbug and a 
num bers o f others equally as objectionable. 
T he díptera have b u t two wings, such as 
th e house-fly ; th e orthoptera have straight 
wings, as locusts, crickets, and the neurop- 
tera, or nerve-w inged, are those whose 
w ings are so interw oven w ith strong fibers 
as to present the appearance of bony in ter­ 
lacing.—[St. Louis Globe-Democrat.' 


w h t ^ industrial education has over th e 
ordinary instruction. 
It is in direct line 
w ith tlie tastes of great num bers ot boys, 
and it excites and keeps their interest be­ 
cause they are all the tim e putting to 
practical use w hat they learn, and are 
learning by actually doing and constructing 
som ething. They are continually applying 
the rule, so that they see and understand 
th e proof, and their hands are w orking 
along w ith th eir intellects. 
Besides, they 
are learning what they want, to learn, and 
doing what they like to do, am i w liat they 
are fitted to do, and sueli work Í3 not w ear­ 
isome. 
Net here in New Y ork, at an ex­ 
pense of about $1,000,090 a year we are sub­ 
jecting children to a uniform system ot 
instruction w hich is repulsive to them 
to a great extent, and whose advantages 
they cannot understand, so tar as it has 
practical advantages for them . 
T he neces­ 
sary rudim entary teaching over, it proceeds 
to give w hat not m ore than one in ten of 
them needs to learn, or can learn w ith an y 
degree ot thoroughness; and after they 
have gone through the whole of the long 
course the pupils leave school fitted for no 
special work atnl with no special talent or 
aptitude trained and developed. 
H ow to 
earn th eir living is w hat they w ant to 
know m ost, and yet they get no helD in 
school to that end, and m ust m ake th eir 
w ay as best they can w ithout suitable pre­ 
lim inary education. 
T he delight the boys 
take in tbis W orcester vacation school 
should teach a lesson to teachers and pro­ 
fessors.—[New Y ork Sun.

T he udage of “ Early to bed and early to 
rise m akes a m an healthy, w ealthy and 
wise.” is a good one if carried out, th at is, 
if the early to bed, induces early rising, of 
itself; but the w aking of children to have 
an early breakfast with the fam ily is an 
old-tim e notion that, like m any others 
lieid to extrem e strictness in youth, is ap t 
, to lie departed from in later years. 
Sensi- 
I ble people som etim es talk ’ of sleep as 
though it were an accident o f life that m-Urt----- 
takes us—som ething we m ust at tim es suc­ 
cum b u>, but as of no im portance to our 
well b e in g ; its hours can be broken in 
upon, or be done aw av w ith, as well as not, 
forgetting, or n ot realizing, th at sleep an d 
¡'roper food are absolutely necessary for 
our life. 
If sleep comes not, we d ie ; if we 
eat not, we die ; therefore it is essential to 
health and com fort th at both lie furnished 
in sufficient quantities and at regular inter­ 
vals. 
T he w riter has know n an excellent 
m other who brought up her fam ily wise 
anti well in every other way, except in re­ 
gard to these tw o points. 
To the earlv 
breakfast at 0 o’clock, both sum m er and 
w inter, th e children m ust come, or go 
w ith o u t; and the very fact th at alw ays go­ 
ing to bed early, and then were inclined to 
sleep longer in the m orning, show s it was 
needed, and they should have been allowed 
to aw aken of them selves. Then, too, the 
older children, com ing hom e hungry from 
school and finding the dinner distasteful 
(salt fish, perhaps)—dinner th at m ust be 
eaten or have nothing. 
“ It was good, 
wholesom e food, good enough for any­ 
body,” therefore tlie logic was “ You m ust 
eat it.” and so the child, nibbling th e dis­ 
tasteful food and finishing ou the lighter 
dessert, leaves the table ’ unsatisfied and 
really unfed, for, w hen the sharpened ap­ 
petite is m et by agreeable food, th e pleas­ 
ure of eating causes the saliva to fiow 
readily and m ixing w ith the food is m ade 
ready for tbe stom ach's w ork ■ f digestion. 
M uch of the discomforts and ills of later 
years come from the utter ignorance or dis­ 
regard o f tlie.se tru th s; and children should 
be taught, not by strict rules in regard to 
it. but by pleasing conversation in the fam ­ 
ily, that sleep and eating are God-given 
blessings, not to be abused.—[Good H ouse­ 
keeping. 


A G ran d M o n u m en t. 
No one laughs now a t th e W ashington 
m onum ent. 
T he day o f its being a subject 
for ridicule is over forever. 
It is the won­ 
der of W ashington, and its beauty the ad­ 
m iration oí both A m ericans and foreigners. 
It rises from th e banks of the Potom ac a 
great, w hite m arble shaft, piercing the 
clouds and hacked against the blue of the 
sky. 
It is the grandest obelisk the w orld 
has ever seen, and in the icons of the fu­ 
ture, should the nations of to-day pass 
away, leaving no m ore records ot their 
progress th an th e m ighty ones of the Egyp­ 
tian past, it w ill surpass th e pyram ids in 
tlie w onder of its construction, it is higher 
th an the third pyram id. 
It is taller than 
St. P aul's Cathedral. 
To-day the cathe­ 
dral of Cologne—512 feet high—is the tall­ 
est w ork in the w o rld ; n ext comes tlie 
great pyram id. 483 feet h ig h ; then the 
Strashurg Cathedral, 473 feet; then the sec­ 
ond pyram id, 453; then St. Peter’s. 4.;0; 
St. Stephen's at V ienna, 443; and St. P aul’s 
at London, 384. 
T he m onum ent is 555 
high, forty-three feet higher than the Ca­ 
thedral at Cologne. 
It w ill be far different, 
however, from th e needle-like shafts of the 
great E uropean cathedral, each of its sides 
at tlie top being thirty-five feet in w idth, 
and the w hole m assive tower seems a solid 
grow th o f natural rock, rising from the 
eartli and reaching to the sky. 
T he w idth 
at the base of each of its four sides is fifty- 
five feet, the m onum ent gradually tapering 
for over five hundred feet, until it becomes 
a pyram id, each side of w hich is thirty-five 
feet.—[California A rchitect and B uilding 
News.

T he nam e of Johan 
Svenasen is now known, along w ith th a t of 
Grieg, throughout the m usical world, but 
K ieru lfs exquisite songs deserve a wider 
popularity than they have attained outside 
of Norway, and Nordraak, a com poser w ho 
unfortunately died 
very young, 
claim s 
m ention by reason of his m asterly setting 
of B jom son’s finest lyrics. T he great nam e 
in the record of Norwegian m usic, how ­ 
ever, is that of Ole Bull, w ho died in 1880. 
H e was in liis way a tone poet of the m ost 
original, but rem ained to tlie end sim ply 
an upland " spillenucud" raised to tlie 
highest power. 
Both as composer and vir­ 
tuoso, he was a Norwegian of the N orw e­ 
gians, and his nam e is ju stly held in rever­ 
ence by the country w hich his a rt m ay he 
said to have interpreted to the whole world.

THE COLTON CASE.

Following is the full decision of Judge Jack­ 
son Temple, ol' the Superior Court of Sonoma 
county, in the celebrated case of Mrs. Ellen 
M. Colton against Lclund Stanford, Charles 
Crocker aud others, a history of which has 
already appeared in the Recoro-Cnion : 
In the Superior C'ocrt of the County of So­ 
noma, Stateof California, Ellen M. Colton, plain­ 
tiff. vs. 1-eland Stanford et ul., defendants. 
The action is_ brought to rescind a contract 
made by the plaintiff as executrix and general 
legatee of I>avid Colton, with the individual 
defendants, August 27. I'm!). 
This was a settlement made by such defend­ 
ants acting for various corporations in w hich 
Colton had been a stockholder, aud had held 
various odiclal positions with the estate o f Col­ 
ton. It was also an agreement by which such 
defendants acquired from the plaintiff certain 
stocks aud bonds. 
It is here charged that this contract was ob­ 
tained by fraud, both actual and constructive, 
through misrepresentations, concealment, un­ 
due inliueuce and under mistake both ot law 
and fact. 
The pleadings are voluminous, and present 
many issues of fact. It has been necessary to 
investigate in great detail the affairs of numer­ 
ous corporations having larger properties widely 
scattered; and ill general all the important 
transactions of the defendan ts and their asso­ 
ciates for many years. 
Whenever an issue of fraud is on trial wide 
latitude is necessarily allowed, for such charges 
are largely proven by inference. 
The door for 
the admission of testimony was still more wide­ 
ly ojiened here, for the plaintiff was allowed to 
show the relations which had existed between 
her husband and the Individual defendants by 
evidence of the maimer in which they trans­ 
acted their business,and how they had built up 
aud managed their many railroads and other 
projierties. 
. 
In the difficult task of :Uing this immense 
mass ol evidence and arriving at correct con­ 
clusions from it. my sense of responsibility is 
greatly lessened by the conviction that in this 
particular ease it is easy for either party to have 
every issue of fact and law fully considered by a 
higher tribunal with every advantage possessed 
by the trial Court. For, vast as is the volume of 
testimony, and numerous and complicated as 
the issues are, and widely as counsel differ as 
to the effect of the testimony, there is no sub- 
-Stta Mal conflict in it. 


REVIEW OF TH E COMPLAINT. 
The first question naturally is, what issues are 
presented by the pleadings? The complaint 
commences with the averment that long prior 
to October. 1871, the individual defendants and 
.Mark Hopkins had been a-soeiated and were 
carrying on business together as copartners, as 
common carriers, in constructing, leasing, equip- 
T>ing and operating railroads and steam vessels; 
owniug and ojierating coal mines and furnish­ 
ing railroads and steam vessels with supplies, 
and in various other enterprises. That the bus­ 
iness was earned 011 by means ol various eor]>o- 
rutlons. organized by them as deemed requisite 
from time to time, or of which they obtained 
control, and in each and all of which they 
owned and held cither the entire or a large ma­ 
jority of the stock, and were the Directors or had 
these positions filled by their servants, selected 
by them for that purpose. That in consequence 
of the use of the eorjsjrale agencies and their 
manner of doing business, they had no firm 
name or partnership capital stock designated as 
such, but the different branches of their busi­ 
ness were carried on ill the names of the re­ 
spective corporations used by them, and the 
individual interests o f the corporation were 
measured by tiie amount of stock held by each 
of them in the respective corporations, and the 
profits paid and divided to each partner were 
paid as dividends on Hie shares of stock held by 
each, and by way of salaries paid them as offi­ 
cers of the corporations. 
That 011 the nth day of October. 1874, owing to 
the increase of their business, they desired an­ 
other partner, and so agreed with Colton that he 
should be a member of the partnership and be 
associated with them as they lvad before been 
associated with each other: and to effectuate 
and carry into operation that agreement they 
executed an agreement in writing i!x. A), and 
tlolton gave his note as provided in the agree­ 
ment. 
From that time the parties became partners, 
carrying on business together through the same 
and similai agencies as previous by others; and 
during that time Colton put in large sums of 
money, and devoted the entire of his time, skill 
und ability thereto. 
Hopkins died on March 29,1S7K, and the sur­ 
vivors carried on business after his death as be­ 
fore. 
That while they so carried on business to­ 
gether they assumed and sustained relations of 
peculiar and intimate personal trust and confi­ 
dence, each toward the oilier, and to the busi­ 
ness, and had confidential informat ion, and con­ 
trol eaeli over the affairs, business and property 
o f the others connected with such business: and 
a warm persona! friendship existed between 
them. 
The complaint then proceeds to complete the 
charge of fraud, duress and undue iullueucc 
against the defendants, but there are no other 
facts alleged from which it could be claimed 
that the relation of the parties was fiduciary. 
This is important, for the chief complaint is that 
defendants owed to plaintiff certain duties as 
trustees, which in the negotiations and com­ 
promise they violated or failed to perform; and 
that they took advantage of the relation to ex­ 
tort unfair terms from her. 


TH E PARTNERSHIP RELATION. 
It is claimed by the defendants' counsel that 
the only relation alleged is that of partnership, 
uml that we cannot consider under these alle­ 
gations any other relations of trust, although 
the evidence properly 
admitted 
on other 
grounds would be sufficient to establish such re­ 
lation. 
It is further contended that the partnership 
relation not being proved in this ease, and no 
other fiduciary relation averred, the impeached 
transaction must be regarded as one between 
strangers. 
1 do not so understand the rules of pleading. 
The plaintiff is required to state the facts which 
constitute liis cause ol action. If the facts thus 
stated entitled him to the relief demanded he 
will. Upon due proof, recover, although he mal­ 
haye in some respects misapprehended the 
legal effect of such tacts. 
And it seems of little 
consequence if. having stated facts which show 
a fiduciary relation, he lias misnamed Unit re­ 
lation. 
The plaintiff here has set out generally the 
business carried on and the mode of conducting 
it, the preceding contract to give their services 
and the mode of dividing the profits. Evident­ 
ly from these facts the Court will Infer the rela­ 
tion of the parties. And these material matters 
being stated, it is difficult to see how defendants 
could have been misled 
It is also averred in the complaint that it hav­ 
ing been agreed that Colton should become ir 
partner, to effectuate and carry out that agree­ 
ment Ex. A was executed, and Colton tgave his 
note, etc. It is now contended that we must 
look to this contract, Ex, A., alone to determine 
the relations which existed between the parties 
to it. Turning to that contract we find tnat by 
it the individual defendants and Mark Hopkins 
sold to Colton certain stock, and that Colton 
agreed to give his services in the business and 
management of the business interests of such 
corporations as all should he interested in, and 
assume certain liabilities. 
It seems very singular, to begin with, for A to 
contract with B that h e will serve C, and at a 
fixed compensation, without reference to the 
wishes of c. When we look clearly at this 
agreement, or rather. when we seat ourselves in 
their seats and take the contract by its four cor­ 
ners, and read it. we find that the parties did 
not intend to become the mere'employes of cer­ 
tain corporations. It was really intended as an 
agreement to stand in together aud control such 
corporations in the i«crsonal interest of the par­ 
ties to the agreement. 
The contract does not specify the services, and 
evidently they were to serve each other, and in 
such manner and in pursuance of such policy 
as they should agree upon from time to time 
among themselves. The entire understanding 
was not reduced to writing, and we do not ullow 
plaintiff to add to or vary the terms of the writ­ 
ing when we admit proof ol' their actual rela­ 
tions. 
THE CHARGES OF FRAUD. 
The same method of reasoning which shows 
the fallacy of plaintiff's claim, that the only 
trust relation averred is a partnership, will dis­ 
pose of the claim that 110 fraud is alleged except 
actual fraud, and. therefore, she can base no 
claim for relief upon proof of constructive 
fraud. Here, too, the essential matters are the 
facts, and if she has alleged more than she lias 
proven, she still must have her decree if the 
facts which are averred and proven eutitle her 
to it. 
If these amount to constructive fraud tlieir 
force is not impaired because of the added cir­ 
cumstances o f an actual interest which has no' 
been proven. There is much more force, how­ 
ever, in my opiuion. in the claim of defendants 
that many of the charges of fraud upon which 
plaintiff now seeks to recover are founded upon 
facts not only not averred or allowed in the 
pleadings, but.some of them upon facts concern­ 
ing which no such claim was indicated during 
this lengthy trial: that really the defendants 
have not been heard upon some of the issues of 
fact upon which it is now sought to base a de­ 
cree against them ; have had no opportunity to 
explain them ; to show that plaintiff knew’ all 
about them, or that they have no weight in in­ 
ducing the contract. 
No rule is better established in this State than 


out in the answer, it may be adopted it it will 
he sufficient in law to warrant the plaintiff’s 
claim for redress. So where the allegations suf­ 
ficiently indicate the transactions and the acts 
which are said to constitute fraud, but these are 
inaccurately sot out ill some of their details. 
Here, notwithstanding the inaccuracies, the de­ 
fendant lias been made aware as to what issues 
he must come prepared with proofs. 
So, too, in other eases, however widely the 
facts may differ in detail, ir their general effect 
is tiie saíne and the Court is able to see beyond 
all question that the deVndant has not been 
misied to his injury, plaintiff' may recover. 
Generally, in this class of cases, the pleadings 
should he 
amended before the evidence is 
closed, hut in no cuse will the Court ever find a 
decree upon the finding of a fact which it can­ 
not see was understood by all parties to be a 
fact in issue or was admitted. 
Certainly it 
would be most unjust to iermit a plaintiff, affer 
the testimony nas been closed, without a hint of 
such a claim to work out from the evidence en- 
tirelv different therein from those stated in the 
complaint as the ground of liability on the part 
of the defendants. 
Especially would that 
course be in a ease of this character, where the 
mass of testimony is so/great and was admitted 
upon so many issues which were made in the 
pleadings. 
Plaintiff's counsel claimed that evidence of 
other facts is admissible if they tend to establish 
the plaintiff s right to recover in its general 
scope aud meaning. Of course, it" other facts 
tend to prove the allegations they are admissi­ 
ble. 
< ithenvl.se I do not understand tlieeontention, 
unless it he meant that evidence will he re­ 
ceived if it tends to prove any fraud in the im­ 
peached transaction. This would entirely do 
away with the rule, now well established, that 
the plaintiff must state the specific facts upon 
which it relies; mast point out the acts which 
lie claims are fraudulent, the duty which has 
been violated and the particular breach of it. 
Nay, he may in hiscoinplaint state facts which 
he knows cannot be proven, and on the trial 
may rely upon a totally difierent case. 
The fact that as a rule of evidence the burden 
of proving fair dealing is on the defendant does 
not affect the rule of pleading. 
It rather increases tne necessity of having the 
breach of duty upon which the plaintiff relies 
specifically pointed out. Perhaps the ingenuity 
of counsel may now discover in this record many 
facts which it was material for plaintiff' to 
know, aud which it is not proven she did know. 
It would be hard measure for a defendant to he 
required, on the argument, for the first time to 
show tiiat he disclosed facts concerning which 
at the trial there was no alleged dereliction and 
no hint of materiality or ignorance. 
There never was a case—there could hardly 
ariso one—where the rule would work more 
harshly thau in this very case. 


THE W . D. GO. DIVIDEND. 
Take, lor instance, the matter of the dividend 
of the Western Development Company. 
’ 
The Complaint charges dcfcudaut w ith falsely 
representing this corporation as insolvent: that 
a certain stock and bond dividend had been im­ 
properly declared, and would be revoked to en­ 
able the company to pay its debts. 
That defendants would return their dividends, 
and plaintiff would be required to do so. 
The answer avers that the dividend was im­ 
properly declared, there being no s u r p lu s on 
hand to divide. That, finding it had been done 
by Colton, defendants insisted that the resolu­ 
tion should he revoked, but finally consented 
that it might stand, under promise of each to 
the others that in case any or all of the bonds 
should be rcqnired by the company they would 
return them. 1 have been unable to find, after 
considerable search in this immense record, 
that anything was said bv counsel or witness 
which would indicate that plaintiff claimed 
that this agreement would show the existence 
of fiduciary relations, much less that any 
claim to relief was based upon a failure to 
communicate the fact of this agreement to 
plaintiff. 
1 am convinced that during this 
long, wearisome trial 110 word was uttered bv 
way of complaint that Wilson or plaintiff were 
ignorant of it. 
Plaintiff when oil the stand, 
was asked a great many questions, which, 
with the answers, rill many printed pages, 
whether she knew this tiling or the oilier before 
slic_ signed the contract. 
Naturally, counsel would expect to find here 
what she claimed to he fraudulent conceal­ 
ments, especially if there were any such mat­ 
ters not in her complaint. 1 do not find this 
matter there alluded to. 
It seems plain that, until the evidence was 
closed, defendant's attorneys did not suspect, 
and had h o reason to susjieci, that any import­ 
ance was attached 
to the question as to 
whether this fact had been disclosed. 
on the argument, however, plaiutiff's coun­ 
sel insist and urge with great force that the 
failure to commuuioate this tact was such a 
breach of duty us of itself should compel the 
Court to decree for plaintiff 
The case is all the worse from the fact that 
no one could read the evidence understanding 
that there was no issue upon this point and not 
he satisfied that both Wilson and the plaintiff 
knew all about it. While, if read with the idea 
that the matter w as in issue, the proof might la; 
insufficient to establish the fact. 
Certainly, 
on this issue the defendants have had no day 
in Court. 


LATITUDE IN ADMITTING EVIDENCE. 
But it is said that the fact is averred in the 
answer. 
But the answer contains no state­ 
ment as to whetherplaintiff settled iu ignorance 
of the fact, nor is there anything there to sug­ 
gest an issue upon that question. 
Tlic matter of the unpaid subscriptions, so 
far us concealment is concerned, is in the same 
condition, hut I think that evidence admissible 
on another ground, of which I w ill presently 
speak. 
' 
As already suggested, there never was, to my 
knowledge, a case in which justice required tiie 
rules of pleading to he more strictly enforced 
In few cases, if in any, have there been so many 
issues of fact, or lias there lieen so much testi­ 
mony. The door was opened very wide fcr the 
admission of evidence. 
'

First. That the million-dollar note was en­ 
titled to a credit of 5250,000, aud ihat all interest 
on the same hud been paid. 
Second. That 
the 
Western 
Development 
Company lias divided twenty-one millions or 
thereabouts in dividends, and had on liaud at 
the time of Colton’s death property worth 
twenty millions, subject to an indebtedness of 
S1E31G.497 22. 
Third. That immediately affer the death of 
Colton the Pacific Improvement Company was 
formed by the defendants for the express pur­ 
pose of superseding the Western Dcvelonmtnt 
Company, and which, since the assignment to it 
of the contracts, etc., of that cnnipaiiv, has 
earned twenty millions of dollarsor thereabouts 
from the business diverted from the Western 
Development Company by the defendants. 
By 
these acts the defendants sought to deprive the 
partnership of sueli earniugs and to depreciate 
the assets of the corporation, and so to em­ 
barrass the plaintiff and defraud her. 
Fourth. That the Western Development Com­ 
pany was never insolvent, but had alwavs been 
pros¡>erous. 
Fifth. That her stocks and bonds were of 
greater value than defeudams had represented, 
and that defendants had always kuowu their 
representations to he false. 
They hud been ap­ 
praised much higher in the Hopkins estate, in 
which appraisal the defendants had been con­ 
sulted. 
th is inventory hud been retained by 
the defendants, and she was not allowed to con­ 
sult it. 


ALL BUSINESS 
ASSOCIATIONS 
TO 
SOME EXTENT 
FIDUCIARY. 
Sixth. That Colton did not hold the 408 shares 
of it. M. C. iV I. Co.’s stock in trust for the de­ 
fendants aud Mark Hopkins, hut that stock 
belonged wholly to Colton and was worth 540,- 
¡S00. 
Seventh. That Colton was not indebted at 
all to the I!. M. C. & 1. Co. or to the W. D. Co., 
as defendants had charged, and had not appro­ 
priated any money from either corporation, aud 
such were created after Colton’s death to coerce 
her into executing the contract. 
Eighth. The exhibits ot the conditiou of the 
Western Development Company were false and 
untrue, and the property undervalued bv the 
direction of the defendanis to deceive the plain­ 
tiff as to the true condition of her husband’s 
affairs. 
These 
alleged 
misrepresentations, 
threats and discoveries contain all the charges 
against the defendants, and upon such of these 
as appear to he established she must recover, if 
at all. 
Appeuded to the complaint are Ex. 1) and E. 
I) contains a list of the misappropriations or in­ 
debtedness charged against Colton ill favor of 
the Rockv Mountain uoul and iron Company 
and the Western Development Company. E is 
a list of the assets of the Western Development 
Company, with the values appended to each 
item. 
l.imiting our inquiries to the issues made iu 
the pleadings, or at least to such as both under­ 
stood, or ought to have understood, to be at 
issue, the inquiry which naturally suggests it­ 
self first i s : What relation did tiie parties 10 
the assailed contract bear to each other at the 
time it was executed ? Were the individual de­ 
fendants the trustees of the plaintiff and were 
they charged with certain duties to her in those 
transactions which prevented their dealing as 
strangers, and the non-performance of which 
would render the contract void at her option ’? 
It seems to me quite obvious, to begin with, that 
the relations between Colton and his associates 
in regard to the various enterprises inaugurated 
and carried on by them in pursuance, neces­ 
sarily, of agreed plans, and for definite purposes, 
were to some extent fiduciary. 
A business association can hardly he imag­ 
ined, the pur]ose mid character ol which and 
Hie modes of carrying on which, implied und 
necessitated a greater degree of actual confi­ 
dence than that which evidently existed be­ 
tween Colton Bin! the individual defendants. 
Certainly Ex. A does not state fully the purpose 
of the contract then made, nor the character of 
the services the parties to it were expected to 
render. They agreed with each other that they 
would all serve certain corporations, but they 
did much more, and much more must have 
been definitely understood by the parties w hen 
they executed that cont%ot. Why should they 
contract with each other that all should serve 
certain corporations? How could thev become 
employers unless the corporations would em­ 
ploy them, or how could these individuals con­ 
tract for the corporations as to the salaries to he 
paid? Evidently they had agreed to co-operate 
with each other in acquiring Hie control of the 
corporations, and they agreed to co-operate 
alierwards in tlieir management. This implied 
accord, consultation, agreement in an object to 
he accomplished, working with aud for cdeh 
other. There was, to some extent, mutual em­ 
ployment, mutual agency. Perhaps there was 
no definite plan agreed upon iu all its details- 
hut there was evidently a system of roads for 
the Pacific coast and such transcontinental lines 
as they might be able to control. In detail thev 
must have been Indefinite, subject to frequent 
.Change aud adjustment as all should agree 


business, hut that toon after he paid near fiftv 
thousand dollars to 8. II. IK & c. for an interest 
in the Western Development C o a ;¡¡unv 
That 
five thousand five hundred aud fifty-tire and 
five-ninths shares of the ten thousand shares 
practically then unissued were issued to him 
aud the remainder to S. 11. H. A: C. 
That Colton deposited over three hundred 
thousand dollars with the eompauv, and the 
contract, Exhibit A, was executed and dated 
hr.ek to October, 1874. to take the place of the 
original contract, which had contained the 
power to the other parties to reseiud 
This 
transaction made Colton the owner ofoue-nlnth 
of the stock of the W. D. Co., while each of the 
other parties had two-ninths. 
It is perhaps of no great consequence in this 
case, hut one can hardly resist the impression 
that it was at first intended that Colton should 
have an equal share with the others, hut that lie 
was not aide to contribute liis proportion aud 
that the notice to rescind w as given iu conse­ 
quence of this failure, aud the liual arrange­ 
ment was the compromise made. 
At all events, the cor]ioriuinn continued to he. 
as it had been, the almost universal agent of 
the associates in the accomplishment of the 
schemes which I thiuk were contemplated 
when the parties first contracted for ilia co-op­ 
eration of each other iu the contract Ex \ 
They have built many railroads, steam ves­ 
sels. fences and bridges, repaired 
wharves, 
docks and steamboats—in fact, have doneest re­ 
tiring ill the way of construction, repairing or 
furnish ing Hint their extensive business has re­ 
quired. 
It has had surveys made where it was con­ 
structing no roads. It has, iu fact, furnished 
the designs o f the association before thev had 
found expression iu uuy corporate organization 
or any contract with the eompauv. 
The new companies were frequently, or at 
least sometimes, bouud by the employes of the 
W. D. Go., posing us corporators and then as 
Directors. 
The new company then contracting with its 
virtual creator to build aud furnish its road tor 
all its stock and a certain amount of bonds per 
mile, the working capital was furnished by de­ 
posits made by the corporators as before men­ 
tioned. These constituted the working capital, 
but always appeared on the Itooks of the com­ 
pany as indebtedness due the depositors. 


ITS INDEBTEDNESS AND WORKING CAPITAL. 
Thus, when Ex. E was made out it showed an 
indebtedness as follow s: 
To estate o f Mark Hopkins.................54,987,692 10 


Plaintiff was allowed to show a partnership 
other fiduciary relation from the manner 
doing business, 
in this wav ueurlv nil the im 
portant transactions of the defendants, and of the 
corporations which thev controlled, became 
proper subjects of investigation. How few and 
simple, comparatively, were the issues on the 
cases cited here by plaintiff as authority for the 
Court to disregard the pleadings and to enter 
the judgment which the evidence may warrant 
upon any jiossible theory of facts which the in­ 
genuity ot counsel may devise. 
In l’laee vs. Minster, &i h. V., there was a 
variance as to the details of the conspiracy 
It 
turned out that a sale was made to oue Sher- 
loek, who was to convey to defendants, instead 
of to L. Minster, as alleged. It was not really a 
variance, even as to the conspiracy, but only as 
to the details of the plan of carrying it out ' it 
made no difference whether the person select­ 
ed to Jiose as an innocent purchaser was one or 
the other. 
It was such an inaccuracy as could not mis­ 
lead. 
The 
facts were 
few. comparatively, 
such was the ease in the other authorities 
1 he Court would easily see whether the parties 
had really tried the issues upon which the 
judgment was finally based. Here the-evidence 
was admitted as relevant to other issues 
The 
Court cannot say that defendants would have 
had no lurther proofs hud they apprehended the 
full extent of plaiutUFs claims. 
I think evidence was admissible ms to what 
are called the omitted assets of the Western 
I levelopemont Company, as the pleadings stand. 
It is charged that defendants represented that 
company to be insolvent and unable to pav its 
debts, without a return of the dividends. This 
is averred to be a misrepresentation. The evi­ 
dence was dearly relevant. This is a distinct 
issue from the charge of concealment and from 
the charge that Ex. E was presented as a per­ 
fect inventory and appraisement or all the 
assets oi that company; and that plaintiff there­ 
upon compromised, supposing that she knew 
what property she was selling. Treated as a 
concealment ora misrepresentation as to what 
the assets consisted of, it was incumbent upon 
the plaintiff to specify. But tlic question of 
solvency was a different issue, and moreover 
was, in my opinion, one of the very important 
questions of fact in The ease. The fact that this 
evidence was properly admitted for other pur­ 
poses cannot, however, enlarge the scope of the 
averments in the cftinplair.t, and the proofs 
must he considered solely in reference to the 
issues there made and tendered. 


ALLEGED MISREPRESENTATIONS. 
After stating facts calculated to show the re­ 
lation of the parties and the character of the 
business in which they were unpaged, the 
complaint proceeds to charge various ntisrep- 
resentatiotisanade to deceive and defraud the 
plaintiff 
First. Colton was indebted to the Rocky 
Mountain Goal and Iron Company in the sum 
of 5181.802 99, for money fraudulentlv appropri­ 
ated and embezzled. 
- 
Second, 
lie was indebted to the Western De­ 
velopment Company in the sum of 526.686 1 ' for 
money fraudulently appropriated. 
Third. 1 hat the Western Development Com­ 
pany was insolvent and unable to pay its debts. 
Fourth. That Colton liad caused the Western 
Development Company to ¡ruproiH-rlv declare a 
stock and bond dividend without the knowl­ 
edge of defendants, ami that it was necessary 
to recall this dividend to pav the debts of the 
corporation, and that the defendants would re 
turn theirs. 
Fifth. Thut 108 shares of the stock of the R.

GROWTH OF THE RAILROAD SYSTEM. 
At first, of course, the Central Pacific aud the 
Southern Pacific were matters of chief interest 
and. perhaps, have continued to he ; still they 
are but parts of a system of roads which they 
have contemplated and have built aud con­ 
structed. Their projects have probably grown 
with tlieir enterprises, und been frequently 
ehanged. Necessarily, they have been in con­ 
stant consultation, and as each new scheme 
was determined upon, each seemed to have liad 
his part in the work, though apparently as each 
party then decided for himself whether lie 
would go into it. There seems to have been no 
power ill the majority to commit anv one to a 
project until lie had approved it. The rule was 
as laid down in one of the letters—in u hat we do 
we should all agree. They, therefore 
must 
have had at the time Hie contract was signed 
on October 5,1874, some general idea of the en­ 
terprise they were embarking in, and each did 
embark ui the enterprise in the belief of the 
willingness of theofhersand in confidence of the 
integrity and fidelity of each. The advantage 
gained or sought was co-operation, and the 
essence of the contract and of 
the rela­ 
tion 
was 
confidence 
and 
reliance upon 
each other. Thus filling the very definition 
ot a trust, they formally agreed to give thoir 
services to certain corporations, but thev evi 
dently meant that thev would assist ‘ each 
other in controlling and managing the corpora­ 
tions in such a manner as would make the cor­ 
porations serve themselves. But they evidently 
had plans beyond the scope of any existing cor­ 
porations, aud when they agreed to serve eertain 
corporations, named and unnamed, thev also In 
tended to-create such new corporations (as iu 
the course of events) they should find necessarv 
or deem advisable to the realization of the 
larger scheme which transcended all the corpo­ 
rations. The contract really meant that ail 
should assist in these designs. As Directors or 
employes of the corporations named in Exhibit 
A, they could not organize other corporations 
Tiie Western Development Compauv owned 
all the stock in various other corporations, but 
none of these other corporations were or could 
have been organized 
through its corporate 
action or by its stockholders acting as such 
The parties, therefore, evidently intended to 
secure the co operation of all in matters entirely 
beyond the province of any corporation. Thev 
agreed in effect to consult and conjointly to 
organize new corporations and to inania rate 
new enterprises as they should all agree. It is 
not of consequence whether such an agreement 
could have been enforced. They voluntarily 
acted upon it, aud we are now concerned with 
i® consequent relations. In the management 
of the completed roads also it was evidently in­ 
tended that the services rendered the particular 
corporation should be different from those of a 
mere employe of that corporation. 
The brunch roads were to be run as such sub­ 
ordinate to the principal and it will be seen or 
may be from this evidence, that leases were 
made and rentals fixed entirely in reference to 
other matters than the value of the u<e of the 
road to either of the parties to the lease. Thus 
one short road which only cam s during the 
year the gross sum of about 510.0U0 is leased to 
the ( entral lor wijOO'i, to enable it to pay inter­ 
est on its bonded indebtedness. 
The character 
of the Western Development Compauv—the first 
corporation organized after Colton joined the 
defendants, and which was formed because of 
his accession, and took the place of the Contract 
and b matice Company—further illustrates the 
relation of these parties. 


FORMATION OF THE W. D. CO. 
It was incorporated in December, 1874, for the 
declared purpose “of earn ing on tin* on 


in various corporations. It is true they con­ 
tinued to be virtual Directors of these corpora­ 
tions, as they and Colton had previously been. 
But tbis no longer depended upon any confi­ 
dential relations with the holders of Colton’s 
stock. There was nothing to prevent Mrs. <rt- 
tou from engaging in cort»r ‘ **- business or 
bind her to their schemes iu anymri*-* - ay than 
any stockholder would be bound by the action 
of the Directors. In other words, they had no 
other power over her affairs than as Directors. 
The previous relations with Colton did not af­ 
fect the question. They and Colton had no 
vested interest in any new projects not yet be­ 
gun. 
The association was for the purpose of 
enriching themselves through the corporations. 
Whatever they hud was held as stockholders. 
The mere schemes she had no lot in. The asso­ 
ciation had no property. 
They had further 
projects, schemes and designs. 
There was no 
succession as to those. The survivors as virtual 
directors owed duties to the corporations. Th® 
value of the stock and bonds belonging to some 
of these corporations and to Mrs. Colton indi­ 
vidually depended largely upon the completion 
of some of these schemes, or at least their par­ 
tial completion. She could not be called upon to 
contribute ro any of these ; nor do I see how sne 


best developea and cultivated moral sense 
would never suggest the duties which the trus­ 
tee has assumed. They have no reference or 
correspondence to the nature or degree of confi­ 
dence, or to what both parties would iu the na­ 
ture of thiuas expect. The only material cir­ 
cumstance is & reposition of confidence, no 
matter what or to what extent, so it be material 
to the transaction orto the relation of the pur- 
tic sto th e subject matter, and in many cases 
where it is not material in either respect. It is 
unfortunate if our code has enacted this uni­ 
formity of duty and obligations iu relations 
which vaiy as widely as human transne io is 
can, or as can be conceived of. It would be 
strange if such a law were found upon the stat­ 
ute-book of any civilized community. Stranger 
still, perhaps, that counsel should commend 
such a standard of conduct as a high one. and 


relation. The principle is the same in oil of 
them. But equity goes further thun this. Ir 
not only watches over these defined relations of 
parties, but it scrutinizes tne undefined rela­ 
tions of friendly habits of intercourse, personal 
reliance aud confidential advice. 
It is well 
known that habits of kindness, confidence and 
trust grow petween neighbors and friends, and 
if advantage is taken of such relation to obtain 
an uniair bargain, equity w ill set it aside or 
convert the offending party into a trustee. Of 
course, no rule can be laid down by which to 
judge all such cases; for every case must, of 
necessity, depend on its own acts.

But while the Western Development Company 
seems to have been gotte n up to carry out and 
realize the project for which the parties asso­ 
ciated them.-elves by Kxhibit A, and while it 
was managed almost like a partnership, to ac­ 
complish their common purpose and to serve 
tlieir personal ends, it nevertheless wus a corpo­ 
ration and transacted its business as a corj>ora- 
tion, going through with all the corporate 
forms. The officers were the mere employes of 
the asscciates (a term which I use for conveni­ 
ence, meaning only the parties to contract—Ex­ 
hibit A), and implicitly obeyed thc directions of 
either one of them, hut such directions were 
generally, where necessary, reduced to the form 
of corporate resolutions. 
The contracts under which they have per­ 
formed such an amount of labor and secured 
so many millions of assets were with their own 
creatures, or, at least, with corporations prac­ 
tically belonging to the associates. The con­ 
tracts were of course all voidable, at the option 
of either party to them, only neither party had 
voice or volition against the associates. It may 
be said that in effect these associates organized 
corporations and built railways, taking, as they 
hail a right to do, all the stock and such amount 
of bonds as thev saw fit to incumber their prop­ 
erty with. Perhaps, in a proper case—that is, 
where it was necessary to do justice—the Court 
would disregard these corporate forms and, 
reaching beyond them, grasp the substance. 
It it were in eessary to enforce some contract 
in relation to these matters made between them­ 
selves. perhaps the Court would do so. But 
often, perhaps generally, forms are made to se­ 
cure rights. 
Are these corporations here mere 
forms, or do they and were they intended to 
constitute and show the relations of these par­ 
ties to each other ? The law of the State author­ 
izes conH>ratioiis for any purpose for which men 
may lawfully associate themselves. There is, 
then, no business which it is possible for a co­ 
partnership to conduct which may uot be cur­ 
ried on by a corporation. 1 see no reason why, 
when persons have determined to embark in 
any kind of business together, they may not de­ 
termine for themselves whether they will do so 
as partners or as stockholders in a corporation. 
And if they have so chosen 1 do not compre­ 
hend how the court can disregard tlu* relation 
they have contracted,and force upon them those 
they have declined to enter into. The ease cited 
falls far short of the exigencies of the plaintiff”s 
case in this respect. 
In both of the cases cited 
from this State there was an antecedent agree­ 
ment, t«» carry out which in part the corporation 
was formed. The parties to the agreemeut|were 
the only stockholders. Some one of the con­ 
tracting parties attempted to avoid liability or 
defeat the contract, on the ground that this cor­ 
poration they have created as an instrument to 
carry into effect this very agreement is now a 
third party, and net bound by the agreement as 
not a party to it. 


EFFORT TO AVOID A PARTNERSHIP. 
The Court, in effect, said justice shall not be 
defeated by this merely formal tiling. It really 
only represents yourselves. We will look behind 
the form to the substance. The contract shall 
not be defeated by this mere technicality. The 
case of Short vs. Bandry hardly amounted to 
this. There thc corporation was, and was cre­ 
ated only to act as a naked trustee of the legal 
title, the beneficial interest being all the time ¡11 
the partnership, and it would seem that whole 
matter might have been settled without the 
comments made. Here there is no question of 
an antecedent contract, with the enforcement of 
which thc corporate entity stands in the way. It 
is not an obstruction which can embarrass the 
Court in granting relief, which, but for such 
technicality, the party would be entitled to. 
They are to be made to vanish from sight to show 
what the rights of the parties are. or rather to 
fix upon the defendants obligations which they 
deliberately decline to assume, and not because 
they stand in the w ay'or obstruct the Court in 
ascertaining and securing the rights of the par­ 
ties. All the parties were evidently unwilling 
to assume towards, each other the relation of 
partners. The law offered them the choice to 
become stockholders in a corporation, aud they 
deliberately contracted 
that relation. 
The 
same business could have been carried on in 
either form, and if the corporation were a close 
cori»oratiuii. in pretty much the same manner, 
except as to thc authority of the m anagers; but 
this makes all the difference iu the world as to 
the relations of the parties. 
But one position of the plaintiff is, admitting 
that these are all corporations and are to be 
treated a> such, still they arc but the instru­ 
mentalities of a copartnership, which was cre­ 
ated by the associatton of Colton with the de­ 
fendants and Mark Hopkins. Thc individuals 
were partners, aud, iu consequence of the cor­ 
porate agencies used by them, they had no firm 
name or partnership capital designated as such, 
and theindividual m terestsof the partners were 
measured by the stock held by each in their re­ 
spective corporations, and tne profits of the 
partnership were paid by way of dividends on 
the shares of stock in the various corporations 
held by each respectively. I see 110 mention of 
business iu the complaint carried on by these 
parties except corporate business. Regarding 
these companies as corporate entities, it is diffi­ 
cult to see how there can be any other relation 
between the paities, so fur as the business of 
each corporation is concerned, than that of eo- 
stockliolders. 
I am not now saying that, taking the entire 
group of companies together, there may not have 
been here some son of fiduciary relation; but 
speaking now of definite relation of copartner­ 
ship to carry on business. The complaint an­ 
swers that of common carriers; but this we find 
entirely iu the hands of these corporate iiistm- 
mentalities which entirely manage them, and 
are fully adequate to the occasion, without the 
partnership. What is the business beyond the 
scope of the business of the corporations in 
which they become mere instrumentalities.’ 
Bring us the books of tbis larger business ami 
show us its profits. What is there earned which 
is not corporate property ? By averment, all the 
profits are corporate profits, aud are divided 
among the stockholders as the profits o f other 
corporations are divided. 


FIDUCIARY RELATIONS DO NOT IMPLY PARTNER­ 
SHIP. 
I can understand how a corporation may be 
made an instrumentality 
of a partnership. 
These railroad companies are used as instru­ 
mentalities by many partnerships. But I cannot 
comprehend a partnership w hich has no firm 
name, no capital stock, no business, and earns 
no profits and incurs 110 loss. Take the case of 
loss. How can there be a partnership loss.’ 
These profits are us stockholders, and their 
losses would be of the same character. 
What 
liabilities do they incur except as stockholders? 
The fact that they have sometimes borrowed 
money 011 their individual notes for thecori»o- 
r&tiou would uot affect the question. 
Any 
stockholder may do that. And'will it be con­ 
tended thut if the majority holders of stock con­ 
sult as to the policy of the corporation, and 
agree together to enforce such policy, that they 
thereby became partners? I can see 110 reason 
why the averments of the complaint, as to the 
mode of conducting this alleged copartnership, 
and the divisions o f profits, would not fit any 
case where there is -ucli consultation as well as 
tins. It seems to me this is a misuse of the 
term instrumentality. The proper object of such 
corporation is to make money for its stockhold­ 
ers, through corporate business, as other corpo­ 
rations do. To say that tlie associates use these 
corporations only for that purpose is to say that 
they are acting only as stockholders. A corr*o- 
ration must be made to serve some other busi­ 
ness to constitute it an instrumentality in the 
sense 111 which the word is used in the com­ 
plaint. I have not thc faculty to grasp the idea 
a partnership whose business consist*» in con­ 
trolling a number of °orporations for the pur­ 
pose simply of enabling the corporation to make 
money for their stockholders in the legitimate 
rely 
st be 
w ijviuiiuus who nave 
associated themselves to control such ixjrpora- 
110 ns aud make them work in harmony; but 
they would uot be partners. 
And so I conclude, although the corporations 
managed by these associates cannot be regarded 
as partnerships, nor as mere instrumentalities 
of a partnership between such associates, the 
relation between the parties has nevertheless 
been of a fiduciary character. 1 think it already 
appears that the parties to the agreement, Ex. 
A. intended something more than to procure 
situations for each other’s employes in various 
corporations. They had desipcs, uot stated in 
that paper, which were the real purposes of the 
association. This fiduciary relation must have 
exisited under our code as to these projected 
enterprises and the management of the system 
of roads they had built and acquired 
The 
facts at once suggest to our minds the obliga­ 
tions ot fidelity due from each to the common 
enterprise. Neither would have been at liberty 
to do anything to defeat the objects of the asso­ 
ciation. Each had invested his monev and ex ­ 
pended his labor in reliance upon the iidelitv of 
the others.

PARTNERSHIP IS ENDED BY DEATH. 
But if a trust relation of this character exi-ted 
between these associates, what wn* the relation 
of the survivors upon the death of Colton to his 
representative? a : his death the association 
was entirely ended. It was a case where confi­ 
dence was given for confidence, service tor 
service. There was no property belonging to 
the associates as such. No power over the af­ 
fairs of Mrs. Colton or the estate of D. P. Colton 
survived his death. His position was one of 


beyond the performance of contracts which had 
become obligatory upon some of the corpora­ 
tions they controlled. They w ere parties to a 
contract, thc sole purpose of which was to se­ 
cure the united efforts of all in the interests of 
sundry corporations in which they all had 
«lock. One of them died. Evidently there is no 
consideration for the further service' of the sur­ 
vivors. and no obligations except such as rests 
on all Directors. Otherwise, it would seem that 
Colton’s estate would be bound for further 
schemes to advance thc svstem they had partly 
completed. This Mrs. Colton did distinctly de­ 
cline to contribute to. 
PLA INTIFF 
DID 
NOT 
TREAT 
DEFENDANTS 
AS 
TRUSTEES. 
There were not then after Colton’s death 
any further active duties as trustee due from 
defendant to the estate of Colton. They had, 
however, been associated with him iu* many 
important enterprises in which they had prac­ 
tically acquired much valuable property. 
In 
this way they may have acquired know ledge 
as to the value of the property, and they in 
luct had great power over the assets of the es­ 
tate as virtual Directors of these numerous cor- 
por&tkms. Tiie association between thexxuM Ives 
was kept up, by means of which they continued 
to direct the policy of ull the roads as they and 
'Colton liad previously done. Considering these 
facts and that the fiduciary relation, such as it 
was. between the defendants and Colton, had 
btft just been terminated by Ids death, we ap­ 
proached the question us to what duties the «le- 
femlants were burdened with in their dealings 
with the plaintiff’, and how’ they discharged 
them. 
It must be remembered here that it is 
not claimed that the transaction was had under 
the influence of any trust relation. The plain­ 
tiff did not rely upon the defendants believing 
that they were her trustees, and as such owed 
her any duties whatever. 
She understood that she was dealing with 
them as strangers, and that she must protect 
herself. It is claimed that the assailed contract 
must be set aside because she dealt in ignor­ 
ance of her rights as beneficiary oi a trust. Her 
counsel says this voluminous record contains 
110 evidence that she was aware of this fact. Dr 
that the defendants ever dreamed that they had 
no right, legal or moral, to deal with her at 
arm's length and as adversaries, and he claims 
that the concealment from her of the facts con­ 
stituting the trust relation is one of the most 
pregnant facts in the case. Aud beyond all this, 
Mrs. Colton, as a witness, states that she did not 
deal or settle with perfect trust and confidence. 
That at the time she saw no justice in the trans­ 
action. That her heart rebelled. That she be­ 
lieves thc defendants made the charges, know­ 
ing them to be false. That they manipulated 
their books to sustain the charges, and were 
altogether unworthy of any trust or confidence, 
and, in effect, she said, that she believed that 
the settlement was a robbery, which, under the 
circumstances^ she w as powerless to prevent. 
Of course, this at once takes out of the ease all 
claim that tne settlement was brought about by 
any personal confidence in the defendants. 
She did not rely upon them. 
If this was an issue in the case and there was 
a presumption against the defendants, and the 
presumption was a disputable 0 11c. it could not 
be more completely disproved. If the relation 
between the associates be denominated a part­ 
nership, or be considered such, it would not 
change this result. At Colton’s death the rela­ 
tion was dissolved, and there survived to the 
defendants no power as partners, because there 
was left in their hands no assets of the firm to 
be administered. It is, therefore, for the pur­ 
poses of this case utterly immaterial whether it 
be denominated partnership or not. 


SVRVU’ING PARTNERS ARE TRUSTEES OF DE­ 
CEASED’* INTEREST. 
The con-iusion to be arrived at, and as to the 
obligations which rested upon the defendants as 
late partners or trustees of Colton, may depend 
much upon the construction given to* the pro­ 
visions of the code in relation to trusts. 
1 un­ 
derstand that the death of a partner dissolves 
the relations, except for the purposes o f liquida- 
tiou and settlements. Perhaps this might in­ 
volve in some cases performance of incomplete 
contracts. Now, there never was a time when 
the death of any one of the partners, if they 
were partners, would have left to the survivors 
pnqierty of the partnership or power over the 
estate of the deeeasid partner such as goes to a 
surviving partner. This would go far, in my 
opinion, to show that the relation was not that 
of partners, but independently of that, this fact 
must att'ect very considerably the relation of the 
survivors. The surviving partners are trustees 
with reference to the interest of the deceased in 
the firm, because the property is left ui their 
hands, anil a power with reference to it survives 
to them. 
They have the property and the 
power, and hence the duties and the”correlative 
rights of the cestui que trust. There being here 
no property or power as survivors, the relation 
and duties, it would seem, would also cease; 
all, anyway, except such as frequently survive 
thc actual relation—the duty of making full 
disclosure, and to refrain from taking any ad­ 
vantage of the position to oppress or influence 
the benefician’ of the late trust. 
Plaintiff's counsel, or some of them, contend 
that the code has made quite a material change 
in the law of trusts, or at least in the applica­ 
tion of the rules heretofore recognized and en­ 
forced by Courts of equity upon the subject. As 
I understand, it is contended that whenever 
circumstances exist which, under our code, 
would constitute w hat is there designated the 
trust relation, the law fixes upon the trustee a 
definite set of duties, which are the same upon 
all trustees or all who, by the code, are declared 
to l»e trustees, however various the obligations 
may be which the parties have knowingly 
undertaken or the character or degree of confi­ 
dence by which the redaction was created. 
If 
there is any foundation for this claim, it is a 
very important question; for it is also contended 
that all who accept any degree of confidence 
from another are trustees within the meaning 
of the code. That all those who were simply 
cause trustees in the decisions by analogy, and 
became to some extent the law, if the trust re­ 
lation was applied to them, are by our code 
placed upon the same footing as technical trus­ 
tees. This will include innumerable cases in 
which transactions were had partly iu couse- 
<menee of known reliance of one party upon 
the other, or upon some statement made in the 
negotiations. Counsel lias cited one instance of 
the creation of thc relation by actual reliance 
of one party upon the other. 


ILLOGICAL EXTENSION OF TH E THEORY OF TRUST. 
A country dealer goes to a wholesale merchant 
to purchase goods, and. being asked in regard 
to his solvency, undertakes to state his financial 
condition, aud at once the wholesale merchant 
becomes his cestui que trust, and. although coun­ 
sel does not expressly claim this, it would follow* 
from his position that if now thc retail merchant 
purchase, he traites under all the obstructions 
which are placed upon the dealing of technical 
trustees with their beneficiaries, lie must pro­ 
tect the confiding wholesale dealer from selling 
too cheap, and if he docs not himself know, 
must be diligent to find out, that he may inform 
liis beneficiary ol all matter material to the 
transaction. He must do more; he must dis­ 
close his real motives in seeking to trade, and 
this includes his future policy in reference to 
the goods, and if it turns out'that he had, or 
thought lie had, some special opportunities of 
disposing of some of the goods, which he did 
not disclose, the wholesale merchant may, at 
liis option, rescind the sale or claim an account­ 
ing of the profits made, and then the retail men 
chant is presumís!, without proof, to have ob­ 
tained the goods for an insufficient consider­ 
ation and by the us** of undue iulluei cc. 
The Code, ii is said, defines a trust as a n la- 
tion, and declares that thc relation exists when­ 
ever one voluntarily assumes n relation of per­ 
sonal confidence wi* h another. The rode then 
defines the oblige 
»us of trustees, which, it is 
contended, apply 
1 their full length 
and 
breadth, and ihei 
>re, of course, to all cases 
alike, to every case in which there is a requisi­ 
tion of confidence of any character or degree. 
The extent of the supposed charge In the appli­ 
cation of the law will be better appreciated 
from the remarks of the late Profes-or Pomeroy 
upon the Cotie provisions in regard to trusts, 
lie says : 
“ The essential ■ ncepiion of u trust os a word 
o f legal nomem : 
tire, and as defined by the 
text writers of t 
highest authority, assumes 
not only a com .w ntial relation between two 
persons, but also some specific thin g— land, 
chattel, money—as thc subject matters of such 
relation, and to coexisting estates in the same 
subject matter ; tin* one legal—held by the tru­ 
tees: the other equitable, held by the benefi­ 
ciary. All the constructive rules o f law and of 
equity concerning trusts are based upon these 
essential elements oi the peculiar legal concep­ 
tion—namely, the confidential relation, the 
subject matter and the two coexisting estates 
therein. 
“ It is true the term has often been improperly 
extended by analogy or metaphor to cases where 
there w as only the confidential relation and a 
subject matter w ithout the two coexisting es­ 
tates, but it has never been so extended to cases 
where there was only a confidential relation 
between two persons. The ablest modem Judges 
—English ami American—have endeavored to 
restrain all such expressions of the term by 
analogy and to restrict the use of the word to 
those cases where all of Its essential elements 
were found. 


CONFUSION o r CONFIDENTIAL WITH 
TRUST RE­ 
LATIONS. 
“ Nothing more tends to produce confusion and 
uncertainty in legal rules than the use of funda­ 
mental terms in improper senses. The authors 
of the Civil Code, in their definition of ‘ Trust,’ 
have totally ignored the essential elements of a 
subiect matter over which the relation extends, 
and have made it depend alone upon the exist­ 
ence of a confidential relation between two per­ 
sons." The learned professor then goes on to re­ 
mark that if the definition be interpreted liter­ 
ally, and if the meaning thus given should be 
followed to its logical results, the whole grand 
department of equity relating to trusts must 
necessarily be modified, if not reconstructed. 
Indeed, he í^ays, the liberal interpretations 
would make every oue who wrongfully takes or 
converts a chattel, a trustee; carried to its log­ 
ical conclusion, this code, if their construction 
l»e correct, would leave very few transactions 
indeed unaffected with the trust relation. 
The 
least rebanee in a negotiation of oue party 
upon any statement or assurance of the other 
converts the oue into a trustee aud the other be­ 
comes his beneficiar}'- 
The practical effect 
would be that the obstructions to transactions 
created by the trust relation would be extended 
to all business affairs, 
liicn the difficulties of 
accomplishing the very transaction which occa­ 
sioned the confidence would be so great that to 
make an unassailable contract would be almost 
impossible. The reliance upon some represent­ 
ation being manifested, the relation is created 
co instante, and the code has tabulated the 
duties and obligations of the trustee, which j 
do 
not 
spring 
from 
the 
contract nor j 
yary with the nature of the confidence. The 


fully impeached, the Chancellor takes pains to 
say that the losing party has been guilty of no 
wr*mg. This lias struck me as a reason to ques­ 
tion the perfection of a jurisprudence where 
such results can be so common. Under this con­ 
st ruction our statute would iueiease the evil a 
thousandfold. 


TRUSTEE AND CESTUI QUE TRUST. 
One of the eminent counsel for plaintiff does 
not agree with this construction of the statutes, 
and I can do no better than to quote liis lan­ 
guage : 
“ To my mind these words do not in them­ 
selves couvey precise notions o f relative rights 
and obligations. The words trustee and rotui 
que trust are used with au infinite Variety of 
meaning and shades of distinction. 
" They 110 more imply a definite group of du­ 
ties* on one hand and lights 011 the other thau 
the words principal and agent iu themselves 
convey a precise notion of the agent’s powers or 
the principal’s rights. 
"When these are to be ascertained, in any 
given instance, it always remains to inquire how 
the agent was constituted—for what purpose, 
what powers were conferred upon him, what 
functions he assumed to perform. All these 
must be known, and accurately known, before 
it can be affirmed that, in a given case, there 
has been a breach of duty. The same is true of 
a trustee. 
"As there are an infinite variety of trustees, 
with duties equally various, the word trustee 
does not in and of itself convey any definite idea 
of given duties. 
• 
Besides, the word is often employed in a fig­ 
urative sense or with metaphorical adjectives 
which indicate the looseness of its usage. 
“ When, therefc/e, it is sought to determine 
the duties of a trustee in a given case, the 
greatest confusion is sure to arise if after estab­ 
lishing that he is in some sense a trustee search 
should be made in thc digest, and the doctrine 
of every precedent arising between a trustee 
and a cestui quc trust should be applied to the 
case in hand. 
To illustrate my meaning upon this point: 
A guardian is unquestionably the trustee of his 
ward. 
“ It is also said tlmt a judgment debtor, whose 
property has been sold at judicial sale, from 
the day the period of redemption expires until 
the execution o f the Sheriffs deed is a trustee 
of the legal title for the purchaser. But would 
any one contend that the duties and obligations 
of each are the saíne? 
* 
* 
* 
' * 
* 
The law presumes that a purchase made by 
a legal guardian from liis ward was obtained 
by the use of undue infiueuce. Does that pre­ 
sumption prevail when the owner of property 
sold for taxes buys back from tlic purchaser the 
rights which he obtained from the sale? 
‘ The fact that a guardian has not paid full 
value for the ward’s property is absolutely fatal 
to the transaction. Does the owner who buvs 
back the tax title run the risk of having liis 
purchase set aside because he succeeds in rescu­ 
ing his property at less than actual cost ?’’ 
It may be said here that thc difficulty is more 
apparent than real. That in the ease of the 
purchase of the tax title the vendor was evi­ 
dently not dealing 0 11 the basis that lie was get­ 
ting full value for his property. He expected 
only a large profit 0 11 his investment. lie will, 
therefore, be held to have waived disclosure 
aud protection from the trustee. 1 he same line 
of reasoning may be applied to the case of the 
wholesale aud retail merchant, and iu all such 
cases. The circumstances show that there was 
no actual 
reliance beyond 
the 
particular 
assurance; and beyond that they will be held to 
have waived the benefit of the relation. This 
suggest ion bus not been made in this case, and 
would probably be repudiated by all : but it 
seems to me that a literal interpretation of these 
provisions of the coce carried to their logical 
end would necessitate such a presumption, or 
practically all business would be obstructed. 


PARALYZING RIGIDITY OF TH E CODE. 
Tt would only be an awkward way of gettin* 
rid of the paralyzing rigidity of the code, which 
can but embarrass Courts ill the administration 
of justice. 
Une o f the boasts of Courts of equity was that 
these rules were in the highest degree flexible, 
und one Chancellor ¡s quoted as expressing the 
hope that they would never become so definite 
that they could not be freely varied to meet new 
exigencies as they should arise. 
The effort was rather to discern and seize upon 
the reason of the rules, and to apply that to the 
circumstances of each case as it should present 
itself. 
The general idea o f a trust, as above stated, 
has reference to the relation of the parties 
where one holds the legal title to property for 
another. The rights of the cestui were merely 
personal against the trustee. 
Couris of law 
recognize the trustee as absolute owner; but 
since he acquired title by virtue of the confi­ 
dence of the trustor, that he would hold the 
property for the use of another. Courts of equity 
will compel him to do what he has agreed to 
do. and will prevent him from doing that 
which he 1 as iu effect promised not todo. ’In 
many othei ?ases besides these, in which the 
title to property is held in trust, persons 
acquire control of the property of another, or 
influence to control his conduct, or peculiar 
knowledge of his affairs, through confidence 
reposed in such persons, and voluntarily ac­ 
cepted. 
In such eases, and perhaps others 
wuere the circumstances m e sncli that the 
Courts of equity conclude that like rules 
ought to be enforced, they are regarded as 
trustees by analogy, because the same reasons 
exist as iu the case of strict trustees for thc 
enforcement of the like good faith. But thev 
are regarded as trusts only so fur as justice re­ 
quires thc applications of the like rules, and 
lienee the great flexibility of the law ami the 
great latitude allowed the Chancellor in their 
application. 
Iu even' trust which imposes 
actual duties upon the trustee, the trustee 
becomes to a certain extent the agent of 
the beneficiar}’. He has become so through 
confidence that he will, to the extent agreed, 
subordinate his interests to those 0 1 the cestui. 
To that extent he will give the beneficiary the 
benefit of his faculties, nis knowledge and his 
position, but ho is bound to this self-abnega­ 
tion no further than he has agreed. 
Knowing 
what he has undertaken we can determine 
what duties he owes his principal, and we de­ 
termine them from the nature and purj»ose of 
the confidence precisely bv the same process 
by which wc determine the obligations of a 
contract, 
it is, in fact a contract that the 
trustee will faithfully perform the confidence. 
Tin* obligations of a trustee, defined by tin* 
Courts and in the statute, are the duties he 
must perform in keeping this confidence. He 
musi do all that was expected of him a* a 
consideration of t lie confidence; he must ab­ 
stain from every act inconsistent with that 
relation. 
He must not allow himself to be 
placed in a position where he cannot give the 
beneficiary the unbiased *use of its faculties to 
further the object of the confidence; and he 
must not make a profit him self from the rela­ 
tion. to the possible injury of his cestui. 
Im­ 
pliedly, lie has agreed to do and abstain from 
these things to the extent ’o which he has 
agreed to substitute and señ e another self iu 
Hen of his own proper self. 
And these are the rules of the code, limited 
always to the extent and character of the con­ 
fidence to be applied where applicable, and no 
further. 


ENDLESS VARIETY IN TRUSTEESHIP. 
The purposes for which trusts are created van­ 
as widely as the .purpose of contracts, and the 
degree of confidence implied by actual relations 
vary as u idely. How difierent*the active duties 
and powers of 
11 ardían or an attorney-at-law 
from those of a naked h ob h rvf 'lie b»gal title 
for «U'ih.r. There was 110 active duty but 
to convey upon request, but the others are 
bound to give to their l>encficiary service und 
couasel, aud to be diligent to know that they 
may wisely advise. 
Any enlightened con­ 
science would suggest to the one difficulties in 
the way of dealing with his beneficiary which 
no one uuversed in the code would think of in 
the other relation. In one relation it would 
naturally suggest itself to the conscience of a 
just and reasonable man that he should not 
purchase from his beneficiary until he had im­ 
parted full knowledge in regard to the property, 
and that he ought to be able to truly advise his 
client o f every material thing in reference to 
the transaction. 
But what would suggest to 
the naked trustee, who never had control or 
management of the property, or acquaintance 
with tne beneficiar}-, that he owed liis cestui in 
such a transaction counsel and advice against 
himself? 
Thc law of trusts has been «aid to be the 
rule of the highest morality in business affairs. 
In such a code a good man’s conscience ought 
to b e a law unto himself. But no o i k *, without 
a special guide, could follow these artificial 
ways. 
Tne general rules iu thc code must be taken 
as general rules only, and applicable only to 
Hkmq fla w which come within th e iM im o f 
them. 
When the reason of thc rule ceases, so 
should the rule. Section ;¡37ü, C. C. 
Some remarks cited on the arguments, and at­ 
tributed by counsel to Mr. Justice Bradley of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, seem quite 
ielicitous on this subject. 
He is reported as 
saying of those code provisions: “ But they 
should not be allowed t j usurp the prerogatives 
of justice itself, seated in man’s bosom, bv giv­ 
ing to the letter of the code the inexorable fixity 
of a statute, aud tfius reducing the exposition 
of the law to a question of philology, instead of 
a question of reason and justice. Used as a state­ 
ment of principles and rules applicable to cases 
clearly within their scope, and not as a restraint 
upon the Judge in reference to cases which are 
not provided for, and which require a new ajv 
plieation of the rules of right and justice gov­ 
erning analogous cases, codes may not only be 
admissible, but may be of great service in sys­ 
tematizing and perfecting the law. They should 
never be employed for the purpose of giving to 
the law a castiron fixity of form, and thereby 
repressing progress and imposing a smothering 
and deleterious restraint upon society itself. In 
all probability, great trouble and difficulty will 
yet be encountered by the Courts in construing 


One distinguished c unsel claims that personal 
confidence is conclusively presumed bv the 
statute and that defendants owed the duty of * 
advice and protec ion, as though they were 
special counsel or trustees to protect a spend­ 
thrift from his own improvidence, and, there­ 
fore, bomi<i to advise as faithfully against them­ 
selves as iu contracts with others. It is also 
claimed that a trust relation existed by reason 
of the pledge of stock to secure the million dol­ 
lar note. 
It my view of the law of trust and thc 
effect of the Code be correct, it is lmrdly neces­ 
sary to pursue that subject further thau to say 
that this fact—the pledge of the stock—as a 
matter ot fact gave defendaut no control and 110 
opportunities to gain information of her affairs. 
Colton was con ti mi ed in the active qpiurol by 
the terms of the contract (Exhibit A). 
The authorities seem practically agreed upon 
the proposition that there* is no such relation of 
trust between the Directors, even of a close cor­ 
poration, and the stockholders as will imperil 
the dealings bet ween them as to the stock of the 
corporation. The Directors are trustees as to 
the property of the corporation, and in respect 
to the property of the corporation are not trust­ 
ees of thc stockholders in regard to the stock. 
This view has been questioned by some law 
writers, and it is difficult to see on principle 
how they can escape the responsibilities of the 
fiduciary relation in their dealiugs with the 
stockholder who is not a Director for his stock, 
which only represents his interest in the prop­ 
erty of the corporation. At all events it raises 
some presumption o f knowledge on the part of 
the Directors, and of control over the property 
of the stockholder in the corporation. It should 
be taken into consideration 111 determining the 
fairness of any transaction between them. 
COLTON’S DEATH DID NOT AFFECT TH E W. D. CO. 
Here the relation of the defendants as virtual 
Directors of the Western Development Com- 
•any was quite similar to the assignees ot the 
ate firm. 
The corporation had gone out of 
business. Prictically, it only existed for pur­ 
poses of liquidation. The case differed from 
that of surviving partners iu that the corpora­ 
tion must act as a unit, through thc resolutions 
of its Board, and was not bound because of the 
death of Colton to immediate liquidation aud 
settlement. The individual Directors,-too, were 
not bound as individuals to liquidate and settle 
at all. Mrs. Colton could not have complained 
had they sold their stock in that company with­ 
out realizing 011 its assets or settling the indebt­ 
edness. They were not her agents, ihen, indi­ 
vidually to sell these assets and to account for 
the proceeds. She, too. liad the right, secured 
to her by law, to inspect the books. Ji this con­ 
stituted the trust relation, therefore it was, as 
all others, in fact, are, su igeneris. We must de­ 
termine the difficulty in dealing with plaintiff 
from their active duties and powers. 
These certainly did not. nor did any other 
suggested fiduciary relations, in my opinion, 
impose upon the defendants the duty of eoun 
scling or protecting the plaintiff as one to any 
extent tlieir ward, in her dealings with the 
assets of the Western Development Company 
or any other corporation. Iu reference to the 
Rock Mountain Coal and Iron Company, the 
defendants were in 110 sense at any time the 
trustees of Colton. Colton was their agent in its 
management, and in that sense their trustee. 
If there was no duty to arise, there was 110 
other obligation upon the defendants than that 
of a full disclosure of facts within their knowl­ 
edge as trustees which were material for her to 
know in conducting the negotiations and to 
deal fairly with hex. This can be better consid­ 
ered, however, in connection with tiie circum­ 
stances of the negotiations and settlement. 
I will now proceed to consider some of the 
most important issues of fact in the ea se: and 
first, in regard to the 408 shares <0 Rocky 
Mountain Coal aud Iron Company’s stock sur­ 
rendered by Mrs. Colton. The complaint charges 
that the defendants falsely represented that 
this stock «lid not belong to < olton, but was 
held in trust by him for defendant and Mark 
Hopkins, and upon their paying the cost price 
they would be entitled to demand an assign­ 
ment and transfer thereof. That she according­ 
ly, believing this representation, upon receiving 
S*j,625 92, which they represented to be the cost 
price, assigned the same to the defendants as 
part, of course, of thc general compromise and 
sale shown by Ex. F. That she has discovered 
that this stock belonged whollv to Colton, aud 
consequently to his estate, and* was worth 8 10,­ 
000. The answer practically admits the repre­ 
sentation as to the ownership of the stock, but 
avers that the reason for the claim on tlieir part 
was fully known to Wilson and Tcvis, and also 
the facts in which their claim was founded, and 
that no false representations whatever were 
made in relation to the matter. 
It appears that defendants also claimed that 
Colton had received on this stock held by him 
in trust dividends amounting to about 920,000, 
which amount was released to plaintiff as part 
consideration for the compromise. 
Upon the question arising in connection with 
this issue, an immense mass of testimony has 
been taken, and there has been submit ted state­ 
ments from the stock books, accounts of divi­ 
dends and numerous computations intended to 
prove or disprove the various positions as­ 
sumed. These arrays of figures as arguments 
are calculated to bewilder one not move ac­ 
customed to such matters than m vself; but 
after considerable study I have nt least satisfied 
my own mind upon this question. 


TESTIMONY OF ( IIARLES CROCKER. 
The only witness who gives direct and posi­ 
tive evidence iu regard to any understanding in 
reference to the stock is Charles Crocker, and 
the issue seems narrowed down to this question 
whether the witness correctly stated the under­ 
standing or agreement under which the stock 
was purchased, or if he did, whether the under­ 
standing had not been modified or was not ig­ 
nored by the parties afterwards. 
Charles Crocker states that in 1870 he invited 
Colton, who then had no connection with the 
defendants, to visit the mine with him. They 
went, were pleased with the property, and 
Crocker purchased 5,000 shares for him self and 
associates, Stanford. Huntington and Hopkins. 
On the way home Colton asked permission to 
buy some o f the stock. Crocker assented, ami 
promised if he would buy l.CKKi shares to make 
him President and manager at a salary of 810!) 
per mouth. To this Colton assented, and set to 
work at once to buy stock. He was now per­ 
mitted to buy one thousand shares; subse­ 
quently it was agreed that Colton should buy as 
much of the stock as he could 011 joint account 
of Crocker, Stanford. Huntington. Hopkins and 
himself. At tlmt time lit*. Crocker, had 5,000 
for himself and his then associates, and Colton 
l.Uiri shares, giving each of them two hundred 
and fifty shares more than Colton. This dispar­ 
ity was to be maintained, each of the others 
having two hundred and fiftv shares more than 
Colton. 
Such testimony must always be taken with 
great caution. Memory is apt to be unfaithful 
in such things; subsequent impressions of trans­ 
actions blend with original impressions. Colton 
may have understood that matter quite differ­ 
ently. 
Hail they brought suit for the stock 
against Colton's representative this evidence 
would not have been received. During the year 
that had passed, Crocker bad been burdened 
with important business, and had confessedly 
paid 110 attention to the Rocky Mountain Coa*i 
and Iron Company's affairs.* Thev were in­ 
trusted, he says, entirely to Colton. *Soon after 
the agreement to purchase the stock. Crocker 
sold out bis interest in the mine and all the cor­ 
porations with which he and the other defend­ 
ants had been connected, and started upon a 
voyage around the world. He was absent two 
years, during which time he had no reason to 
trouble himself with the business of thc coal 
company. In October, is?:;, he repurchased his 
former interest, hut iu the following December 
agaiu went 0 11 his travels in Europe, and did not 
return until August, 1874. Since that time and 
until Colton’s death, according to his own testi­ 
mony, he had paid no attention to the afl'aiis of 
the coal company. 
His memory would be remarkable if he re­ 
tained, under the circumstances, an accurate 
recollection of the conversation in all particu­ 
lars, and the facts do not substantiate his state­ 
ment.

COLTON'S INTEREST IN 
TH E 
ROCKY MOUNTAIN 
COAI. COMPANY. 
There was 110 time, prior to his selling out 
and starting 011 his travels, when Colton had 
1.000 shares. 
Iu fact, there never was a time 
when Colton had just 1,000 shares and the others 
5.000 shares. Colton was made President and 
manager in January, 1871, although lie had but 
::00 shares, and he acquired no more until 
after Crocker had sold out and started on his 
travels. The first step toward the purchase of 
stock which can now be discovert «1 was an 
assessment levied on the 10th day o f August, A 
I). 1871, which Wilson was informed was b vied 
to aid their purchase of the stock. The first 
stock acquired after the agreement to purchase 
0 11 joint account was in September, 1871. They 
continued then to purchase, thc stock >a*ing 
conveyed either to Colton or Stanford, until No 
veinner 12, A. D. 1873, when a division was 
made bar cotton and &. A. Hopkins, the latter 
acting for Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins and 
Crocker. This was an equal division of thc 
whole amount of stock, including the 5,0:0 
shares purchased by Crocker, and is a practical 
interpretation of tne contract to purchase by 
the parties. It was said thi* was the act of Cot­ 
ton, the others confiding in him. But the fact 
seems to be they did, not confide wholly in Col­ 
ton. They were represented by S. A. Hopkins. 
There was then no reason why they should have 
such implicit confidence in him. He was not 
then connected with the railroads. He was 
then simply a trusted employe. Hopkins would 
not have acted for them in so important a mat­ 
ter without first informing himself of tlieir 
rights. Colton had no authority over hirn. And 
there is 110 apparent reason why he should have 
taken Colton’s statements in a matter in which 
Colton’s interests conflicted with those of his 
employers. 
And'then this equal division was allowed to 
stand for five years and down to Colton’s 
death. During that time there had been sev­ 
enty-eight dividends by which they had d i­ 
vided more than oue half-million of dollars. 
For sixty of these Crocker had per-onally re­ 
ceipted 0 11 the dividend book for the divi- 


only that they held the stock. The evidence 
shows that they considered themselves entitled 
to those profits, because thev c:imt from the 
contract with the Central. 
*

It also appears they knew just v ho owned the 
stock. It all belonged to such persous ;is they 
permitted to hold it and to no others. All were 
their employes. 
The dividends to such were undoubtedly un­ 
derstood to constitute extra compensation. This 
was expressly so with Colton, who was told 
that 011c hundred dollars per month was a suf­ 
ficient salary, because the stock would pay a 
dividend right away from its contract with the 
Central. 
Naturally, each would know what proportion 
of the whole stock he should hold. The divi­ 
dends were monthly and generally wi re one 
dollar for each share of stock. 
At each dividend each would be reminded of 
the number of shares he held. On the page 
w here each signed the receipt wus also displayed 
the number held by the others. There, on the 
same page, where each signed, it was shown, 
11 the theory of the defendants be true, the ev­ 
idence that Colton had no more than his just 
proportion. 
It is not to be believed, either, that Colton 
would have risked this, or the others over­ 
looked it. 
There were always some shares held by trus­ 
tees, and it is suggested that Colton kept a por­ 
tion concealed by being held bv »>:her>. 
It is evident, however, that* the defendants 
and Colton assumed the rieht to k-.v who might 
become owners; that none held stock without 
their permission. It is fair, therefore, to con­ 
clude that they knew who rcftllv owned the so- 
called outside stock. At ail events, thev rnurt 
have known how much of tiii.- outside stock 
they had permitted, and, knowing liis own 
holding, each knew or hud the data lor know­ 
ing, whether he had as much ¡ 
m ought to 
have liad. They would not, it: all probability 
overlook so material a matter a a disparity ol 
two hundred and fifty share.'» to each. 
The theory, then, of this unequal holding is 
not admissible. 
It is too plain that they have divided among 
themselves on a different busis. which they re­ 
cognized too often and acquiesced in too long 
to be now set aside on this showing. 
But that does not quite close out this question. 
After the division in 1878 Colton purchased three 
hundred shares more from the críate of Deuel, 
which he held undivided at the time of his 
death. 
Was this acquisition also subject to the con­ 
tract with Colton that he should buv on joint ac­ 
count. 
At the time of thc division the entire stock'd 
the corporation had been purchased or was held 
by parties who were exprtjssly permitted 10 re­ 
tain the stock by defendant*, and plaintiff' con­ 
tends that under such circumstances the divis­ 
ion was a final settlement upon lull peri» rmancc 
of that contract: all having been acquired there 
was nothing further to be done. 
The stock which the five principal ow ners per­ 
mitted others to retain is s]»okeii of by w finesses 
and counsel as stock outside the arrangement 
between Crocker and Colton. Therefore, it is 
contended any one could buy up this slock aud 
hold it as outside stock to which the associates 
had no claim. But certainly there is another 
side to this. The sti»ek paid u very large profit 
upon the cost. This came from the Central. 
The defendants assumed all the time and Colton 
assented to the claim, that they had a right to 
these profits, or to say who should share in the 
Rood thing. Only tlieir employes were allowed 
tbiaprivilege. Deuel was an employe.but he died. 
Evidently it w as not desired that stock in this 
practically close corporation sho..lil really get 
where they could not control it. it would then 
not be within the reason oi the permit to hold 
outside, for it would no longer - tvc their inter­ 
ests to allow others to get the bent-lit of it, and 
they might be embarrassed by it. 


A QUESTIONABLE LETTER '<1 « i l O N ’s. 
But if it were doubtful w hetlici* this stock was 
purchased for joint account, the letters and acts 
o f Colton seem to remove all doubt. 
At the 
time of the division Colton wa- negoti. ting for 
its purchase, aud confessedly for other*» as well 
as for himself. The transaction, how ever, was 
uot concluded until December 27. i>7;. On the 
26th of December Colton w rote to Becman, who 
was attending to the matter for him at Evans­ 
ton, as follows: 
“How are you getting along with the Colton 
stock matter with Frost ?

Thi^ was clearly a misrepresentation, whether 
intentional or not. 
It was not true ar. applied t*» 
thc transaction, and was relied upon. 
It is said 
thut Wilson knew all the facts ami circumstances 
upon which they based their claim, and there­ 
fore was not misled, but might j.av formed Ins 
own opinion as to its validity. But a material 
circumstance was the statement <>f »*rock»T tnat 
the rights of the parties with reference to the 
stock depended upon this alleged «• ntraet with 
Colton under which he represented the stock 
was acquired. In effect, we find thi* statement 
was uatrne. Certainly Wilson had a right to 
rely upon this representation ami he did rely 
upon it. Defendants, therefore, must he held 
responsible for it, even though WiFon may have 
hud the data in liis hand from which he might 
have discovered the improbability of the story. 


THE CHARGES AGAINST COLTON. 
I next propose to notice, very briefly, the 
charges against Colton in connection with his 
alleged indebtedness to the Rr»cky Mountain 
Coa Laud Irou Company. A very large ¡«ortiou 
of the time occupied by this long ami tedious 
trial has been devoted to the matter, and there 
has been manifested the greatest amount of in­ 
terest und feeling. 
I pro, ose, be a use of the 
obvious unplcasai tness of the subject, to say as 
little about the matter as possible, and yet pass 
upon the issue raised. 
It is claimed by the plaintiff ill «1 the defend­ 
ants represented’to her that Coftojfcy. a* indebted 
to tiie Rocky Mountain Coal :r f t i < :»inpany 
iu the sum of 9181,800 99 for moneys which Col- 
I ton had fraudulently appropriate<1 and embez­ 
zled. and that Ex. D. is a correct e.»py of these 
alleged liabilities of a similar character to the 
Western Development Company tor about $20f- 
Ortu. 
It is also averred that 'the defendants 
threatened that unless their demands were com­ 
plied with they would attack the reputation of 
Colton and would disclose such fac ts, and bring 
such charges against his honesty ami integrity, 
as would blast bis reputation r.nd memory. 
This threat has reference t<> tírese charges of 
embezzlement, she avers that si nee the com­ 
promise she has discovered that C'oiton was uot 
so indebted, and had not embezzled the said 
sum or any sum, and had not fraudulently or 
otherwise appropriated any money, and that the 
claim of defendants that he had was false and 
simulated and created for the purpose of coerc­ 
ing her into an unfair settlement. The plaintiff’ 
says tlmt these alleged threats to publish charges 
against her husband, coupled with the fact that 
lack of time to answer or di**cr« w them, was 
the real cause of her accepting tne terms. 
• 
unexpected bereavement, *Ik* was ready to sac­ 
rifice anything to prevent this charge i rom being 
made public.

It is well to note, preliminarily, here that this 
statement.

He was president, manager and treasurer of 
tiie company. 
None of tlic defendants bud ever seen tlic 
books prior to Colton’s death, and th#*v knew 
very little ol tlic affairs of the com pan v*

Mr. Colton’s death the book* were submitted 
to an exT»ert, and the charge** In Exhibit D were 
the result. 


EXAMINATION OF TH E COAL COMPANY’S ROOKS. 
The expert was .Mr. * fiinn. who was an officer 
and employe of one of the cor]jorations con- 
tK.ileil Ijv the defendant. The examination 
was commenced in December. l*C,s 
Ltmmry 
15th following, 
Mr. Wilson’s attention was 
called to it by Mr. Crocker, v.ho told him of 
the alleged irregularities ; that they were tro 
ing to clear it up, and lie hoped they would 
tie explained. 
They were looking Into the fa' * . Thev were 
examining and investigating. Afterwards the 
; examination continued, and from time to time 
new items were shown to Wilson. 
Wilson W its a member of the Constitutional 
j Convention, and as soon as it adjourned « hich 
was .March 3d, he set to work t" extirnitie these 
charges. The books and paper- were at his dis­ 
posal, and Mr. Gunn, under instructions from 
Groeker, assisted him, »ho wing him all that he 
claimed to have discovered, and his evidence in 
supjort ot each charge. They had freoucnt in­ 
terviews. which sometimes lasted a!! d&v long 
They examined the books together, ami as earii 
new discovery was made hy Gunn, he informed 
Wüson, and it was investigated. 
In this way Exhibit D grew up tinder Wilson’s 
eyes. It was impossible that anv one could have 
i been better informed than Wilson was as to the 
. manner in which it was made ut>, and the foun­ 
dation of the charges expressed in it. 
Wilson 
in connection with the plaintiff, and some few 
friends who were occasionally consulted thor­ 
oughly examined the private boohs and papers 
! of Colton in regard to tiie same matter. 
lie sought information troin various other 
' sources. 
| 
Unquestionably the most thorough exam ina­ 
- lion and investigation of these charges made 
t prior to the settlement was that made by Wil­ 
son. He certainly was better informed iu regard 
to the importance and gravity of these accusa­ 
tions than any other ¡a'rson could have been 
unless we suppose without evidence that the 
defendants had some knowledge which they 
have suppressed in regard to some of thc ex- 


•ponditcres claimed to have been made bv Col­ 
ton. 
On the contrary, all the eireiiinstances seem 
to indicate that the defendants knew very little 
about these mat ters. For a large portion of the 
time, during which these malversations are al­ 
leged to have occurred, Colton was not the 
trusted associate ot the defendants except in 
the management oí the coal company. There 
is no more reason to suppose that he would be 
expected to use the funds of the company for 
purposes which could not safely l>e shown on 
the DOofes tliuu any otheremploye. 


COLTON’S GUILT OP. IJfWOCESC'E. 
I atu uot going into the discussion of how 
much it would lieip the reputation of Colton to 
suppose that the otherwise unexplainable itp. 
prop nations can lie explained by the suspicion 
that they were intended to be used improperly, 
influencing the officers of the United States 
Land Department, or in procuring testimony 
which it would not do to have known. Cer­ 
tainly, if any agent has taken money of his 
pnucipai he could not defend it on a mere sus­ 
picion that lie had expended it in bribing offi­ 
cers of the Government or in subornation oi 
witnesses in the interest of his employer. Since 
this suit wii- commenced very thorough exam­ 
ination? have been made of the lioolcs by ex­ 
perts on both sides, and it is safe to say that in­ 
formation has been sought from ali sources 
which there was the least reason to believe 
could alford any light. Some few items lias 
been shown to have been incorrectly charged. 
So Wilson discovered, for lie savs his investiga­ 
tions generally, but not always, met with an ad­ 
verse result. These very complete and thor­ 
ough examinations may have discovered and 
probably have some explanations, us to a lew 
matter-, beyond what Wilson 
knew.

Of course, not ill of this very large indebtedness 
was ready ele-, ;: d to have been a misappro­ 
priation. The pleadings on both sides speak of 
them as such, but on the face of the exhibit the 
contrary plainly appears. 
I do not care, however, to enlarge upon the 
matter. I air. prepared to finish. 
Tiiai the full extent ol the representation was 
that the statement contained a result shown bv 
their books as reported to them by Mr. Gunn; 
and, fbrtber, that Wilson knew how the state­ 
ment v. as made up, all the evidence for each 
item of the charge.

Mr. Crocker had already informed Mrs. Colton, 
iu response to similar inquiries, that the busi­ 
ness was so extensive and so ramified that it 
was difficult to give any correct opinion about 
it. As early as January 15, 1879, Wilson hud 
commenced making inquiries to find out what 
Colton had and what ir was worth. In a letter 
ot that date to plaintiff lie relates an interview 
with Mr. Crocker. He was then told that the 
Western Development Company was largely in­ 
debted, and it might be necessary to recall tlie 
dividend: that the settlement of the business of 
that company was a necessary preliminary to 
getting at her rights. He sought fora statement 
of the assets and liabilities of the company; and 
having in some way obtained a rough statement, 
was informed by Mr. Crocker that be must not 
rely upon it: that they were preparing a more 
perfect .statement, which he would furnish. 
The statement (Ex. E) was made out and pre­ 
sented i*» Wilsmi as the more perfect statement 
remised, 
1 he original statement was made up 
by Mr. Douty.Lut without tlie valuations. W il­ 
son also hud this original statement made by Mr. 
Dcmty. The statement was changed in some 
respects by Mr. Drown, and the value of each 
item, or an estimate of the value, added. These 
values were made at the request of Governor 
Stanford, and Wilson was informed that the 
yalues were the result of the combined judg­ 
ment of all tlie defendants; and all through the 
negotiations which followed they insisted that 
they were the very highest values.

The contract 
with the syndicate to sell the S. P. bonds proves, 
both that previously there had been no market 
tor the bonds, and bow difficult it is to dispose 
of the securities, even with a contract assuring 
the continued solvency of the securities, which 
seems almost like taking a bond of fate. 


NO M ARKET VA L U E FOE TH E STOCKS OK BONDS. 
In short, there being no market value for 
these stocks and bonds, any statement as to 
value was necessarily a mere opinion. And 
all the circumstances show that it was so re­ 
garded. Why could not Wilson find out the 
values from some one else? Of course, because 
they had no established mat ket value, and when 
it was said that no one knew except defend­ 
ants, as is still said and constantly repeated 
here during tire trial, it must mean, not that 
there is any absolute value which they refuse 
to communicate, but they are in a condition to 
form on opinion better than any one else, li 
tiie word value had reference to the product­ 
iveness of the stock or the earnings of the 
roods. Wilson seems to have been fully informed 
on the subject. Nor did the plaintiffor V. iison 
accept or rely upon these values. Wilson’s 
memoranda, made during the negotiations, 
show j .age after ¡mee of computations upon dif­ 
ferent bases. 
He says he regarded them as estimates. In 
fact, all the way through the controversv was 
over these values. He regarded them as too 
low. These values meant the term? proposed 
by the defendants. Wilson demanded more* 
and, to enforce his views, alwnvs insisted that 
the values were too low. And’, finally, w hen 
in despair, he communicates bis r.’¡hire to 
Mrs. Colton, to get a better offi-r, lie snv« 
they seem relentless, immovable and inexoral ie! 
ami assume that they know values better than 
others. 
By this he says he means that they stood upon 
their va.lues, and therefore upon their ofii-r 
in 
other words, they stood relentlessly, iinmov- 
! »bly and inexorably upon their values as a basis 
of settlement. 
This was Wilson's complaint against them 
it was what ho attempted to move them from. 
It was the very tione of contention. Plaintiff 
did not rely upon them. It was her grievance 
that defendants would adhere to them. 
• 
But tlie compromise itself shows that it was 
not made upon the lm sis of these valuations. 
An additional consideration of £¡00.000 in S. p 
bonds was paid, worth, according to the valua­ 
tion in Exhibit E. 8120,* 100—as Colton only had 
one-nuith interest in the W. I>. Company it 
would imply an increased valuation of over one 
million of dollars, if wc apply the increase to 
to t com), any alone; and here certainly was the 
controversy, outside of the charges against Col­ 
ton, to which I have before alluded 
And, in 
any event, this additional payment shows that 
it was a lump settlement, and’ not made upon 
any idea that they knew the exact balance 
which ought to have been coming, or knew the 
value of assets or amount of liabilities. 
Here was a raise at the last moment of more 
than one million of dollars on the balance 
which it was claimed would be left after tlie 
liabilities were discharged ; or if it were u ?ur- 
render of a portion of their asserted claim 
against Colton, tlie showing is equally im|M,ri­ 
ant. One party claimed, in addition to the con­ 
ceded property, one million of dollars; the 
other puny will give nothing. A compromise 
was effected by paying $120,• 00. Could anything 
show more strikingly how the parties realized 
the uncertainties iu the transaction ? 


PLACING S. P. STOCK ON T H E M ARKET. 
In addition to these considerations, as I shall 
have occasion to show in another connection 
the values or estimates iu Exhibit E were pres­ 
ent values, if sale of the assets were necessary 
for immediate liquidation, and were merely 
speculative ; and both parties at the time fuilv 
understood that if they were able to hold theiii 
a much larger price would, iu all probahUity.be 
ultimately realized. Now. it seems to me that 
the three Exhibits E, 17, Doutv, and tlie invent­ 
ory of property turned over to the Pacific Im­ 
provement Company with Doutv to explain 
them, came as near showing all that the books 
would disclose on the subject as could possibly 
be got at. lliis is idl that Wilson cored have 
understood them as purporting to show, and as 
already staled, no one could have been better 
informed than Douty as to the probability that 
the showing was a fair one. If I am correct in 
my construction of the provisions of the code 
concerning trusts, there were no active duties 
due from the defendants to tlie plaintiff' iu con­ 
sequence of any fiduciary relation, bevond that 
ot lull disclosure anti fair dealing. 'They were 
not bound to give her counsel or advice—nor 
like an attorney-at-law, were they bound to see 
that "llieir diligence was not surprised” in their 
service of their beneficiary. In other words if 
they informed the plaintiff of what they them­ 
selves actually knew of material facts, and af­ 
forded her other opportunities of investigation 
such as they themselves had, thev fully dis­ 
charged their duty. But it is contended that 
there were material facts known to the defend­ 
ants which were not disclosed.

Having consulted freely with Douty, I do uot see 
how we can avoid charging Wilson witli knowl­ 
edge of the basis of this Ex. E. In regard to the 
siDking-ftmd bonds said to have been appropri­ 
ated by S., H., H. A: C. at less than their value, 
it is hardly necessary to Speak. There is 110 
charge with reference to it in the complaint, 
tuid on reflection I feel bound to hold that there 
is no competent or sufficient evidence ot their 
value. It seems this sort of thing had occurred 
b e f o r e , or during Colton's lifetime. I feel 11 sus- 
Ílición that the bonds were acquired for s., H., 
I A C. aud that ail parties kue\V that their 
temporary rest in the coffers of that company 
was merely a stage in the process of deglutition. 
The subscription to the stock of the Northern 
Hallway and the San l’abio and Tulare is a 
matter not so easily disposed of. This I have 
said Í consider admissible 011 the issue as to the 
' solvency of Lhe W. D. Co. Yet it ought to be 
considered, in view of the fact that the defend­ 
ant? counsel did not understand until tlie argu­ 
ment that they were claimed as assets. 
These subscriptions were made in 1871 by the 
individual deteLdants and Mark Hopkins as 
organizers of tlie corporations. The statute re­ 
quired a subscription or 81,000 for eu.h mile of 
the proposed road. These subscriptions were 
evidently made to comply with the law. Colton 
was uot then associated with the defendants iu 
railroad matteis, nor was the W. D. Co. formed. 
Tlie ten per cent, required by law was paid, but 
nothing more. The stock was surrendered to 
the W. D. Co. The \V. D. Co. debited itself with 
the portion unpaid. It is now sought to charge 
the defendants with this amount as an omitted 
asset of tlie W. D. Co. 


" JO IN T ADVENTURERS.” 
I have said that the relation between these 
parties was that of joint adventurers, or. at least, 
of jsersons jointly working to accomplish a com­ 
mon end. We find that when a new corporation 
is needed to carry out their projects that it has 
been formed under the auspices of the W. I>. Co., 
which is their common agency; that sometimes 
the employe» become eorjiorutors, and the stock 
is held for the associates. 
Prior to Colton's advent into the association, 
the relation of the other parties to each other 
was the same, aU the stock of the consiration 
formed would naturally belong to the asso­ 
ciates. The balance of the stock not subscribed 
for they got on the construction contract.?* and 
since, it seems, the valne of the bonds exceeds 
the e, ,st of const motion, the stock really (if we 
look upon tlie bonds as assets) cost them noth­ 
ing. Indeed, it has been said its to -oineof 
thesccorporations.it is only valuable tor pur­ 
poses of control. It is imitoxsibie to suppose 
otherwise thar. tlmt tlie subscriptions w-utld be 
regar,ied as bu d.-ns which the associates would 
expect to hear equally. 
1 think it was admitted 
that in some eases of corporations being formed 
the subscriptions were really paid bv the W. D. 
Co. I eau see no real reason fora dille rent rule 
being awilicd to these. Colton allowed these 
subscriptions to remain unpaid lor years, and I 
do not doubt but he thoroughly uudcrsiuod that 
they w ere not to be paid. 
As to the unfinished contracts, Wilson knew 
nil about them. He testifies that he told the 
defendants that they could not take the assets 
ot the W. D. Co. to themselves by the pretended 
sa e to the P. I. Co. That he did not recognize 
the transfer, and that there were unfinished 
contracts on which large profits would ho made, 
and that the W. D. Co. was entitled to these 
profits. This, independently of the fact that 
these main contracts had tallen bv lapse of time 
and tailure to perform before the" death of Col­ 
ton. will dispose of tlmt matter. 
Thqrc are.many other items claimed to lie ad­ 
mitted asset? of tile W. D. Co.—that is. assets uot 
mentioned iu Ex. E. Some of these are confess­ 
edly so. Among them the item of 8100,000 paid 
out by.Huntington, and which he is unable or 
unwilling to explain, and other small items 
which it is uot necessary to mention here. 
On 
the oilier hand the defendants claim, and have 
shown, that there are mauv assets in Ex II 
which didnot, in fact, belong to that corpora­ 
tion, also certain liabilities uot there enumer­ 
ated. It is strenuously insisted by plaintiffs 
counsel that these matters are entirely immate­ 
rial: that having furnished a statement of the 
assets and liabilities, thev are bound by tlie 
statement: that the statement was tlie basis of 
the settlement, and ii it be materially incorrect 
either way plaintifl' is at liberty to'avoid the 
contract 
lint I think, in the first place this 
shows a misappreliension'of the character and 
purpose ot the statements. It was in effect only 
understood to he a show ing of what was con­ 
tained in the books, as already state,!. To this 
extent it was correct. Then the parties plainly 
did not settle on the idea that they knew the as­ 
sets or liabilities, hut evidently recognizing the 
fact that there was very great uncertainty in 
that respect. But a distinct issue, as elsewhere 
stated, was made as to tlie solvency of the W. 1> 
Co. ami its inability to pnv its debts w ithout the 
return of the dividend. Upon this issue it was 
clearly admissible. The showing made in tiie 
exhibit was ill support of the representation of 
insolvency; hut still only of the condition of the 
books with such a vast mass of assets of such 
various kinds, aud so w idely scattered iu a busi­ 
ness of sueli dimensions still going on.

0 11 the idea 
I presume, that the roadbed had been imper­ 
fectly made, aud, therefore, that company Had 
not completed the construction. It was charged 
to the expense account of that supposed con­ 
tract. Proceedings were inaugurated after the 
compromise to recover from the Northern Rail­ 
way S6S7.000 for this expenditure of SS5 000 
Douty. as President of tlie Western Development 
Company, was ordered to write a letter to the 
President of the railway muking the claim. 
The same authority requested W. V. Hunting­ 
ton. President of the railway, to have the claim 
allowed. The claim was allowed, of course, 
and the bonds and coupons issued, the order 
admitting tli -t the claim was one of undoubted 
merit. The officers of the corporation? were all 
really 
employes of 
the defendants, 
and 
the defendants and Mark Hopkins t lien owned 
all the stock—at least, practically. Regarding 
this as really an allowance of a claim, it was 
apparently a mere gratuity. But evidently it 
was nothing of the kind. The defendants And 
the estate of Mark Hopkins, owning all tlie 
stocks and bonds ot the corporations, deter­ 
mined to issue more lsrnds upon the roatL 
which was their property. Had thev seen that 
their interest required it. they would doubtless 
have mortgaged the road for millions more, in­ 
stead of a lew hundred thousand. So long as it 
was their pro[ierty. and in reality unincum­ 
bered, 1 see 110 rea?on why they might not ,lo 
so, nor what harm it would do the plaintiff'it 
they did. 
Why they resorted to this hocus 
pocas of a pretended allow anee on account of 
construction dt¿es not appear, but reasons can 
easily be imagined. Tlie right to pledge the 
property^ tor their debts is one incident of 
ownership. When she sold her interest to them, 
site knew this was an advantage they acquired 
by the sale; and when the bonds were issued 
they merely had their own ¡>aper secured aj-rro 
their own property.

DEFENDANTS JUSTIFIED 
IN TREATING T H E COR- 
COKAT10N? a s IND IV ID U A L PROPERTY. 
th at the defendants have managed tiiese cor­ 
porations to advance their indiviaual interests. 


QUESTION OF TIIF. INSOLVENCY OF T H E W ESTERN 
DEVELOPM ENT COMPANY. 
Under such circumstances,common sense and 
ordinary ideas of justice would suggest that it 
might be shown that at iea?t the stutemont was 
a fair one; and since, if we take the position 
that the values were relied u;x>n, the statement 
becomes merely a list of money items; what dif­ 
ference can it mnkc how eaeli amount was 
made tip! Of these counter claims there can 
tie 110 doubt that Exhibit E includes the so- 
called Miller assets, valued at rll!i,000, which 
did not, in fact, belong to the Western Develop­ 
ment Company, and omitted of its liabilities a 
demand in favor of the .Southern Pacific for 
failure to furnish the road of alssut one million 
of dolía». At all events, the deductions to lie 
made from the enumerated assets, and the addi­ 
tions to be made to tiie liabilities, will more 
than counterbalance the erro» on the other 
side. I 11 short, on the subject of concealment 
or intentional misrepresentations as to the corpus 
of the assets. 1 find 110 evidence ol such in 
the record. Tlie case could hardlv have af­ 
forded more conclusive evidence that there was 
nothing ot the kind. Every one knew, and 
must have known, that no human being could 
accurately know the vast business in ali its de­ 
tails. The books were thrown open to Wilson 
or to any expert fie might see fit to ernplov. He 
did spend many days—I may. indeed, say 
months—in the examination of the books and 
papers, aud hail the assistance for this purpose 
ol the bookkeepers and officers of the different 
corporation?:, who were directed to aud did af­ 
ford him in good faith allthenid in their power 
Wilson, for mouths, devoted a great deal of tune 
to tne investigation, and only desisted w hen he 
was convinced that further efforts iu that direc­ 
tion w ould be of 110 further use. 
Plainly, the defendants represented their ow n 
views in the negotiations, and sought to make 
as good a trade as possible. I believe the values 
in Exhibit K were, as already stated, for that 
purpose. Within a lew months afterw ards they 
were able to realize enormous profits over these 
prices upon the property acquired from the 
plaintiff. 
There is a natural inclination to 
judge tlie transaction in the light of this after 
event. In fact, it requires a strong effort not to 
do so. 
But the values were present values, 
made in response to the determination, or per­ 
haps the necessity, on the part of Mrs. Colton to 
sellout: and it was not denied at the time that 
the defendant? hoped to realize a large advance 
on those prices. She insisted upon immediate 
settloinei I. She was promptly u,!d that the 
value of her interests could not he ascertained 
exci ]¿! by liquidation of tlie affaire of Un- W. D. 
Company.^ She stili insisted upon obtaining 
sonn definite balance, and being allowed to re­ 
tire free from the business w ithout further lia­ 
bilities or complications. These values were 
furnished as a basis for a settlement, being an 
estimate 0 1 values w hich might be realized bv 
immediate liquidation. But thev admitted iha’t 
they all lhe time expected to get more tor the 
assets. Wilson says they represented that with­ 
out the return of the dividend tiie corporation 
was insolvent: tilt- ussi-t? would not p.¿v the 
debts without careful nursing and management, 
which would take a very considerable p¿ riori of 
time. By w atching and carefully nursing, the 
assets could be made to pay, and would. In 
such event, of course, they would have had the 
dividend clear after paving debts. This is all 
Wilson claimed, aud it seems they admitted to 
Wilson that at least tncv hoped to do as much. 


MR. TEVIS* OPINION AS TO VALUES'. 
Tt-vis shows that he understood the matter of 
these relations. He was very familiar with tiie 
railroad system, and particularly with the bouth* 
eru Pacific. He thought the values merely con­ 
jectural, highly problematical. 
He savs the 
values in Ex. E were at tlie time fair estimates. 
That, in his interview with the defendants, 
w hile acting for the plaintiff'in the negotiations, 
he stated ¡11 effect that, under their administra­ 
tion and what they would do, the connecting 
roads they would build, considering, also, the 
lease to the 0. P.. they would ultimately make 
the bonds par. They, in reply, claimed his esti­ 
mates were in advance oi actual values; that 
they were not bound to go on and create a 
market for these securities. That other roads 
were being built in competition, and the whole 
country was full of gloomy prospects and they 
would do nothing, but preferred Mre. Colton 
should go on with them, pay Colton's note and 
contribute her tliare. Tevis replied that she 
was not able to do this, bnt would sell for less 
than she could make ont of it. Here we see ad­ 
mitted that plaintiff expected that they might 
realize par for these bonds, aud understood—or, 
at least, her agents did—that she was getting 
less than she would if able to stay in and con­ 
tribute her share. But, it is said, that tiie de­ 
fendants had themselves placed a higher value 
upon these securities, and again, within ten 
days after the assailed transaction, paid ¿i debt 
to a fund, for which they w ere trustees, iu S. P. 
bonds, at ninety cants. 
The tv. D. Co. on September 1st paid their nc¿te 
of three and one-half millions to one of the 
C. P. sinking funds in these bonds, at ninety. 
Tiie defendants were, of course, tiie real parties 
on both sides of their transaction. Their inter­ 
ests, however, were more with the payor than 
with the payee. They took advantage of their 
power to pay their on debts with tlie bonds at n 
high figure. Of course a trustee ought not to 
act so. It is said iu their defense that thev dis­ 
counted the future; that they felt confident that 
when the sinking fluid would be wanted the 
S. P. bonds would be worth par, and. therefore, 
prove a good investment. This is not a satisfac­ 
tory explanation; but I have already quoted a 
passage from plaintiff's affidavit a? to the man­ 
ner in w hich the defendants habitually regard­ 
ed their trusts. It is somewhat at variance with

It will be seen to have been a very remark­ 
able year for political excitement, and that 
these negotiations were conducted in the midst 
ot it. No one can be unmindful of the busi­ 
ness depression which pervaded the whole 
country, and, in lact, the commercial world, lor 
a year or two preceding these events; and it 
hardly needs tlie te?tiniony of the witnesses to 
prove to Courts the extraordinary political 
revolution then apparently going on iu this 
State. It is now easy to laugh at the fea» 
then entertained, and to scoff the idea tlmt 
capitalists were or capital was affected by it. 
The panic was real, and none the less so’ be­ 
cause we can now sec that many fears then 
entertained were idle, it is true that confi­ 
dence was soon restored, but this cauuot restore 
fortunes lost. 
However groundless the fea» which destroy 
markets, w liile panic..? last the result is tlie same. 
The misfortune of the plaintiff is that this im­ 
portant transaction was consummated during 
these gloomy days. Her misfortune, however, 
must not induce us to judge too harshly those 
w ho dealt with her under the same shadow. 
May 5th, two days before the adopt ion of the 
new Constitution, the Supreme Court of tlie 
United States affirmed the validity of tlie so- 
called Thurman Act, which, however proper in 
itself, took from the defendants twenty-five per 
cent, of tlie net earnings of the Central Pacific 
to secure the Government. The Central then 
was really the source o! all income and tne 
foundation of ali credit to the defendants. They 
wete heavily ia debt. The debt of the C. P. 
was over i tie hundred millions. The letters of 
both Huntington and Colton show how they re­ 
garded the situation. Colton in particular was 
despondent 
He wished to sell tlie construction 
plant ami build no more until they had money 
in bam;. lie talks oi staying with the wreck, 
and 
w h s particularly pronounced upon what 
was called the communistic tendenev of llie 
times. Everybody, he said, want.? to take some­ 
thing up and put nothing down. Their coffers 
were ftul of bonds and stock, for which there 
w js uo market, and their letters indicate that 
they were carrying their large indebtedness by 
constantly incurring new debts. Nor wa? tills 
all. Gloomy as the time? were, they could not 
go out of railroad building.

fifty millions; other liabilities to a fearful 
amount are indicated in the affidavit. 
But it is unnecessary to speak of the compli­ 
cations and labilities of this immense, intricate 
and hazardous business. Clearly, one could 
well afford to get out of such business with very 
much less than the great expectations of profit- 
which were attended with such untold risks. 
Mich perilous business, with its glitter aud pow­ 
er, may suit some persons, and the hope it holds 
out or colossal fortunes may tempt others.

The plaintiff was no doubt extremely desirous 
of preventing the publication of these charges, 
and the settlement was made under the expec­ 
tation that thereby the matter would be liustied 
up. It did not, however, constitute a part of 
the agreement, and 1 find no evidence that the 
defendants ever attempted to use this desire to 
influence the plaintiff. The fears seem to have 
been suggested to plaintiff from the fact that 
they asserted the claim. I have said that they 
were justified in making claim to thi» alleged 
indebtedness. 


K R S. COLTON’S ATTITUDE TOWARDS TH E CASE. 
Nor do I believe it constituted the chief or most 
powerful motive on her part to execute the as­ 
sailed contract. She was tenderly attached to 
her husband, and naturally greatly distressed 
by these accusations. It plainly appears, how­ 
ever, that she fully appreciated the condition of 
things, and was determined to maintain her 
rights, so far as possible. Tlie remarkable let­ 
ter to Mr. Hunt shows her fully aware of the 
difficulties .surrounding her. and so fur as de­ 
pended upon herself, confident that she was 
equal to the occasion. There was no sigu of 
weakness or surrender. The same may Ik? said 
of all of her letters to Wilson, and her conduct 
and bearing, as related by tlie witnesses she 
was aikxious, but alert, appreciative and de­ 
termined. 
She feared, apparently, almost from tlie be­ 
ginning, that they would not settle fairly with 
her; she believed they were robbing her; had 
trumped up the charges against her hu»hand 
for tuat purpose, aud had manipulated the 
books to prove the charges. Vet «luring the 
whole period of anxiety aud distress she was 
vigilant, trying with Wilson to find out wlint 
she could, not only to refute the charges, but to 
be able to retire from the business with as 
much as possible. 
This, indeed, from all the 
testimony, save her own, would appear to have 
been the prevailing aud 
prominent derire. 
Henee an expert was not employed to investi­ 
gate the eh urges more thoroughly, because, in 
Wilson’s opinion, it would not navo nftioh facil­ 
itated the settlement if they bad* been ex­ 
plained. 
J think Wilson states the case as strongly as 
possible when he says the desire to conceal 
these charges was an element iu the settlement 
but not the chief nr principal one. 
It was an 
element evidently to this extent, that if the 
matter was to be compromised it were best to be 
done before tlie claims were filed. But neither 
plaintiff nor Wilson was inclined to sacrifice any 
material interest to accomplish that result. 
* 
Of tlie other alleged threats not rnu -h need 
be said; they arc not proven. 
Mrs. Colton was 
allcwed to state that Mr. Wilson told her various 
thiugs as coming from the defendants, but there 
was not even an attempt to complete the chain 
of proof by evidence that the defendants ever 
did make such statements to Wilson. 
The al­ 
leged representation that it would be necessary 
to get at Mr. Colton’s interests by lumping seems 
tome to have been strictly true. The claim that 
they ever refused to allow a separate settlement 
of tne account of the R. M. C. 
I. Company's 
claims is not sustained by any proof, and is 
flatly denied by Wilson. 
The subject of the

They never lost their confidence in final success.

Their practical possession and abso­ 
lute control of the properties gave them a great 
advantage. 
This was strikingly manifested 
when, a few months later, they were able to 
give Speyer & Co. important advantages aud 
guarantees to induce them to buy S. P. bonds. 
Colton died suddenly in the prime of life, killed 
by an accident. His wife was on her way lrom 
the E m st, having been summoned by the news of 
his peril. He had been busy, almost to the time 
of his death, as the active manager with the de­ 
fendants of tiicir many large properties. Per­ 
haps as manager he was most active. Necessa­ 
rily his affair» were nt loose ends. liis widow 
was »• »le legatee and executrix of his will. She 
employed Jarboe & Harrison, a prominent firm, 
as attorneys, generally, for ihe estate; but. as to 
her relations with the defendants and the vari­ 
ous corporations under their corn ol, she con­ 
fided in Samuel M. Wilson. All parties agree 
that Wilson is an able lawyer, and that he per­ 
formed the duties he assumed faithfully and 
well. Precisely when he was employed does 
not appear. As early, however, as Jatmarv 15, 
1S79, he w as inquiring of Mr. Charles Crocker 
for plaintiff in regard to her interests. He was 
then substantially informed fully of the diffi­ 
culties in the way ol a settlement. He was told 
of the divicend improperly declared, the large 
indebtedness ot the W. D. Co., the necessity 
that its accounts should be sett led before Col­ 
ton's interest could be known. Also, of the 
charges against Colton, which w ere then, how­ 
ever. undergoing investigation, and were men­ 
tioned as matters of doubt.

In fact the whole case of the defendants may 
be said to have been opened to biin. From 
that day he devoted such time as he could spare 
from other business to this m atter; nnd after the 
adjournment of the Constitutional Convention 
in March he devoted a very large portion of his 
time4o this business, up to the settlement.

Wilson thereby, no doubt, had __ ____ 
Mr. Tevi»’ knowledge of stocks nnd values, lie 
was an able negotiator. lie was known as a 
bold, enetrprising and successful »j>cculalor. lie : 
was intimately acquainted with the railroad», 1 
and was a man of great wealth, abundantly 
able to pick up the burden when Colton had 
dropped it; and carry it along without a-king ¡ 
any favors from the defendants. 
It was some­

At all events, Mr. Tevis 
understood the matter, and Wilson had the ! 
benefit of bis knowledge and judgment, as well 
as his influence and active aid. With Tevis the 
same style of negotiations continued. He merely 
tried to persuade them from their value and in­ 
duce them to be generous, in view of probable 
gains through increase in market values, or to . 
alarm them with prospects of long litigation, 
which would embarrass them and injure the i 
standing of the securities.

That he was thoroughly convinced that she 
could not discharge Colton s obligations and go 
on with the railroad business, and therefore 
must compromise on some terms or become in­ 
solvent.

Nothing e add show 
better than the onerous conditions of this con­ 
tract how difficult it was even iu the Improved 
condition of tlie times t«> sell these securities. 
Also, tiie importance to defendants of an i-.-.rlv 
completion of their projected system oi railw av's 
so as to connect w ith the Eastern svsleiu. And 
how rnucli the value of what they then liad 
depended iiism their ability to go on with 
these schemes: and it illustrates the depend­ 
ence ot nil the values upon the Central i'acifie. 
And lastly, to repeat, it proves conclusively 
that at that time these Southern i'acifie bonds 
hud not a market value of 90 cents, or even 85 
cents on the dollar. 
Of course, the defendants 
never were able to sell ail the securities at the 
rates they had been able to create for some of 
them by carefully nursing and manipulating 
■ he market. In the beginning they hud them 
all. 'llieir coffers were frill of tliem. nnd tlie

their honrls were all sold, it is fair to remember, 
particularly in view ol the guarantee which 
formed part of the consideration of the com­ 
promise, that in a certain sense they were lmt 
their (iv,ii paper.

ble for all the bonds. Of course, if the funds 
were wisely projected aud built, thev muv well 
have been worth much more than the cost ...

There would have l-ecn no »en»e evtn in at­ 
tempting to obtain a settlement with the indi­ 
vidual defendants, or IiisisUinr upon their buy­ 
ing her out, unless he already knew of their 
association and peculiar relations. The whole 
proceeding in regard to the negotiation seems 
absurd it W iison did not know of other relations 
between the parties than the ordinary relations 
ol stockholder- in ihcName corporations. 
And then \\ ils n te.-tities that lie ooked up 
the question of tlie effect the death of a co-ad­ 
venturer would have put upon the right of his 
estate to the fruits of incomplete ventures, his 
contribution being largely personal service. He 
satisfied himself that Colton’s rights were not 
lost because he died before the end of the per­ 
iod for which they had contracted to co operate 
in these enterprises. 
He speaks of the associates as partners—as 
members ot a firm; and Mrs. Colton represents 
him as saying one partner couhl not steal from 
the other. Contract A was in his hand», and of 
course he knew of the pledge of stock and the 
terms, including the right to draw cut a pro­ 
portion as payments should be made on the 
note. Certainly Wilson did know all the facts 
which could evidence a fiduciary relation be­ 
tween the parties. 
There was, however, a misrepresentation in 
regard to the 108 shares of the R. M. C lV 1. Co.’s 
stock to the exteut of 16.H shares, valued at $16,- 
«00. I ara not sure that this matter might not 
be adjusted without interfering with the con­ 
tract of compromise. 
This is the only part of the whole transaction, 
apparently, which the parties supposed they 
were settling on accurate knowledge. 


T H E COMPROMISE NEED NOT RE DISTURBED. 
There arc, I think, some precedents which 
would justify the Court ia rectifying this mis­ 
take without disturbing the compromise in 
either respect; but, at all events, it seems to me 
plain that this is not sufficient to justify a de­ 
cree of cancellation of a compromise of these 
large claims. It is Impossible to find this to 
have been an intentional misstatement. 
In 
most respects the legal effect, if it be only an 
unwarranted assertion of ji fact, which turns 
out not be true, is the same. Still they are not 
in all respects the same. 
An unwarranted assertion, believed to be 
true, though on insufficient grounds, and which 
actually misleads, cannot characterize a trans­ 
action as a deliberate fraud. 
I think the de­ 
fendants believed themselves masters of the 
situation on other grounds, and for this, if not 
for better reasons, disdained tciuísl»: d, deceive 
or conceal. 
The misrepresentation caused a loss to Mr». 
Cotton of $16,s'/O. 
Perhaps her situation was 
such, however, nt the time that Wilson con­ 
cluded that it would do no good if he could sat­ 
isfactorily explain away charges of appropriat­ 
ing $181,000. 
in comparison with these figures the sum in­ 
volved in this unwarranted aVscrtmn is small. 
But I think, on general principles, in a mutter 
of such magnitude as tbis, such a mistake or 
misappropriation would not justify setting aside 
the agreement, especially where, jus here, ex­ 
p md(lure* have been made by the defendants, 
on the fnitli of the agreement, which have m a­ 
terially enhanced the. value of the property in­ 
volved in this litigation. 
The main fact after all was the un fortunate 
time iu which the compromi-c was made, and 
the better times which <• aim so .-ounafterwards. 
Really I can find no other discovery which has 
been made by tl.e plaintiff since the compro­ 
mise, calculated u> show the uufaimeí» of that 
transaction. It seems hard to think Ibid they 
made or might have made s>* much nut of it—m 
soshor: a tim e—pr -fits wliieh posubly she might 
have realized nuild she ha\e he¡d on a lew 
months longer. Concerning this. how< ver, F 
have already said enough. 
The power to cancel « contract is a most ex­ 
traordinary power. It is one which should be 
exercised with gn a. caution— nay, I may say, 
with gn at rolurtance—unless in a clear ease. *A 
too free use of this power would render all busi­ 
ness uncertain, ancf, it has bccu sai*!, make the 
length of a f hanccllor’s foot tlie measure of in­ 
dividual rights. The great**st liberty of making 
contracts is essential to the business interés;* of 
tlie country.

ENDEAVOR. 


Referring to the bintiing over of Mr. 
Stead, the liras* Valley Tidings remarks 
that there have been many good people 
objecting in England to Stead's work. 
They hold that it would have been farbet- 
ter to have left the evil he assailed unmo­ 
lested ; better to have suffered it, than to 
have printed the disclosures he made. 
It 
adds: “ There never yet was an evil of 
gigantic prevalence hut that some good 
people said the same thing when somebody 
tried to uncoverthe iniquity.” 
Very true. 
But that should discourage none who en­ 
gage in any work that is clearly for the 
good of men. 
It is also true, and gcrmain 
to this subject, that no good work was ever 
yet engaged in—to this there is not a soli­ 
tary exception—no matter how unselfishly, 
that there did not arise a fair proportion of 
good people—otherwise—who questioned 
the motives and belittled the purposes of 
the workers. 
No endeavor was ever vet 
made by men that their aims were not the 
subjects of suspicion and antagonism by 
some who should have been co-workers 
witli them. 
If men and women take keen 
intellectual pleasure in public educational 
work's or reforms; if they have broad 
philanthropic sympathy witli plans to ad­ 
vance material prosperity ; if they engage 
in confessedly beneficial schemes to pro­ 
mote knowledge and diffuse information ; 
if they labor to enhance social compensa­ 
tions for the wear and tear of business life; 
if their endeavor is to contribute to the 
intellectual gratifications and the culture 
ot the communities where they live; if 
thev seek to clear from the path of youth 
tiie_ oiista-aes they have themselves en­ 
countered—no matter how lofty their plans 
of action, however disinterested their mo­ 
tives, and however unselfish their labors, 
they will lie by some people misunderstood, 
suspected and misrepresented, whose respect 
and aid they especially desire. These things 
are expected liy all those tvho are not con­ 
tent to be mere mutes and to occupy nega­ 
tive positions in life. There can lie no 
activity without some friction, no progress 
without some opposition, no advancement 
unless some obstacles are overcome, no ttn- 
selti-h endeavor without some misinterpre­ 
tation of it. 
It is best that it should be 
so. It proves the metal of rc.vj workers, 
and develops truth, the economies of life 
and the abilities of men sooner and to 
better purpose than if all were of one mind 
and one purpose. 
Envy, suspicion and 
jealousy are not without their values. 
They are the contrasts by which gener-' 
ositv. philanthropy and love for mankind 
are made the more prominent. 
Mr. Stead 
has done a great, good work, whatever his 
motives, the results have been beneficial 
to his race. 
He can afford to suffer under 
misrepresentation, abuse and the assaults 
of calumny. 
The truth will justify hint, 
and the final judgment of the world wilt 
write him down a reformer worthy the 
thank-offerings of men. 
If he cannot wait 
for posterity Pi do him justice he lacks the 
spirit of which trne reformers are possessed. 
The men and women who take up a good 
work are unfit for its honors if they lav it 
d.nxn because some good jieople object. 
There are always such obstructionists, as 
N'tead has found, and there always will be. 


as all laborers in the field of humanity 
realize. 


THE FBIEND OF IRELAND. 


We have always believed Mr. Glad­ 
stone to he a bettqr friend to Ireland than 
the Irish people have given him credit for. 
lie was wise enough to know that all could 
not he accomplished that should be, at a 
hound. 
He has aimed for that which was 
fairly attainable at the time—on the prin­ 
ciple of the half loaf, indeed. While he 
stands unshaken for the unity of the em­ 
pire and the supremacy of the Crown, 
how else can we consider him than a 
Ilome Ruler, in a limited sense, perhaps, 
when, as the head of the Liberal party, he 
gives expression to such views as these, 
which occur in his address to the electors 
of Midlothian: 
To m aintain the supremac y of the Crown, the 
unity of the empire, ami all the authority of 
i’urham eut necessary for the conservation of 
that uuity, is the first duty of every represent­ 
ative of the people. Subject to this governing 
principle every grant to portions of the coum rv 
of enlarged powers for the m anagem ent of their 
own aliairs is, in my view, not a source of dan­ 
ger, hut a m eans o f averting it, and is in the n a­ 
ture o f a new guarantee for increased cohesion, 
happiness and strength. We have no right to 
expect that the remedial process in hum an af­ 
fairs shall always be greatly shorter than the 
period of m istakes and misgovern men t; ami if 
in the case of Ireland half a century of efforts 
at redress, not always consistent or sustained, 
and following upon long ages fur w hich, as a 
whole, we blush, have still left som ething to lie 
attem pted, we ought not to w ax weary in well­ 
doing, nor rest until eveiT claim w hich justice 
may be fouud to urge shall have bceu satisfied. 
The main question is w iiether it is for tiie inter­ 
est of all the three countries that the thorough 
and enduring harm ony which lias now been 
long established, but only after centuries of 
m ental strife, between England and Scotland, 
should include Ireland also. 
Mv personal an ­ 
swer to the question is th is: I believe history 
and posterity w ill consign to disgrace the nam e 
and memory of even- m an, lie he who he muv, 
and on w hichever side of the channel he may 
dwell, that, having the power to aid in an equi­ 
table settlem ent between Ireland and Great 
Britain, shall use that power not to aid but to 
prevent and retard it. 


O f course this is not all the Parnellites 
demand, hut it is in the direction of what 
they seek, and will place the Tories in a 
quandary to devise expressions that will 
parallel these, and retain to them any of 
the elements o f the Irish party strength in 
in the hour of need. 


WHY IS THE THING PERMITTED? 


The < ¡rass Valley Tidings well remarks 
that a few “ poor devils ” have been from 
time to time arrested and punished in Sun 
1 rancisco for selling lottery tickets, hut 
the newspapers of that city which adver­ 
tise the lotteries are left severely alone. 
And ¡I is a burning shame that this is trne. 
The same papers that preach loudly of the 
crime of selling tickets, in adjoining col­ 
umns advertise and aid in a flaming way 
the very lottery the “ poor devil” repre­ 
sented, who sold the tickets and landed in 
the “ ju g ” for his deed. The law is as 
prohibitive of the one crime as of the 
other. 
But the San Francisco press en­ 
joys immunity from prosecution, while the 
peddler of the tickets in the schemes ad­ 
vertised is made to smart for his offense. 
What have the law officers of the city and 
county of Sail Francisco to say to this 
wanton discrimination? Can it be that 
they have an interest in this bald-faced 
protection of violaters of the law? The 
Penal Code provides that “ every person 
who aids or assists, either by printing, 
writing, advertising, publishing, or other­ 
wise setting up, managing or drawing any 
lottery, or in selling or disposing of anv 
ticket, etc., is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 
The publishing of the list of drawn num­ 
bers in a lottery “ aids” the setting up 
and managing of a lottery company, 
“ assists ” in the fleecing of victims and 
the “ disposing of tickets.” To say that 
such publication is not advertising because 
it relates to a past event is a mere trick of 
words, and a defenseless excuse for violat­ 
ing the law. 


CULTIVATE 
THE 
SMALL 
GR0WEBS. 


It must he clear to any intelligence 
that in all this matter of conserving the 
fruit farming interests of the State, a chief 
thing to be accomplished is to protect 
and advance the small grower. 
What we 
want to do is to encourage the location 
and industry of thousands of such. For 
every one means a home for California, 
more consumers as well as producers; 
more citizens, more material strength, 
more business, more activity, and the 
nearer approach to true greatness for the 
State. The Targe grower is not to lie dis­ 
couraged, except that in every instance 
instead of one farmer or oreharilist or 
vinevardist working thousands of acres, 
and employing hundreds of “ hands” who 
have no permanent interest in the soil, 
and who, as a rule, are not the most in­ 
telligent class, and do not contribute large­ 
ly to the material interests of the State, 
we should prefer many small cultivators, 
each with a family, and fixed interests, 
and contributing directly to the upbuild­ 
ing of the State physically and intellect­ 
ually. 
It is that those most deeply inter­ 
ested in the progress and development of 
the commonwealth desire, and of such are 
the far-sighted commercial men, the oper­ 
ators of railroads, the friends of manu­ 
facturing interests, etc. 
In short, the rea­ 
sons that should move the conservation of 
the interests of small farmers, orcliardists 
and producers generally, are precisely the 
same that move us to oppose the influx of 
the Chinese. 


THE COLTON DECISION. 


\\ e publish this morning the full text 
of the decision of Judge Jackson Temple 
in the celebrated Colton case, involving 
very largely the transactions of the rail­ 
road builders in this State. AVhile the 
decision is extended, it is not more so than 
the importance of the case, and the phe­ 
nomenal length of the trial treated of 
justified. 
The Judge finds the law and 
the facts to he in favor of the defendants. 
There are two things about Judge Temple’s 
decisions that are noteworthy, which will 
secure them a broader reading than is gen­ 
erally given bv laymen to law documents; 
that is, the clearness and simplicity of his 
expression and the ease of his style. 
No 
one can reail his opinions and misappre­ 
hend them, nor is it alisolutely necessary 
■ hat one should be versed in the law to 
understand the text of the Judge. He is 
very simple in his forms of expression, ex­ 
plains in brief but strong language the 
principles involved, and in all ways seeks 
to mase the law of the case comprehensible 
to the non-professional reader. 
His de­ 
cisions are never labored or obscure nor 
his reasoning involved. 
On the contrary, 
lie is a forcible, direct and natural rca- 
soner. 
These elements in his method 
make his decisions open books to the lav 
mind, and clear away all the mists of 
doubt :.nd uncertainty.

Council ot the Congregational 
( burchos of California, at its Berkeley 
session, the other day, passed strong reso­ 
lutions in favor of radical reform in the 
divorce laws of this State, and expressed 
its opinion very flatly of the present Laws 
and the license given under them. This 
is all very well. But declarations hv the 
cart-load are valueless unless fortified bv 
works. The Council calls on all citizens 
to aid it in the reforih of the law ; other 


Church Councils have done the same. But, 
when the Legislature meets, how many of 
the Council, or how many of the constitu­ 
ents it represents, will take off their 
churchly coats and roll up their sleeves and 
go to work to secure the reforms? How 
many of them, prior to that, will exercise 
such influence as they have to secure the 
election of men who will do something 
more than promise? A Ye have come to 
look upon the demands of these church 
organizations—however excellent in theru- 
selve—as only sounding brass. 
If the 
church would work for reform with half 
the vigor with which it denounces evil, it 
might accomplish a great ileal more than 
it does. 
But all such work means the 
touching of pitch. The workers must not 
hesitate to come down into the world and 
use the weapons that come to hand. They 
must, in short, “ take a hand” as do other 
people who labor for legislative results for 
the go<5d of man. 


\\ e have predicted several tim es that the fu­ 
ture would, to the consternation of the spoils­ 
m en of both parties, exhibit two parties vicing 
with each other in claim ing each for itself to be 
tiie best and faithfulest civil service reform 
party. If this shall be so, w hat place will the 
m achine advocates have ? 
So says the Memphis Avalanche in its 
comments u|xin the Republican platform 
in New York, and the attitude of the Pres­ 
ident regarding civil service reform. At 
that time the Avalanche had not foreseen 
the possibility ot the Democracy of New 
York repudiating the President, civil ser­ 
vice reform and all. So its question, 
“ W hat place will the machine advocate 
have?” Ls easily answered—in the Demo­ 
cratic party. Norwill he be-wholly elimi­ 
nated for a long time from the Republican 
party. There is a good-sized host within 
the ranks of that organization that looks 
upon the reform as a wrong to political 
partisans, and a positive outrage upon men 
who labor to plant the standard of party 
principle upon the mount of victory. The 
issue is not, therefore, to be between two 
parties, both protesting that they are 
friends of the reform. On the contrary, 
before another campaign comes on, the 
whole of the Democratic organizations will 
be outspoken enemies of the system. This 
is preferable to the hypocrisy of pretense. 


G e n e r a l F i t z J o h n P o r t e r lias an 
extended article in the Nortli American 
Review on the suppression of mobs. The 
sum and substance of his advice is to check 
a mob at the beginning, to permit no de­ 
lay. A few resolute, stem words, and then 
if there is hesitation anil resistance of 
arrest, powder and bullets should be used. 
This is more merciful, he holds, than to 
temporize, and thus give the mob rein, 
which nearly always results in the loss of 
life, and necessitates the sacrifice of inno­ 
cent persons. 
lie would have all police 
forces drilled for such exigencies, so that 
at a moment’s notice they can act under- 
standinglv and promptly. 
So, too, he 
would have the organized citizen soldiery 
made perfect in riot resistance and disper­ 
sion drill. He refers to the great riot of 
1803 in New York, where the United 
and the State troops failed to quell it, hut 
the police force by its bold, brave, and in­ 
defatigable action suppressed disorder and 
restored peace to the city, and there has 
been no formidable riot there since. The 
result attained in that instance was due to 
a thoroughly drilled organization. 


The Supreme Court of New York, in 
its fifth department, has just decided that 
marriage engagements need not lie in 
writing under the statute of frauds. The 
defendant in a breach of promise suit ob­ 
jected that the alleged contract was not in 
writing, and therefore was void under the 
statute of frauds, as it was not to be per­ 
formed within a year, the time fixed for 
the wedding having been placed eighteen 
months distant. Justice Corbett said that 
it is contrary to every known attribute or 
instinct of human nature to suppose that 
the Legislature intended such contracts to 
be coldly entered into as are agreements 
in writing. Sensible old Justice. 
lie has 
not forgotten the days of wooing, and the 
fact that contracts are the last thing the 
sensible, trusting, loving girl thinks of 
when she whispers yes to the hero of her 
soul and the idol of her love. 


Miss C l e v e l a n d is writing a novel. It 
is just possible that the lady is being led 
into waters beyond her depth by her first 
success—a hook of essays. 
It has rarely 
happened that one who suddenly achieved 
literary distinction ever did so well as in 
the first attempt at writing for public crit- 
ieism. For instance, Mrs. Stowe was never 
able to equal “Uncle Tom’s Cabin ;” Fanny 
Fern’s second series of “Fern Leaves” 
roused no great enthusiasm ; the author of 
“Miss Slimmens’ Window” was known 
chiefly by the title of that admirable satire, 
anil so on through a long list of first suc­ 
cesses. 
It is the man or woman who 
achieves success through many failures or 
after long appealing who keeps on the up 
grade when once started. 


I t is not very long ago that the Marys­ 
ville Appeal would listen to nothing but 
lawsuits and special injunctions as remedies 
for the debris evil. The idea of applying 
to the Federal Government to aid the 
people found small favor in its eyes. Now, 
however, it is convinced that it would he 
a good plan, and in a recent issue it urges 
its City Council to memorialize the De­ 
partment of Justice at Washington for its 
interference, and adds that similar memori­ 
als should be addressed to all branches of 
the Federal Government. 
We congratu­ 
late the Appeal on the increasing breadth 
°f its views. 


T h e time was when what is known as 
the slickens question was viewed in dis­ 
tant portions of the State with indifference, 
if not with contempt. 
But a very different 
sentiment prevails now, thanks to the 
effects of agitation and the education of 
the people on questions of fact. 
For in­ 
stance, the Santa Cruz Sentinel says : 
The jieople of this section of the State begin 
to realize the facts th at there is im m inent dan­ 
ger of destruction to not only the navigation of 
the rivers of the State by the debris from the 
hydraulic m ines, hut th at the bay of San F ran­ 
cisco is also in danger of being destroyed by the 
same evil ttm l is closing the Sacram ento river to 
navigation. 


I f the Federal Government qa n expend, 
justifiably, 83,000,000 upon the rivers at 
Pittsburg, Pa., as it has done—the work 
having just been completed—why is it un­ 
reasonable to ask it to expend $8,000,000 
or $10,000,000 upon the chief navigable 
stream of California, the destruction of 
wliieh is threatened ?

CONGREGATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION. 


P roceed in gs o f th e A n n u al M eetin g w hich 
C losed Y esterday at B erk eley. 
Berkeley, October 9, 1885. 
E ns. R ecord-I nion : The annual meet­ 
ing of the Congregational State .Association 
has been held here this week, commencing 
on Tuesday afternoon and ending this 
afternoon. The attendance has been large, 
the church being well filled at all the 
meetings, and considerable interest has at­ 
tended the various sessions. There were 
some fifty-four ministers, and over one 
hundred lay delegates present, the remain­ 
der of the audience being composed of cor­ 
responding members from other denomi­ 
nations. families of delegates and a large 
attendance of people from the vicinitv. 
At the opening of the Convention ’.I. M. 
Havens, of Alameda, a lay delegate from 
the First Church at Oakland, was elected 
Moderator: Rev. M. Willet, of Santa Cruz, 
Assistant; Rev. W. H. Cross, of Saratoga, 
Scribe, and Rev. 1). I). Bowman, of Eureka. 
Assistant. 
A committee, consisting of 
Revs. George Mooar, I. E. Dwinell, J. H. 
Warren. J. A. Benton. J. K. McLean and 
S. F. Burt'ord, was appointed to prepare the 
fifth edition of the Handbook of the Asso­ 
ciation. 
The Nominating Committee—Revs. E.G. 
Beckwith, W. C. Pond and Mr. I. 1’. Ran­ 
kin—submitted the following nominations, 
which were approved : Devotional Meet­ 
ings—J. H. Strong, I. M. Marty and David 
Booth. On Roll—J. T. Ford, H. E. Jewett 
and I. L. Fogg. Publication of Minutes— 
If. E. Jewett, W. 11. Cross and J. H. 
Warren. 
On Correspondence — S. 
H. 
Willey, I. H. Morse and I’. Coombe. Bills 
and Overtures — J. A. Benton, H. II. 
Wikuff and E. I). Haven. Statistics and 
Narratives—M. E. Jewett, Ü. A. Savage and 
W. M.Searby. 
The Committee upon Publication of 
Minutes of last year reported that only 
about two-thirds of the churches responded 
to assisting in defraying of expenses. 
The reports from the churches, which 
were mostly given verbal, and limited to 
three minutes, were very interesting, and 
showed the majority of churches to be in 
a prosperous condition. Quite large ac­ 
cessions have taken place in many during 
the past year, and nearly all have at least 
sustained their former membership, and 
regard the outlook as very hopeful. One 
of the most interesting reports was that 
front the Church of Armenians at Fresno. 
These people are from the vicinity of 
Mount Ararat and the BJack Sea. They 
came here to get rid of the rapacious Turks, 
and have proved themselves most excellent 
citizens. 
Theirs is entirely a temper­ 
ance colony, 
and 
it has 
thus 
far 
withstood various efforts to introduce 
liquor selling and use in their midst. 
Títere are about 120 persons in the colony. 
They were brought into acceptance of 
Christianity under Congregational mission 
efforts in their native country, and are 
faithful to the belief. 
Rev. Joseph Rowell, from the Committee 
on Temperance, made a report setting forth 
the great evils resulting from the use and 
tratlic in Intoxicating liquors, giving ex­ 
tended statistics. The report, after discus­ 
sion, was adopted, and includes the follow­ 
ing recommendations: 
In every church where 
practicable there 
should be a well organized tem perance society 
holding stated m eetings and working system at­ 
ically toward unanim ity of sentim ent on this 
m atter in the church itself for the cure of evils 
caused by intoxicating drinks and for the sup­ 
pression of the traffic. 
T hat there be a Baud of Hope connected with 
every Sunday school. 
Also, that all pastors, regardless of pew rents, 
etc., m ake it th eir business to inform their peo­ 
ple on this subject in the pulpit and in the 
prayer m eeting, and lastly, let every Christian 
voter vote and pray lor the exclusion of all ven­ 
dors and lovers of strong drink from every office 
of trust or profit, and for the enactm ent and en­ 
forcing of such laws as will tend to suppress the 
liquor traffic. 
The evils and curse entailed upon society 
by our easy divorce laws were considered, 
añil the following resolution adopted with 
a warm and vigorous approval : 
Resolved, T hat we look w ith alarm at the 
growing frequency of divorce in this State lor 
reasons that do not imply the previous absolute 
severance of the m oral bond of m arriage. 
Second—'That we regard tills social tendency 
as, in m any cases, not only injurious to the par­ 
ties them selves, who are thus im properly sepa­ 
rated, but a great wrong to their children. 
Third—That in our judgm ent the evil does not 
stop w ith the blighted families, but has a far 
wider and more dangerous social influence by 
lowering the idea ol the soundness and stability 
ot the family and the home, an institution 
which is at the basis of the social and civil life 
of the State, and the m aintenance of which is 
essential to the progress of true religion. 
Fourth—T hat we invite all citizens who are 
planning and laboring for the welfare of soci­ 
ety to unite w ith us in efforts to secure more 
stringent and salutary divorce legislation in this 
State. 
Among the subjects by the Association 
was the 1‘acitic Theological Seminary and 
Hopkins Academy, which were highly 
commended and indorsed for the excellent 
work done by their Professors. Rev. Dr. 
Holbrook read an able paper upon “ Liber­ 
ality in the Fse of Property for Benevolent 
Purposes.” In connection with the same 
subject, at a subsequent meeting, Dr. Hol­ 
brook led off with $100 in subscription for 
a $2,500 scholarship in the Pacific Theo­ 
logical Seminary. By successfully directed 
effort upon the part of the Moderator— 
Mr. Havens—the $2,500 was soon sub­ 
scribed by the audience, the result to he 
known as the Holbrook scholarship. 
The Congregational paper of the coast— 
The Pacijic—was unanimously commended 
and indorsed for its ability, and generally 
as a religious newspaper. Pledges were 
made, by a rising vote, to endeavor to 
secure increased subscriptions for it. 
The annual meetings of the various mis­ 
sionary societies were held, and highly in­ 
teresting reports and remarks made. The 
ladies held a separate missionary meeting 
in the Episcopal Church on Thursday fore­ 
noon, at which the edifice was well'filled. 
The work of all the missionary societies 
was shown to be prosperous, and'that satis­ 
factory results had been attained. 
The brief form ot church creed for use 
upon admission of members, submitted one 
year ago by the committee previously ap­ 
pointed. was resubmitted by Dr. E. G. 
Beckwith, with brief remarks of entire ap­ 
proval. It is as follows : 
We H ie v e in otic God, infinite and perfect, 
revealed in IDs word as the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Spirit. 
We believe in the atonem ent of Christ, who 
being God, becam e m an, and suffered to take 
away the sin of the world. 
We believe in the renewal of the Holy Spirit, 
and iu the forgiveness of sins, on condition ot 
repentance tow ard God and l'atth toward our 
Lord, Jesus Christ. 
We believe in the Holy Scriptures, given by 
inspiration of God, ami able to m ake us wise 
unto salvation. 
„ 
We believe in the holy Cnristian Church : the 
baptism of w ater; the supper of the Lord : the 
saerednesa of the Lord’s day ; the im m ortality 
of the so u l: the resurrection of the dead, and 
the just recompenses of the world to come. 
After sonic discussion, which became 
quite spirited, it was voted that the report 
be printed in the Pacific, in the minutes of 
♦ lie Association, and in the Handbook. 
An effort to ado]it the recommendation of 
the committee was strenuously opposed by 
some members, 
who were vigorously 
against any curtailing of present forms of 
Confession of Faith, even if such form had 
to be frequently suspended to admit per­ 
sons, who objected so certain portions. 
Dr. McLain, of Oakland, a member of the 
committee, thought, when published, the 
new form should have an introductory re­ 
mark showing its object, but as a compro­ 
mise with those who wish to hold fast to 
old forms, the matter was finally slid 
through upon the simple adoption of the 
motion to publish in the Pacific, minutes 
and Handbook. 
The following churches were regularly 
organized during the past vear, and are 
now entered upon the list of the Associa­ 
tion : Bidwell 
and Cedarville, Nevada 
county : Third Church and Vernon Church, 
Los Angeles ; Olivet Church, San Francis­ 
co; at Tipton, Tulare county; Vacaville, 
Solano county; Ontario, San Bernardino 
county. 
The church at Dutch Flat has become 
extinct, and was dropped from the roll. 
The following ministers were also added 
to the roll of the Association: W. H. 
Daniels, C. J. Hutchins. E. James, I>. 
McCann. A. D. Palmer, John Rea, J. F. 
Tobey, E. B. Tuthill. Spalding Wilter, G. 
E. Freeman, C . \V. Hill. A. Houston, O. G. 
May and \V. W. Scudder, Jr. 
The California Home Mission Society re­ 
elected its former officers, as follows : Rev. 
S. II. Willey, President; Rev. I. E. Dwin­ 
ell, Vice-President; Rev. C. A. Savage. 
Recording Secretary. The members of the 
Executive Committee, whose terms have 
expired, were re-elected ; but a resolution 
was adopted to the effect that hereafter two 
nar members shall be elected each year. 
An interesting meeting ol Sunday-school 
Superintendents was held, at which the 
method of conducting their schools was 
given by each: questions were asked and 
discussions held upon various details men­ 
tioned, and the meeting was in all respects 
a very profitable and practical one. Subse­ 
quently the general subject of Sunday- 
school work was reported upon by Itr. 
Beckwith, Chairman of the permanent 
committee on this branch 
of Church 
work. 
The 
committee 
recommended 
more effective supervision, the attend­ 
ance 
of 
children 
upon 
preaching 
services, and efforts to hold the youth in 
school till manhood and womanhood. The 
reading of the rejior: was followed by ear­ 


nest remarks from several delegates, and 
the committee's recommendations 
and 
j report were adopted. 
The Convention closed this afternoon 
with a fellowship meeting and communion 
service. No place was fixed upon for hold­ 
ing next year’s session of the Association, 
but the preference seemed to be for Wood­ 
land.

PROPOSED FRUIT UNION. 


C ircular Issu ed by th e 
R ecen tly A p ­ 
p oin ted C om m ittee upon P lan . 
The committee appointed at the recent 
Fruit-Growers’ Convention held in San 
Francisco has issued a circular and sent it 
to each oreharilist and vineyardist in the 
State. 
The resolutions under which the com­ 
mittee was appointed were as follows: 
Sesolred, That it is the opinion of the m ajor­ 
ity of your com m ittee that the fruit-growers 
should organize a corporation, confiding the 
m anagem ent of their fruit, for Eastern ship­ 
m ent, to a duly qualified Boanl of Directors of 
said corporation for tiro protection of their 
m utual interests and the disposal of th eir pro­ 
ducts. 
Resolved, T hat the capital stock of said cor­ 
poration shall be 8250,1100, represented by 250,000 
shares of 81 each, and the fruit-growers shall 
have the privilege of subscribing at the rate of 
one siiare of stock for each acre of bearing or­ 
chard anil vineyard of shipping gra]-es, the 
same to be an operative capital fund for m utual 
protective purposes. 
After quoting the above resolutions the 
committee in its circular says: 
After an exhaustive discussion of said plan 
and resolutions, the Convention voted its rati­ 
fication and approval, and appointed a com m it­ 
tee to perfect the details of the organization 
provided in aforesaid resolutions, and, in pur­ 
suance ot such duty .Aliev have to request the 
special attention of each individual producer of 
shipping rruit and grajics throughout Califor­ 
nia to this subject to the end that the m uch de­ 
sired co-operation of all interested tnav not fail 
to tie secured. 
There needs no argum ent to convince anv 
one at all fam iliar witli th e subject that a con­ 
tinuance of the condition of tilings now exist­ 
ing in the fruit and grape-shipping trade seri­ 
ously im perils the future of those interests. On 
tire other hand, a well-considered Co-operative 
Union of all producers (such as is w ithin rea­ 
sonable, easy and certain attainm ent, if only 
the subject be handled iu season, and with a 
wise spirit of m utual consideration and for­ 
bearance), will put a stop to the losses now liv­ 
ing ¡ueurreil. from the indiscrim inate ship­ 
m ents heretofore m ade under tiie disorganiza­ 
tion which now rules. 
Under such Co-operative Union an organiza­ 
tion can lie perfected that will reap profits, in­ 
stead of losses, will furnish assured m arkets for 
all of the fruit product of the State (where much 
of the saíne has this year gone to waste), and 
will place the orchard interest of California on 
its deserved basis of assured and perm anent 
prolit. and m ake possible a continuous, health­ 
ful growth of the interest, to the great benefit of 
the State at large. 
All that is needed to secure these results and 
to m ake the fruit-producing business a perm a­ 
nently satisfactory one in every respect, is that 
the producers come together am i organize so as 
to control the handlingof their own products. 
As there is no question of the capacity of Cali­ 
fornia to produce fruit of the choicest quality in 
almost boundless quantity, so also is it unques­ 
tionable that the fifty m illions of people in the 
United States east of the Rocky m ountains are 
able and willing to consume such fruit if placed 
before them seasonably, in good condition and 
at m oderate prices. 
Your com m ittee feels confident that well-se­ 
lected. good-conditioned fruit and grapes placed 
seasonably on the Eastern m arkets at rates of 
freight m aterially less than tfiose now charged, 
costing sufficiently low to popularize the con­ 
sum ption of the same, would sell readily to an 
extent ten tim es as large as the present sales. 
There is no way to obtain this result except 
by thorough organization and control of the 
business by and in the interests of the pro­ 
ducers. 
There will lie a meeting of theConvention 
and subscribers to the capital stock in the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce in Salt 
Francisco on November 10th. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


The estate of the late ex-Congresstnan 
Clayton is valued at $5.000. 
The manager of a Clay-sircet employment 
office states that where his firm had ten 
applications for laborers at this time last 
year they have one this year. 
The total number of deaths during Sep­ 
tember was 115. Of these, zymotic diseases 
carried off' 00; constitutional. 02; local, 
220: developmental, 39, and violent deaths, 
21. 
The members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, of tliis city, have decided to con­ 
tribute five cents per capita towards the 
erection of a Grant monument at Washing­ 
ton. 
The city is at present swarming with 
hook agents, compelling many household­ 
ers to placard their gateways' with warn­ 
ing notices especially directed to hook 
venders. 
There is a great rush of Chinese for cer­ 
tificates, to allow of their departure on the 
steamer Oceanic, which leaves on the 17th 
iust. It is estimated that 1,300 will take 
passage for China. 
Several liquor men, recognizing that the 
cheapness of wine at wholesale rates is 
sufficient to warrant the sale of good wine 
at less rates a glass than commonly 
charged, have opened saloons in different 
parts of the city, where wine may be had 
at five cents per glass. 
The first week of the work of the special 
delivery system shows the following result: 
Total number of letters delivered, 1,457, or 
an average of 208 per day. Nunber of 
stamps sold, 0.557; average number of men 
employed in delivering the letters, includ­ 
ing those at the stations. 15. 
The order from Washington to coin 
nothing hut five-dollar pieces at 
the 
United States Mint is not proving satis­ 
factory to the San Francisco business com­ 
munity. Sub-Treasurer Brooks on Thurs­ 
day changed $500,000 in twenty-dollar 
pieces for that amount of gold coin in five- 
dollar pieces which brokers desired to get 
rid of. 
Martin Fuller, the victim of May Jack­ 
son s hate, is on a fair way to recovery. 
His physician states that all the burned 
tlesh has sloughed off. and that the wounds 
arc healing as well, if not better titan ex­ 
pected. The burn on the right eyeball lias 
healed over, and is ali right now, and the 
left eye is recovering also. The sight of 
each will be restored. 


E x p l o r in g t h e M o v n p -r c il d e k s W o r k . 
A large Indian mound, n sir the town of 
Cartersville, Ga., has recently been opened 
and examined by a committee of scientists 
sent out f r o m the Smithsonian Institution. 
At some depth from th“ surface» kind of 
vault was found, in which was discovered 
the skeleton of a giant, measuring 7 feet 
and 2 inches. His hair was coarse anil jet 
black, and hung to the waist, the brow 
being ornamented with a copper crown. 
The skeleton was remarkably well pre­ 
served. Near it were also found the bodies 
of several children of various sizes, the re­ 
mains being covered with beads made of 
bone of some kind. Upon removing these, 
the bodies were seen io he inclosed in a 
net-work of straw and reeds, and beneath 
this was a covering of the skin of some ani­ 
mal. On the stones, which covered the 
vault, were carved incripiions, and these, 
when deciphered, will doubtless lift rite 
veil that now shrouds the history of a race 
of giants that at one time, it is supposed, 
inhabited the American continent. The 
relics have been carefully packed and for­ 
warded to the Smithsonian Institute, and 
they are said to be the most interesting 
collection ever found in the United States. 
The explorers are now at work on another 
mound in Bartow county, Georgia.—[Balti­ 
more Herald. 


A G r e a t T h e a t e r .—The large Royal 
Theater at Munich, Germany, is now 
lighted by electricity, the lights used being 
more than 1,400 
Edison 
incandescent 
lamps, each of 16-candle power. The audi­ 
tory is lighted by a central chandelier con­ 
taining 140 lamps, which took the place of 
a luster with 240 gas jets. The different 
galleries are. moreover, illuminated by 84 
lamps, equally distributed in front of the 
boxes. The stage is fitted up with 610 in­ 
candescent lights, while 566 more lamps are 
¡•laced in the dressing-rooms, offices, stor­ 
age rooms, etc. The current is furnished 
by six large Edison dynamos, located in an 
engine-house, placed about 400 feet away 
front the theater, and underground wire's 
are used for the transmission of the cur­ 
rent. In order to avoid the annoyance to 
the eyes of the glaring light, all audience 
lights, as well as those in the halls and re­ 
ception rooms, are encased in glass bulbs, 
the glass of which is rendered opaque by 
applying to it a caustic solution. The latter 
arrangement is much to be commended, 
and forms an important step forward in the 
successful practice of lighting buildings by 
electricity.

W rin k les S cien tifically C onsidered. 
An Italian scientist, M. Mantegazza, has 
recently written a study on the science of 
wrinkles. He believes that a man's history 
can be written from his wrinkles. Enter­ 
ing into a description of the different varie­ 
ties and their meanihgs, lie says that those 
across the forehead are found even in chil­ 
dren who are rickety or idiots. Going in 
the sun with the face insufficiently covered 
brings them on prematurely. But they are 
in every case normal at forty, or even ear­ 
lier. Vertical wrinkles between the eyes 
come quickly to men who study or worry 
themselves. 
Tffiis can readily be imag­ 
ined ; the eyebrows contract naturally when 
in deep thought; grief or worry produces 
the same action, which, when repeated fre­ 
quently, produces a fold in the skin, mark­ 
ing emotion undergone many times. One 
of the rules of the Jesuits was tiiat the eye­ 
brows were not to lie contracted. This was 
excellent from a moral point of view, and 
it was also excellent to prevent wrinkles 
between the eyes. Between these and the 
straight lines on the forehead already men­ 
tioned, come the arched wrinkles of the 
forehead, found above the root of the nose. 
These often tell of long and cruel physical 
suffering, or of still more painful mental 
torture. They arise from a great develop­ 
ment of the vertical wrinkles and the re­ 
sistance of the skin above. The crow's-feet 
mark the fortieth year. They are especially 
detested by ladles, says M. Mantegezza; 
and he forthwith relates an anecdote of a 
lady who succeeded in keeping off' the 
dreaded visitation long after it was due by 
the expedient of using springs to keep the 
skin stretched at night at the corners of the 
eyes. These wrinkles are characterized by 
furrows which diverge from the external 
angles of the eye in all directions, like the 
claws of the bird from which they are 
named. The wrinkles of the nose are less 
frequent and less noticeable, and appear in 
old age. Those which descend front the 
nostrils down each side of the mouth (the 
rides naso labiales) are perhaps the first to 
appear. Tiie reason is simple. These fur­ 
rows are created in laughing or mastica­ 
tion ; a simple smile is sufficient to produce 
them ; so it is not surprising the repetition 
of the commonest acts should soon he 
graven on the face. They are also heredi­ 
tary. M. Mantegazza had them when he 
was 22 years of age. and his children had 
them from their earliest years. The wrinkles 
of the cheeks and chin follow the. oval of 
the face, and are caused by a diminution of 
fatty substance under the skin, which then 
falls into folds. 
The smaller wrinkles 
which form a network in the lower part of 
the cheeks near the ears have the same 
origin, and only appear i i old age. Those 
found in the upper eyelids, and sometimes 
in the lower, which give the eyes an air of 
fatigue, are the results of hard living, grief 
or worry. 


S am u el B ow les a s a u E d ito r. 
From George S. Merriam’s "Study in 
Independent Journalism,” in the October 
“ Century.” we quote the following;: 
The faculty in which Sam Bowles first 
showed eminence was skill in gathering 
news. Said Mr. Bryan, who was added to 
the paper’s force in is,52: " lie and I would 
go into a little restaurant on ■ Sanford 
street, and one and another would drop in 
and exchange a few words, and while we 
were eating our lunch he would pick up 
half a column of news.” Said a friend in 
a neighboring town : “ I would meet him 
on the street, we would chat a few minutes 
about the events of the day. and next 
morning I would find In the paper every­ 
thing 1 had told him.” In the political 
conventions which he attended and report­ 
ed, he was in his native element. He 
buttonholed everybody, and offended no- 
bixly; found out the designs of every 
clique, the doings of every street caucus, 
got at the plans of tiie leaders, the temper 
of the crowd, sensed the whoie situation ; 
and the next morning’s Republican gave a 
better idea of the convention to those who 
staid at home than many of its participants 
had gained. These reporting expeditions 
were full of education to him. 
His mode 
of growth was by absorption. 
Other poo- 
pie were to him sponges, out of which he 
deftly squeezed whatever knowledge they 
could yield. * * * It was commonly 
said that to seek redress (rom the Republi­ 
can did more harm than good. 
This trait 
was partly due to unwillingness to weaken 
the paper's authority by admission of error. 
But it was probably more due to personal 
idiosyncrasy. 
In many ways a most gen­ 
erous man, Mr. Bowles always hated to ad­ 
mit that he had been in the wrong. Some­ 
times he did it—not often—in private life, 
hut in his paper never, when he could help 
it. “ We sometimes discussed this,” said 
Dr. Holland, “and he once said : ‘I sym 
patbize with the Boston editor to whom a 
man came with the complaint. “Your pa­ 
per says I hanged myself, and i want you 
to take it back.” 
"S'a,” said the editor, 
“we're not in the habit of doing that, but 
we will say that the rope broke and vpu 
escaped !” ’ ” But it must be said that this 
fault lies at the door ot a good many pa­ 
lters besides the Republican. It is a charac­ 
teristic sin of journalism—one of the vices 
of irresponsible power.

Harwich's R eport. — The rain-storm 
that was reported in the Retord-Union as 
beginning at Tatoosh Island on Thursday 
evening had extended as far south as Red

The 
barometer at 7 r. m. last night was rising 
from Olympia to Red Bluff, and falling in 
the remaining portions of California, thut 
is. from Sacramento south : westerly winds 
and generally clear weather prevailing 
along the coast.

“ bedrock: ” and if it can be sufficiently 
shattered by blasting at the bottom of a 
bore-liole, all that is really needful will 
have been accomplished. A charge of com­ 
mon black powder is not likely to do this ; 
while on the other hand, so high an explo­ 
sive as dynamite would not be sufficiently 
extensive in its pulverizing action, as is 
shown by the use of so many cartridges in 
one bole by Mr. Lubin. I therefore sug­ 
gested the use of “ Judson powder” in a 
bore-liole of sufficient depth, and the sub­ 
sequent digging of the boles to tbe usual 
depth only. 
In a late communication Mr. Lubin 
states that Judson powder does not do suf­ 
ficient execution m the “ bedrock.” anil 
that giant powder No. 2 seems preferable. 
Tbe kind of explosive to be used to the 
greatest advantage will naturally vary from 
place to place, with the nature of the hard- 
pan, and will have to be ascertained by 
trial—which could best be made before the 
rains set in. But in view of the fact that 
the substratum of the “ bedrock lands ” is 
shown to be actually richer in plant food 
than tbe surface soil; that while in its 
natural condition it not only obstructs 
the passage of the roots mechanically, but 
also injures them by the formation of 
poisonous solutions in consequence of the 
stagnation of water; all of which can be 
relieved by the shattering of the substratum 
by means of judicious blasting, abto giving 
the roots access to abundant moisture; it 
would certainly seem that in favorable lo­ 
cations. where land is available, this mode 
of rendering it available for fruit culture 
deserves most earnest 
consideration. 
Neither the adobe nor the ‘’bedrock” 
should he used in the tilling up of holes 
after planting, any more' than a raw 
subsoil should he turned on the surface in 
other cases. But with-the access of air 
and water to the shattered portion, tlie sub­ 
strata will gradually go through the process 
of soil formation ; and their plant food will 
doubtless become available fast enough to 
insure the wellfare and productiveness of 
an orchard for the usual period. 
Mr. Lubin states, since the issttance of 
the above bulletin, that it is not correct so far 
as the hardpan in vicinity of Mayhew sta­ 
tion is concerned. There he finds that a 
second hardpan, or ” bedrock,” is found 
from six to eight feet below the first one, 
and tiiat there was an entire absence of 
moisture between the two layers. The in­ 
tervening strata is composed of sand and 
loose material, #but carrying no moisture. 
He thinks that in order toderivethe benefit 
anticipated from subterranean flow of 
moisture, it will be necessary to go through 
tbe second hardpan. This, it will be seen 
(and appreciated by the farmer of small 
means) will be a rather expensive proceed 
ing, as preliminary to setting out un orchard 
or vineyard, and unless sale for fruit is 
better assured than now, will be an exeel- 
lent way to sink a small fortune past pos­ 
sibility of recovery. 


The following information, which will 
be of interest to our readers, is given by 
Proftssor Ililgard in Bulletin 44, issued 
from tbe agricultural experiment station 
of tbe State University : 
The high quality of the fruit produced in 
the foothill lands of tlie Sierra is well rec­ 
ognized, and as tinte progresses a large 
proportion of these lands will undoubtedly 
be given to orchards and vineyards. The 
border lands of the great valley lving 
along their foot, that have thus far been 
mostly devoted to wheat-growing, are 
likely to share the same fate, provided the 
expansion of the market for California 
fruits, now forming the subject of much 
anxiety and discussion, shall justify a cor­ 
responding enlargement of the area of 
fruit culture. The soil of these border 
lands varies from a grayish loam of allu­ 
vial character, occupying the lower groutul, 
to a yellow or reddish soil, which usually 
forms low, broad ridges running from the 
foothills proper into the valley; tbe inten­ 
sity of tbe tint increasing as the hills are 
approached, where the prevailing color is 
tlie proverbial “ red ” of the placer mines. 
On the foothills from Butte south to 
Amador the adaptation of the soil to fruit 
and vine culture seems to be little more 
than a question of depth above the bed­ 
rock : although in numerous cases the lat­ 
ter is itself so soft that tlie roots of the 
hardier kinds, such as the vine, fig, olive 
and carob, can without difficulty make 
their way into, and draw both moisture 
and sustenance from it. In the rolling 
border lands of the valley the soil, or rather 
subsoil, is usually of sufficient depth and 
penetrability for all purposes; but to this 
rule there are exceptions, in the local oc­ 
currence of tracts ranging from a few acres 
upwards, where an apparently impene­ 
trable material underlies at depths varying 
Iront one to several feet; and although this 
material i- altogether different from the 
slates underlying tlie foothill lands, the 
fact that it produces the same effect on tlie 
welfare of fruit trees has caused the local 
name of “ bedrock lands ” to be given to 
such lands. 
Referring to samples of soil, subsoil, bed­ 
rock and underlying strata furnished by 
\V. A. Lawson, of Sacramento, and James 
Rutter, of Florin, from near the latter 
place, and by David Lubin, from the vicin­ 
ity of Mayhew Station, I’rofessor Ililgard 
says; 
Although derived from localities several 
miles apart, the two sets agree very closely, 
following arrangement of 
the 
and show 
layers: 
1. Rale orange surface loam, four to 
forty-eight inches thick. 
2. Still brownish adobe, three to twelve 
inches thick. 
3. Brown or whitish hardpan, one to ten 
feet thick. 
4. Brown or white coarse sand, depth not 
known. 
No. 1. tlie loam forming the soil and 
ordinarily tlie subsoil of the region is ap­ 
parently identical in the two localities, and 
is scarcely distinguished from the soils pre­ 
vailing, e. g., near Wheatland, Yuba coun­ 
ty, in a corresponding position ; it also 
agrees very nearly in tbe essentials of 
chemical- composition. 
The brown adobe, No. 2, which forms an 
almost uniform layer over the bedrock 
everywhere, lias evidently been formed out 
of the latter in the course of time by the 
usual process of soil-formation and. as will 
be seen below, the two scarcely differ in 
composition more than might different 
portions of either, from eacli other. 
The “ bedrock ’’ hardpan, No. 3, differs 
somewhat in aspect in the two localities. 
At Mayhew Station it is a yellowish-white, 
almost chalky, uniform mass, covered on 
top by a blackish, smooth, almost shiny 
crust an eighth of an inch thick, manifest­ 
ly formed by the deposition of brown iron 
ore (limonite); it would, alone, effectually 
prevent tlie penetration of roots into the 
hardpan. The latter is quite compact and 
free from grit above, but downward gradu­ 
ally becomes more friable and sandy, and 
finally seeicé to pass into almost pure, 
sharp sand, ;tt times of a strong rusty tint, 
but mostly white. Mr. Lubin states that 
this rock crumbles on exposure to the air. 
At Florin t he “ bedrock ' is less compact, 
of a rusty tint, and instead of the hard, 
shining crust oil the surface, it is penetrated 
in all directions by blackish streaks of the 
iron ore. It seems more nearly ready to 
form the adobtfjhan the material at May­ 
hew. and is more readily penetrated by 
roots, but in general character is very 
nearly alike. 
These differences account forsomc differ­ 
ences in the experience had in this bedrock 
land in regard to the success ot orchard 
trees planted on it. It is stated that they 
llourish for a Í9\v years, varying with the 
depth of the soiL btit about the time that 
the roots reach a 1*1 would need to penetrate 
the hardpan layer, they cease growing and 
often finally dig 
The question arises 
whether this is d»e simply to the impene­ 
trability of the ” Vdrock,” v^ieh prevents 
the roots front ga:i|iing ucccs.ffo a sufficient 
supply of moist we and plant food, or 
whether any injurious ingredients, or other 
conditions, play a tart in the failure of the 
trees.

It is curious to note in tbe above analyses 
that, notwithstanding (he great differences 
in the appearance of the three materials, 
they do not differ widely in most points oi 
their composition. The prominent points 
of difference are that the surface soil con­ 
tains 10 per cent, more of inert matter (fine 
sand) than the other two, but much less 
iron and only a very minute amount of 
phosphoric acid. Tlie latter, however, 
increases very rapidly downward, the adobe 
containing more than twice as much as the 
top soil, and the “ bedrock ” again nearly 
twice as much as the adobe, or four times 
as much as the surface soil. The defi­ 
ciency of tbe phosphoric acid in tlie soil is 
measurably otl’set by the fact that nearly 
all of it (.010 out of .olí*) is in an available 
condition, and hence the deficiency lias not 
been much felt in the past; yet it does 
seem quite important that tlie relatively 
large supply in the lower depths should, if 
possible be rendered accessible to the 
roots of trees. The supply of lime is 
nearly the same in all, and probably ade­ 
quate, although more would tie desirable in 
the stiff adobe. 
It is certain that this desirable downward 
penetration of tree roots is not possible, 
when, as near Mayhew station, they en­ 
counter a hard, polished crust covering a 
solid hardpan of several feet depth; and 
while at Florin the bard crust is less pront- 
inent and the material less solid, yet its 
condition ¡q.ji.-atps a want of drainage 
"3firing the wet saltón, causing tbe forma­ 
tion of iron sohiticls. injurious to tlie root 
tips, exactly as in tie other locality. It is

A Crim e So Shocking th at it Cannot be 
F olly D escribed. 
Yesterday tbe Record-Union announced 
the murder of Samuel and Sarah Kay. an 
aged couple, residents of Folsom for a 
quarter of a century. Since the publication 
of the facts then at hand we have received 
the evidence taken at the Coroner’s in­ 
quest Thursday evening. 
The following jury were sworn by Cor­ 
oner Clark : Chris. L. Ecklon, J.¡ W. Grace, 
Geo. C. Custer, H. C. Law3on, E. A. Jones, 
I. Sonles. Jacob Hyman. J. L. Houx, .las. 
Stanton, A. W. Jurghens, C. Zimmerman 
and Citarles Wiber. 
City Attorney Anderson—acting as Dis­ 
trict Attorney, in the absence of Mr. Buck­ 
ley from the county—made a statement of 
the offices of the jurors, and that for reas­ 
ons of public policy no details would be 
attempted, and that the inquest would be 
confined to the cause of death, age and 
nativity. 
Thomas Burke, a youth of the age of 12 
years, testified to the discovery of the 
murdered couple at 25 minutes past S 
o'clock a. m ., while delivering milk at the 
residence of Mr. Kay. He informed Billy 
Nichols of tlfe discovery. 
Win. Nichols stated t’hat he at once vis­ 
ited the scene, and described the situation 
as lie saw it; that he saw Mrs. Kay dead 
in the wood-shed, and Sam Kay lying on 
the floor with a knife in his neck. * 
John Met ombcr was sworn and said: I 
am Constable of Granite township ; known 
Sam and Sarah Kay for twenty-five years; 
Sam was 04 years of age and Sarah GO 
years; they are natives of England; thev 
were both alive last night; found them 
both murdered this morning at half past 8 
o'clock ; a blow from a hammer caused 
Sam Kay’s death : there was a bowie knife 
stuck 
through 
his 
throat; 
either 
wound would have produced death. A 
lamp was still burning in their bedroom 
this morning at half-past 8. It was on the 
floor near the bed, and near a can of oil, 
which was leaking. The house had been 
ransacked. 
Bureau drawers bad been 
opened and searched, and contents .scat­ 
tered about. Papers had been overhauled 
and put back in a desk The drawers had 
been locked, but the desk bud been forced 
open with a miner’s pick. The safe had 
been broken open, and tbe pick was used 
for that purpose. Don't know of any 
money being taken. 
Don’t think Kay 
was in tbe habit of keeping much money 
in tlie house. Kay has a son—he is a step- 
so_n of Mrs. Kay, aged about 32 years. 
When Itere, resides with his parents. Sam 
Kay was lying with his head east. Mrs. 
Kay was in the woodshed, with her head 
west, and a large pool of blood at her side.

Eugland ; that Sarah Kay was 60 years of 
age, and a native of England. That they 
came to their death violently, on the night 
of October 7th or morning of Octobers, 
IS85, at tbe bands of some person or per­ 
sons to tbe jury unknown, and were 
brutally murdered. That a knife and ham­ 
mer were used tocause tliedeath of Samuel 
Kay, and that the death of Sarah Kay was 
caused by knife wounds—all of which were 
inflicted with intent to commit murder.” 
THE SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY 
Bullies all description. The victims were 
killed upon the same spot, within five 
feet of the kitchen door ot their residence. 
Mrs. Kay had evidently been called to the 
door, and was immediately seized by tlie 
throat and stabbed, as the’blood spot was 
within fifteen inches of the threshold. Her 
throat bears the marks of tlie thumb and 
four fingers of the right hand of tbe assas­ 
sin, while one fatal stab is. in the right 
breast, which caused City Attorney Ander­ 
son to at once conclude thut the murderer 
was left-handed. The marks of the blood 
on the floor showed that she had been then 
dragged by the legs and thrown into the 
woodshed.wliere she was found next morn­ 
ing. It is concluded by the officers that 
she was murdered some time before her 
husband, and that the murderer then com­ 
menced his seaicli for plunder, and went 
into the front part of tlie house, which is 
occupied as a small hardware store. 
ONE OF TIIE PECULIAR FEATURES 
Is the fact that a new hatchet was found in 
every room in the house, where they had 
evidently been placed by tbe assassin. It 
is supposed that after the murder of Mrs. 
Kay, tlie murderer was on the lookout for 
her husband, and when lie heard him com­ 
ing lie took a large rivet ting hammer and 
stood behind the kitchen door, at the very 
spot where Mrs. Kay wasstabbed, and upon 
Kay’s entrance struck him a blow upon the 
right temple with the hammer, crushing 
his skull and producing instant death. The 
City Attorney’s theory of the crime being 
committed by a left-handed r an is here 
again disclosed by the pecuüáj position of 
the body and his entrance in lie kitchen 
door. This theory is sustained by the fact 
that Mrs. Kay must have been removed to 
the woodshei sometime prior to Kay's en­ 
trance as lie could not have entered the 
door unless this was done. The body of 
Kav bears three knife wounds in the abdo­ 
men, and the knife, which is such as is 
known as a Chinese bowie knife, was found 
stuck through his neck, and bore evidence 
of having been driven intj the floor bv a 
hammer. 
THE CONDITION OF THE PREMISES 
Shows that the murderer must have occu­ 
pied several hours between the murder and 
ins departure in searching the house, as 
every conceivable part, from the cellar up, 
had been overhauled. The pick that was 
used in breaking tlie safe was an old one, 
and liad fresh red clay upon it, showing 
tiiat it must lrave been brought some dis­ 
tance. There were spots of blood upon the 
pick, in about the position that the thumb 
of tlie left, band would make. The papers 
of Sam Kay were kept in an old metallic 
vessel with movable cover, and disclosed 
otilv slight displacement, the principal 
bundle not being disturbed. In tbe bed­ 
room of Mr. and Mrs. Kay was found a 
lighted lamp placed near a can of rubber 
paint with the stbpper out. and the floor 
and portions of the bedding were saturated 
with oil. it is presumed that this was 
intended to set fire to the bouse, but just 
how it was to be consummated is not clear. 
There was a small piece of candle on the 
dinner-table. 
ANOTHER SINGULAR FEATURE 
Was the fact that a small pocket-knife, 
with buckliorn handle, was found on the 
floor of the dining-room, with marks of 
jelly upon tlie point. A further investiga­ 
tion showed a glass of jelly which hail been 
opened with a knife, and partially eaten, 
which it is thought was done by the mur­ 
derer after the commission of the crime. 
While all the rooms were ransacked, it was 
discovered that Mr. Kay’s gold watch and 
chain were hanging in their accustomed 
place at the head of his bed, in plain view, 
unmolested. There ate various theories of 
the crime. One, that the son of Mr. Kay, 
who had a quarrel recently with his father, 
came home in the evening and murdered 
his father and stepmother in order to se­ 
cure the will that he supposed was in the 
house, and destroy’ it, thus securing the in­ 
heritance, and that the search among the 
papers discloses this intent. Some of the 
citizens seem to think this theory strength­ 
ened by the fact that there were found two 
blankets and a valise, which they think the 
stepmother intended to give him, and get 
him away before his father came home that 
night. 
ANOTHER THEORY" 
Is that the work was that of a desperate 
ex-convict, who thought that there must 
be considerable money in the house, and 
who was familiar with tbe habits of Kay 
and his wife. Still another, that tbe whole 
affair is tbe work of Chinamen, who live 
near tlie residence of deceased, and who 
have bad frequent trouble with him. 
There is some shadow given to this from 
tbe fact that the knife was of Chinese man­ 
ufacture, but the sheath was of tiie ordi­ 
nary class used for dirks and bowie-knives 
found in storc-s. Some seem to think that 
there are evidences of revenge, as well as 
plunder and to obtain certain pa¡iers that 
i were thought to be in the possession of 
Kay, bv certain parties with whom Kav 
lias hatl difficulties 111 the past. But ail 
these arc mere vaporings, without any 
positive foundation, and time only wifi 
disclose the real perpetrators of this hor­ 
rible crime. 
THE WILL. 
There are some singular complications 
which may now arise concerning the hist 
will and testament of Samuel Kav. The 
document was made in February, 1' -3. and 
wa3 deposited by him with Jacob Hyman, 
a Folsom merchant. Yesterday the will 
was tiled in the Probate Court '/or future 
action in probate. It seems, that this will

It is claimed that 
FRANKS THREATENED GEORGE'S LIFE 
The last time be was in the city, and since 
was heard to say, “ George got tlie best of 
me tiiis time, but I will get him yet.” It is 
said that Franks has never denied that lie 
had the pistol. 
At 10 a. m. yesterday George's cose was 
called before Justice A. K. Robinson, of 
Roseville. The District Attorney of Placer 
county appeared for tlie people and E. 1. 

With consent of 
both parties the case was set for examina­

ingly.” 
FRANKS' STATEMENT. 
Officer Franks, who went up to Roseville 
Thursday afternoon to see his brother, re­ 
turned late that night. He states that his 
brother told him that lie had a pistol at the 
time of meeting George—had borrowed it 
from a neighbor. That George and Mrs. 
Franks drove up in a buggy, stopped 30 or 
40 yards from the gate and talked a minute 
or so, then drove to the gate and Mrs. 
Franks got out of the vehicle. Franks ad­ 
vanced and told George, “ Don’t you dare 
enter this house!” George responded, “I’ll 
go in wlun I ----- please.” Franks said. 
“ Don’t you do ii, for if you do—” He had 
got that far, extending his hand toward 
George, gesticulating, when the latter raised 
his gun and tired. Franks claims that he 
had 110 idea of shooting or being shot at 
that moment. They were about twelve 
feet apart. After the shot be put his hand 
behind him and took the pistol front the 
back pocket of liis punts, but his hand 
hurt so badly that lie could not hold the 
weapon, and dropped it. It is thought 
that Franks’ right thumb wiil have to be 
amputated. The other wounds are not 
considered fatal.

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OBSERVATIONS IN MEXICO. 


R elic* 
o f 
F o rm e r 
A ges — C iv ilizatio n , 
A rts a n d o th e r O b je c ts o f In te re s t. 
A correspondent of the Galveston JVeics 
say s: 
In the City of Mexico the honses are 
stone built, some of them prettily orna­ 
mented, and the streets are wide, but with 
narrow sidewalks. The latter are crowded 
with bare-footed Indians, running at a dog 
trot, with burdens on tin ir backs, ranging 
from a basket ot vegetables to a three-slorv 
hencoop, and strapped to their foreheads. 
The fbreigner, yet unacquainted with the 
customs of the country, finds him seif in 
constant collision with these cotton-clad 
fast-trotters, and soon learns that he must 
pass people by turning to the left instead of 
to the right. The houses are generally of 
the Spanish style of architecture, with in ­ 
closed, stone-paved patios {court yards) and 
barred windows, and, on the principal 
streets, are all constructed according to the 
most strict architectural rules. The foun­ 
dations of the city were laid by Cortes, 
whose descendants still own the finest 
dwellings, and, whatever C’ortes did, from 
building a house to building an empire, he 
did it \xell. W’t will first visit the great 
public square, which contains fifteen acres, 
paved with stone. The western side of this 
square is occupied by a row of high, sub­ 
stantial houses, the lower stores tenanted 
by leading m erchants; the upper project­ 
ing the width of the sidewalks. These 
houses, though very substantial and good 
as new, expose lines of antiquity on their 
faces. 
In fact, most of them were built by 
Cortes, who, with an eye to business, select­ 
ed the choice places for him self and de­ 
scendants. The President’s palace covers 
the entire eastern side of this square. It 
stands on the site of the palace of Monte­ 
zuma, was formerly' the palace of the vice­ 
roys, and is an immense incongruous mass 
of masonry, 675 feet long, 360 wide and 
three stories (a Mexican story measures 
twenty feet high), the whole with dispropor­ 
tionately small windows in profusion, "and 
parapet walls running the entire length of 
the building. Only a sm all portion of the 
building is used as the President's resi­ 
dence. for all the public oifices are here, 
including the Treasury. Ministers of War, 
Finance, Foreign Relations. Justice, Bo­ 
tanical Garden, Museum, etc. The Em­ 
bassador's ball is 300 feet long by 30 feet 
wide, with a throne at the southern end for 
the President and his Cabinet, and contains 
some valuable pictures of Mexican heroes, 
among others Hidalgo, Morales, Juarez and 
Diaz. On the ground floor you are shown 
M aximilian’s state carriage. The body of 
the vehicle is painted red, the wheels gilt, 
and the interior lined with white silk bro­ 
cade, trimmed with heavy silk thread. The 
museum i> well worth a visit. Here are 
displayed Maximilian’s silver service and 
all sorts of relics of more sacred memory to 
the Mexicans, while several rooms are 
filled with specimens of Mexican woods, 
minerals, stuffed animals, fishes, birds and 
bugs, arranged in perfect order. One can 
spend some time with profitand interest in 
examining the museum. 
In the interior of 
the court yard is the sacrificial stone twen­ 
ty-seven i'eet in circumference and three 
feet thick, which was found near the site of 
the flatbed ral, December 17,'1791. 
This stone points to ail that ¡3 incompre­ 
hensible in the early history of Mexico— 
the existence of loathsome, Ulood-eurdling 
sacrifice alongside of a degree of enlighten­ 
ment and a system of government that be­ 
wildered the conquering Cortes. The stone 
stood in tire temple of the Aztec war god— 
the present cathedral now occupies the 
ground—in which thousands of the young- 
es: and loveliest of the Mexican population 
were annually sacrificed. At the dedica­ 
tion of the temple in 1486, upward of (¡0,000 
captives were killed before the shrine, and 
the companions of < 'oríes (so Prescott says) 
counted 136,000 skulls in one of the sacrifi­ 
cial buildings. This war gou, this terrible 
old alcalde, on whose reeking altars women 
were offered as well as men, bore the un­ 
pronounceable name of Hoitzilopotchli, 
which of itself is almost sufficient to make 
one's hair stand on end. But this was not 
the only god to be propitiated. 
In dry sea­ 
sons young children, decked in the flowers 
of spring, their screams drowned in the 
wild chants of the priests, were sacrificed 
to propitiate Tlatoc, the god of rain. .Satu­ 
rated with such bloody observances the 
difficulty' of introducing Christianity must 
have been superhuman to any effort short 
of the most extraordinary zeal with extra­ 
ordinary backing, such as was afforded by- 
the indomitable hero, Cortes. 
W hat is 
perhaps tiie strangest of all in connection 
with the dark side of Aztec worship is the 
almost Christian beliefs that were held. 
They recognized a Supreme Being whom 
they addressed as the sou! of purity and 
perfection. They baptized their children 
with ritualistic solemnity, held that the 
world was once drowned, two persons alone 
escaping: believed that a woman, which 
they depicted with a serpent near her, 
brought sin and ail our woe into the world, 
and that a white man named Quetzalcoatl 
visited their empire a long tim e ago, and. 
after preaching morality, peace and good 
will, left with a promise to return. The 
belief in this promise was at first favorable 
to the invasion of Cortes, who was hailed 
by the Seventh-day Adventists as Quetzal- 
coatl, the usher of the millennium . W heth­ 
er or not this was made to form the ground­ 
work of the Book of Mormon, which goes 
on to say that the Savior after the crucifix­

There are a great many opinions as to 
the best way ot making a sk in stand on tat 
the back, and steels are tabooed.

out square, aud they are covered with 
satin, so that the material, whatever the 
skirt may be, does not adhere to it. The 
same remarks apply to evening dresses, hut 
the measurements are different. 
A ¿rood 
length would be 62 inches long at the Lack 
an«i 46 in front, the front breadth in this 
case also 25 incites, straight; as to width, 
the front 14 inches at the top and 25 at the 
bottom ; the front gores 10 at the top and 
17 at the bottom ; the back 4 at the top and 
9 at the bottom. In making up skirts, be 
sure to have the lower part so lined up that 
it is still and firm ; there should always 
be a kitting or plaiting qnite at the edge, 
to throw it out, not necessarily to show. 
If you want a really useful washing dress, 
not always in the wáshtub, choose a dark 
blue lin en ; you can make it very siinplv at 
home, with kilts or box plaits from 'the 
w aist; a short drapery in front, and a full, 
plain train pi see at the hack, the bodice 
full back and front, a belt and buckle at 
the waist. One grand secret, it would seem 
to me, of dress, is tri tuneas. W ith a general 
pervading neatness in every detail,; there 
is often better style than with rich m ate­ 
rials. 
Linen collars of the all-round type are 
being worn once more by English -women ; 
and I notice that with the high straight 
collars now worn, attached to the dress, a 


Baby-In cu ba tor. 
In a recent num ber of I.c Genic Civil, Dr. 
Hector George gives an account of the more 
recent experiments with an apparatus, the 
original example of which was first exhib­ 
ited ,vith the chieken-hatcher at the Agri­ 
cultural Fair in Paris, in 18S0. and which 
has been in use since that tim e in the Ma­ 
ternity’ Hospital, in Paris, with singularly 
good results. The construction is very 
simple, the whole affair consisting simply 
of a double box placed on a stand. Two 
panes of glass form the top of the upper 
box. in which is placed the babv in its 
cradle; and in the lower box is placed a 
vessel of hot water. There are openings 
between the upper and lower boxes, and 
also in the bottom of the lower box and the 
top of the upper one. Air from the room 
enters the lower opening, and is warmed 
by contact with the bot-water reservoir, 
and rises to the tipper box, from which it 
escapes through the opening in the top. 
The child is thus constantly bathed m 
a 
warm, 
fresh, 
moist 
atmosphere, 
which 
is 
kept 
at 
a 
temperature 
of 86° to 90° Fahrenheit, as shown by a 
thermometer hung in the upper box,’ by 
adding hot water to that in the reservoir. 
Every two hours the child is taken out to 
be nursed and changed, and then is re­ 
placed in its box. The influence of the 
still, moist, warm atmosphere on feeble 
infants seems to be very favorable, and the 
apparatus is devoted, in the hospitals, to 
encouraging the development of puny or 
prematurely-born children. Tiie average 
weight of healthy children, born at the 
usual time, is said to be nine and one-balf 
pounds. Those that weigh less than rive 
pounds at birth are classed by themselves, 
as feeble and unlikely to live, the mortality 
in this class in maternity hospitals being 
generally 65 or 66 per cent. 
W ith the help 
of the baby incubator this percentage ap­ 
pears to be reversed, sixty-two out of 
ninety-three prematurely-born 
children 
brought up in it having passed the critical 
period in safety. 


T i i e G r e a t C a n a l s o f 
t h e W o r l d .— 
The Im perial Canal of China is over 1,000 
miles long. In the year 1861 was com 
pleted the greatest undertaking of the kind 
on the European continent—the canal of 
Languedec, or the canal of Midi, to con­ 
nect the Atlantic with the Mediterranean ; 
ifs length is 458 miles, it has more than 100 
locks and about 50 aqueducts, and its high­ 
est part is no less than 600 feet above the 
sea; it is navigable for vessels of upward 
of 600 tons. 
The largest ship canal in 
Europe is the Great North Holland Canal, 
completed in 1825—125 feet wide at the 
water surface, 31 feet wide at the bottom, 
and has a depth of 20 feet; it extends from 
Amsterdam to the Helder, 51 miles. The 
Caledonia Canal, in Scotland, has a total 
length of 60 miles, including three lakes. 
The Suez Canal is 88 miles long, of which 
66 miles are actual canal. The Erie Canal 
is 350* miles long; the Ohio Canal, Cleve­ 
land to Portsmouth, 332; the Mai mi and 
Erie, Cincinnati to Toledo, 291; the W a­ 
bash and Erie, Evansville to the Ohio line, 
374.

The boys turn out as tramps, or 
if earning meager support, continue on an 
inferior intellectual grade, comprising hu­ 
manity's wastes, since nothing they do 
benefits society. Contrast their lot with 
that of the student girlaud draw coniinon- 
sense conclusions.

PREJUDICE AGAINST MARRIAGE 
B y m en only ? If the girls remained single 
. through choice, in what way have they 
been influenced thereto by their superior 
educational 
opportunities? 
Should ex­ 
tended observation show that education 
generally disinclines to marriage, female 
colleges would soon fall from favor with 
women themselves, except among those 
who attend with a view of utilizing their 
education for the practical purpose o f self­ 
support. 
As far as men are concerned, 
there probabl.. will never he a tim e when 
they w ill seek helpmeets from a mental 
standard, knowing that their wives will 
equal if not exceed them in knowledge. 
Though men expect all possible power in 
domestic administration, a power in which 
they never acknowledge as requiring talent 
equal to that applied in their own affairs, 
they want tills talent kept in the back­ 
ground and headed by a real or apparent 
helpless m entality that shall bow down 
before theirs as the superior judgment in 
all conditions. They do not reason it out, 
but they unconsciously recognize as a fact 
that when a woman's mind has been for 
years trained to observing causes, to reflect­ 
ing upon events, to deducting therefrom 
conclusions, to formulating opinions, that 
she is hound to possess originality which 
she will strive to maintain whatever may 
he his effort to bury licr ideas by his at­ 
tempted control. 
Many men want to 


RULE THE DOMESTIC ROAST, 
To he looked up to as superior beings, and 
aire, with good cause, afraid to tackle girls 
whom they know are quite equal in hoeing 
their own intellectual row. A ny girl who 
possesses sufficient individuality to make 
any man afraid of her, should thank her 
stars for it, and be equally “ afraid” to 
trust to him for that companionship which 
is the only foundation for a happv mar­ 
riage. 
It is, however, more than probable that 
these maidens are such from choice. Look­ 
ing over history, we will sec that it is only 
in those nations where women are kept in 
utter ignorance, in new countries where 
the social standard 
is 
necessarily low 
through absence o f civilized advantages, 
and am ong effeminate races, that the cus­ 
tom exists o f marrying girls w hile very 
young. 
In India girls have customarily 
become wives at 11 years o f age; hut of 
those who have w ithin the last decade been 
given educational advantages, their aver- 


divorces am ong them were exceptional 
cases. 
This fact seeins to carry out the previous 
assertion, that they would marry only after 
well weighing the subject; having passed 
youth's impulsiveness, they evidently de­ 
termined to abide results for better or 
worse. Either they made more congenial 
selections than 
girls 
with 
unschooled 
minds, or education has so strengthened 
their reasoning facilities that they seek ex­ 
planations and find mitigating circum­ 
stances which they are able to conciliate, 
rather than aggravate, after the usual man­ 
ner of separations. 
Having had tim e to 
benefit by observing experiences o f others, 
they probably know better than green 
young girls how to

Profess .r Turner, of Edinburgh, in giv­ 
ing an account of the Sowerby’s whale 
Miso/ilo-lon óú/' /o i recently obtained from 
the Shetland Islands, called particular at­ 
tention to the great com plexity presented 
by tlie stomach, which indicated by its 
contents that the anim al fed upon fish. 
Last spring ice in the Atlantic ocean 
enetrated very far to the south and east 
in consequence of continuous northerly 
and northwesterly gales, and several iei- 
bergs occurred even in the Gulf Stream. 
From extensive observation it is asserted 
that the first recession northward of A t­ 
lantic ice is toward the end o f June, and 
that it remains longest between the Banks 
and the east coast of Newfoundland.

U npleasant N eighbors in Q ueensland. 
finrrold Finch-Hatton, in his new book, 
In Queensland,” tells of some ot the pleas­ 
ant things diversifying life in the colony : 
The scrub, as the forests of Queensland are 
called, is beautiful; but “ the monotony of 
the endless timber is appalling, and it is 
easy to realize terrible madness that so 
often comes over those who get lost in the 
bush. 
The only eh ngeis from white gum 
trees on the fiats to black iron barks on (he 
ridges, and one ridge and one fiat is so like 
another to an inexperienced eye that it 
seems incredible that any one can ever find 
tlie way about.” 
The author went to his 
brother's cattle station and was put into a 
“ slab hut,” “ through the spaces of which, 
as he lay in bed, lie commanded atine view 
of the surrounding country, while when it 
rained five little streamlets o f water de­ 
scended on his bed.” 
On going to bed he 
found a huge snake coiled up in it, which 
turned out, luckiiy, to be a tame one be­ 
longing to his brother’s partner. 
But in 
Queensland “ there are five deadly kinds,” 
one eight or nine feet long; “ but by far 
the worst is the death adder. 
It has this 
peculiarity : it does not attempt to move 
out of anybody’s way, but lies quite still 
until it is touched, when it fastens with a 
spring upon its victim. I have never known 
a well-authenticated instance of recovery 
from it, except in the case of one Under­ 
wood. who used to let any snake bite him. 
and by means of antidote never suffered 
harm. The Victorian Government foolishly 
refused to give hint £10,000 for his secret, 
and as he one day let a snake bite hint 
when he was drunk, and had forgotten 
where he had put his antidote, this all val­ 
uable secret died with him . Then there 
are other cheerful beasts. 
“ A sm all black 
spider, about the size of a large pea, with a 
brilliant crimson mark upon its hack, fre­ 
quently takes tip its abode in an inhabited 
house, and does not wait to be provoked be­ 
fore attacking. 
Death is by no means an 
uncommon result, but more" frequently the 
victim becomes hopelessly insane, or is 
paralyzed.” 
And títere are centipedes and 
scorpions, and the “ real pests of the bush,” 
worse than mosquitoes, the flies. 
Then 
there are the blacks, who, “ even when half 
tame in the settled districts, cannot resist 
the temptation of spearing a traveler.” to 
say nothing o f lifting the cattle. Mr. Finch- 
Hatton’s partner was digging one dav in 
the garden. 
Suddenly he became aware 
that haif 
a dozen of these “ m yalls,” as 
they are called, were creeping" at him 
through the grass, armed with spears and 
boomerangs. 
H e waited until they got 
about fifty yards off, and then, as they 
stood up, ready to sling their spears at him, 
he suddenly pointed his spade at them like 
a gun. 
Two warriors fell flat down on the 
spot front sheer fright, upsetting a third 
who was just about starting to flee. 
Two 
of the remaining then tried to run dw ayso 
fast that they hardly made any progress at 
all, and the last one, while spattering a 
Parthian glance at the object o f terror in 
his rear, ran with awful violence against a 
gigantic gum tree.”

Several girls from this city have been 
students in Vassar College. T hat institu" 
tion is attended by girls from all grades of 
wealth, turns out graduates who are sup­ 
posed to represent the highest standard of 
female intellectuality in these days, and is 
probably more widely known than any 
school for women in America. Two years 
ago its faculty published a full, long list of 
its alumna-. An Eastern journalist inter­ 
ested in social science topics proceeded to 
ascertain what effect education had made 
upon their after-school life, by mailing to 
every one a set of printed (questions. Near­ 
ly seven-eighths of the circulars returned 
filled out, the missing ones being accounted 
for on the hypothesis of not having reached 
their intended destination through change 
of nam e and address. 
The most startling 
discovery from statistics returned, is that 
only about onc-fifth of those answering had 
married. The question will now naturally 
arise as to why this is thus, that so large a 
proportion 
of accomplished, intelligent 
women remain single, when domesticity is 
their natural destiny. 
Is it because', as 
newspapers frequently state, that men find­ 
ing equal comfort and less care in club life, 
are becoming more and more averse to 
marriage? W hat reason has any one to 
assume that such conditions exist as a re­ 
sult of 
PREJUDICE AGAINST MARRIAGE 
By men only ? If the girls remained single 
through choice, in what way have they 
been influenced thereto by their superior 
educational opportunities? 
Should ex­ 
tended observation show that education 
generally disinclines to marriage, female 
colleges would soon fall from favor with 
Avomen themselves, except among those 
who attend with a view of utilizing their 
education for the practical purpose of self­ 
support. As far as men are concerned, 
there probably will never be a time when 
they will seek helpmeets from a mental 
standard, knowing that their wives will 
equal if not exceed them in knowledge. 
Though men expect all possible power in 
domestic administration, a power in which 
they never acknowledge as requiring talent 
equal to that applied in their own affairs, 
they want this talent kept in the back­ 
ground and headed by a real or apparent 
helpless mentality that shall how down 
before theirs as the superior judgm ent in 
all conditions. They do not reason it out, 
hut they unconsciously recognize as a fact 
that when a woman’s mind has been for 
years trained to observing causes, to reflect­ 
ing upon events, to deducting therefrom 
conclusions, to formulating opinions, that 
she is bound to possess originality which 
she will strive to maintain whatever may 
he his effort to bury her ideas by his at­ 
tempted control. Many men want to 


RULE THE DOMESTIC ROAST, 
To be looked up to as superior beings, and 
are. witli good cause, afraid to tackle girls 
whom they know are quite equal in hoeing 
their own intellectual row. Any girl who 
possesses sufficient individuality to make 
any man afraid of her, should thank her 
stars for it, and he equally “ afraid” to 
trust to him for that companionship which 
is the only foundation for a bappv m ar­ 
riage. 
It is, however, more than probable that 
these maidens are such from choice. Look­ 
ing over history, we will see that it is only 
in those nations where women are kept in 
utter ignorance, in new countries where 
the social standard 
is 
necessarily low 
through absence of civilized advantages, 
and among effeminate races, that the cus­ 
tom exists of m arrying girls while Aerv 
young. In India girls have customarily 
become wives at 11 years of age; hut of 
those who have within tin- last decade been 
given educational advantages, tlieir aver­ 
age nas advanced to 11 for marrying. One 
reason is that when girls are busy with 
hooks, having their minds interested in 
some regular pursuit, witli a tangible ob­ 
ject in view, Satan has no tim e to find some 
mischief still for idle hands to do. Her 
studies keep a college girl busy until at ill 
to :’J she holds the coveted diploma. In 
school her reflective faculties have been 
coiirtejitly exercised. 
She has become

• ! to -fWgliing considerations on 
every subject 
presented, 
to following 
courses of reasoning and to question what 
results will follow from specified acts. 
Owing to this training, she is, on entering 
the world, not likely to lie 


OVERCOME BY NEW EMOTIONS, 
But will take any im portant step only after 
cool deliberation as to jrrv and con. If she 
has home or property, she will want to rest 
awhile from school work and see some­ 
thing of life before assuming domestic 
cares. 
By the tim e she is rested she real­ 
izes that her education will earn her living, 
and decides not to marry, unless for real 
companionship or unusual social advan­ 
tages, and that she can afford to wait until 
opportunities appear suited to her taste. If 
she is poor ami m ust at once begin sup­ 
porting herself, she finds that school train­ 
ing rouses an ambition to best possible em­ 
ployment of her abilities, and soon sees 
that by her work it is possible for her to at­ 
tain happiness and independence without 
a husband's espionage. The more she ob­ 
serves the devices which most wives are 
compelled to employ to get money for their 
domestic uses, the more she thanks kind 
fortune that she can earn and use her own 
means without having to beg or account for 
anything, and is consequently disinclined 
to marriage. 
The day has come when women are no 
longer sneered at for being old maids. The 
many avenues of labor constantly opening 
to them, the heartiness with which they 
are welcomed into professional pursuits, 
has largely decreased the num ber of those 
who marry only because they must he 
supported. The world no longer ostracizes 
a single woman on the supposition of her 
being so disagreeable that no man would 
have her. It recognizes that women work­ 
ers are generally ringle from preference, 
when it sees that their independence pre­ 
serves in them an attractive appearance and 
youthful, girlish ways, far past a time pos 
sible to overworked mothers. Public opin­ 
ion adverse to celibacy drove countless 
thousands into marriages of misery, hut 
the 
OLD MAID IS HAVING HER DAY, 
And a merrv heyday it is, for with one 
hand she snaps her lingers under the noses 
of club men and holds on with the other 
hand to her purse, which, if not full, lias 
at least a cheerful jingle. Support is the 
least consideration of her lot. She is not 
now an old maid, but a girl, even if she is 
■ 40 years old. and is accorded privileges that 
weie hers while in her teens, with others 
added. She may attend amusements, take 
journeys, come or go where her means 
allow or taste leads, and though she may 
miss something in agreeable company, her 
course is perfectly proper without n-.ale 
escort. 
The entire topic may be summed up 
in this : The more schooling girls get, the 
less likely they are to make early, conse­ 
quently foolish, marriages. Every nation 
that advances in social ethics, every class 
where culture attains strong sway, lend to 
late marriages both practice and approval. 
In them thoughtful people see the only 
hope of the world’s salvation from certain 
undesirable conditions of existing modern 
life. 
Inventions are continually increasing 
whereby a combination of cams and cogs 
contracts the work of twenty men to one 
man. 
Machines seem anim ated witli that 
living intellect which created them, while 
they perform not only physical bnt m ental 
labor so perfectly as to be almost startling. 
Nothing can stop the hum an mind in this 
era it has just begun of applying Nature's 
newly-discovered forces ’ to 
mechanics. 
Time is reduced to such a m inim um that 
every year there is less work obtainable 
and ¡¿ore difficulty in earning a living. 
W hat arc the people going to d o ? The 
educated girls are answering, by example, 
that question. They are first improving 
themselves, then by deferring their m ar­ 
riages to late years. improving the quality 
of their offsprings at the expense of quan­ 
tity. 
People can certainly have in their 
households brighter specimens of hum an­ 
ity when all the money, care, education 
and business outfitting necessary thereto is 
concentrated upon a few children, rather 
than diffused among a large family. Not 
progeny alone would be 


GAINERS BY LATE MARRIAGES. 
Small families would so decrease parents’ 
hardens that they might have time to 
improve themselves, to keep up with the 
timos, to rem ain companions for and to 


cultivate their children's affections, instead 
*of being obliged to constant toil in order 
to supply physical wants up to a time 
when the youngsters can branch oil by 
themselves, having, through lack of asso­ 
ciation or training, become indifferent to 
their parents just when failing faculties 
most deserve youthful sympathy and sup­ 
port. 
It is notably true that people who are 
too poor to have time for study, sometimes 
too ignorant for observing effects, are the 
ones who. being of all least prepared to 
sustain them , are surrounded by largest 
num ber of children. The parents having 
no means, the children l ave little time to 
attend school, and are rarely put to work, 
growing up catch-as-catch-can, coming to 
maturity without trained abilities for earn­ 
ing a livelihood; the girls marry off early 
for support and perpetuate their undesira­ 
ble kind. The boys turn out as tramps, or 
if earning meager support, continue on an 
inferior intellectual grade, comprising h u ­ 
m anity's wastes, since nothing they do 
benefits society. Contrast their lot with 
that of the student girl and draw cotninon- 
sense conclusions. 
A nother remarkable discovery resulting 
from this Vassal investigation was that 
though not only Vassar. but other college 
girls, had married later in life than usual, 
divorces among them were exceptional 
cases. 
This fact seems to carry out the previous 
assertion, that they would marry only after 
well weighing the subject; having passed 
youth’s impulsiveness, they evidently de­ 
termined to abide results for better or 
worse. Either they made more congenial 
selections than 
girls 
with unschooled 
minds, or education has so strengthened 
their reasoning facilities that they seek ex­ 
planations and find mitigating circum­ 
stances which they are able to conciliate, 
rather than aggravate, after the usual man­ 
ner of separations. Having liad time to 
benefit by observing experiences of others, 
they probably know better than green 
young girls how to

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


Professor Turner, of Edinburgh, in giv­ 
ing an account of the Sowerby s whale 
(Afesoptedofi liitb its, recently obtained from 
the Shetland Islands, called particular at­ 
tention to the great complexity presented 
by the stomach, which indicated by its 
contents that the anim al fed upon fish. 
Last spring ice in the Atlantic ocean 
penetrated very far to the south and east 
in consequence of continuous northerly 
and northwesterly gales, and several ice­ 
bergs occurred even in the Gulf Stream. 
From extensive observation it is asserted 
that the first recession northward of At­ 
lantic ice is toward the end of June, and 
that it rem ains longest between the Banks 
and the east coast of Newfoundland. 
In a recent paper by M. Lagnean it was 
stated that M. Perrin, who lias studied an­ 
cient anmsthetics, has given the composi­ 
tion of a liquid which contains all the in­ 
gredients required iur chloroform, and it is 
.said that this was applied to witnesses or

Silver articles are soon blackened by the 
sulphuretted hydrogen contained in the at­ 
mosphere of ail large rooms.

Sufficient water must now be introduced to 
reduce the solution to 10° Beaume.

this preparation paper or calico is dipped. 
When the wrappers are dried they are ready 
for use.

Lead 
was imported from Spain for this special 
purpose, and was mixed with the old lead 
in the proportion of one part of the latter 
to two of the former. The total weight of 
the new covering is about 350 tons, and it 
is calculated that it laid in sheets, one-fifth 
of an inch in thickness, it would cover a 
space of above 70.0ÜO square feet.

A correspond­ 
ent writes that lie recently witnessed the 
experiment of driving nails into timber 
that had been hard seasoned and well dried.

C o c o a n u t P u d d in g .—Boil one pint of 
m ilk with one teaspoonful of butter in it 
Pour it over a very small, grated cocoanut 
W hen cold add three eggs, beaten, with Half 
a cup of sugar and a pinch of salt. 11 av 
a deep dish lined with nice pastry, pour 
the m ixture into it and Wake until it is set 


P e a c h T a pio c a .—Soak some tapioca over 
night, and in the lifHrning boil until it is 
perfectly clear, adding more water, from 
to time, as needed. 
Take some very tine 
peaches, cut them fine with a silver knife, 
sprinkle liberally with sugar, and when 
you take the tapioca from the stove stir 
the peaches into it. Eat cold with sugar 
and cream. ’ 
To Co r n B e e f o r P o r k .—To one gallon 
of water take one and a half pounds of 
salt, a half pound of sugar, and a half 
ounce of saltpeter. Boil these together un ­ 
til the scum ceases to rise. Skim as the 
sediment rises to the surface, then take it 
off and set it away to cool. 
W hen cold

Tike scrub, as the forests of (Queensland are 
called, is beautiful; but “ the monotony of 
the endless timber is appalling, and it is 
easy to realize terrible madness that so 
often comes over those who get lost in the 
bush.

The author went to his 
brother's cattle station and was put into a 
slab hut,” “ through the spaces of which, 
as he lay in bed. he commanded a fine view 
of the surrounding country, while when it 
rained five little streamlets of water de­ 
scended on his bed.” On going to bed lie 
found a huge snake coiled up in it, which 
turned out, luckily, to be a tame one be­ 
longing to his brother’s partner. But in 
(Queensland “ there are five deadly kinds,” 
one eight or nine feet long; “ but by far 
the worst is the death adder. 
It has this 
peculiarity : it does not attempt to move 
out of anybody’s way, but lies quite still 
until it is touched, when it fastens with a 
spring upon its victim. I have never known 
a well-authenticated instance of recovery 
from it, except in the case of one Under­ 
wood, who used to let any snake bite him. 
and by means of antidote never suffered 
harm. The Victorian Government foolishly 
refused to give him £10,000 for his secret, 
and as he one day let a snake hite him 
when he was drunk, and liad forgotten 
where he had put his antidote, this all val­ 
uable secret died with him. Then there 
are other cheerful beasts. 
"A small black 
spider, about the size of a large pea, with a 
brilliant crimson mark upon its back, fre­ 
quently takes up its abode in an inhabited 
house, and does not wait to be provoked be­ 
fore attacking. 
Death is by no means an 
uncommon result, but more frequently the 
victim becomes hopelessly insane, or is 
paralyzed.”
